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PREFACE 

Truly  It  has  been  said  that  the  genealogy  of  a  family  never 
can  be  completed.  This  is  particularly  true  when  no  previous  sus¬ 
tained  and  co-ordinated  effort  has  been  made  on  the  chronicle  of 
that  family.  Then  the  writer  is  forced  to  pioneer  in  large  unde¬ 
termined  areas  and  sources. 

Fortunately  for  the  genealogist,  the  ancestors  in  some  fam¬ 
ilies  have  recorded  their  histories  in  copious  narrative  and  des¬ 
criptive  diaries,  and  records  of  their  travels.  However,  the  early 
l&nisons  seem  to  have  been  consistently  laoonic  in  the  subject  of 
recording  family  activities  for  public  consumption.  In  fact  most  of 
the  public  records  left  behind  them  have  been  routine  daily  trans¬ 
actions,  required  by  law  to  be  recorded  in  a  court  of  record.  Ad¬ 
ditional  data,  gleaned  from  family  Bibles,  was'for  their  private  in¬ 
formation. 

The  publication  of  the  history  on  the  "finison  Families"  at 
this  time,  is  intended  to  serve  only  as  a  consolidated  source  record 
for  the  writer,  J.  W.  Snison,  and  other  members  of  the  family  in 
succeeding  generations.  The  books  deposited  in  the  several  libraries 
and  societies  (page  IX)  were  placed  there  to  invite  inquiries,  ad¬ 
ditions  and  corrections  from  interested  future  readers. 

The  writer  will  be  most  grateful  for  information  leading  to 
Hugh  and  Ash  Eknlson  in  Ireland,  which  will  enable  him  to  continue 
his  research  in  that  country;  or  information  that  may  lead  to  orig¬ 
inal  Scottish  records.  Furthermore,  information  is  also  needed  con¬ 
cerning  the  time  and  place  of  the  landing  of  the  two  Emlsons  in 
North  America,  most  likely  on  the  Maryland-Delaware-Virginia  penin¬ 
sula. 

The  writer  intends  to  continue  his  research  into  the  history 
of  the  Emison  family,  not  only  in  this  country  but  also  in  Ireland, 
Scotland,  and  England  whenever  economic  conditions  are  more  favor¬ 
able.

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THE  SCOTCH  AND  ENGLISH  IN  IRELAND 
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"The  transplantation  of  Ulster"  by  the  Scotch  and  English 
Puritans,  was  a  migration  contemporary  with  those  to  Virginia  and 

Massachusetts* 

King  James  1st,  had  difficulties  with  some  of  the  Irish  no¬ 
bility  in  the  north  of  Ireland*  In  anticipation  of  the  contemplated 
measures  to  crush  these  large  landholders,  they  fled  the  country. 
Their  lands  were  confiscated,  and  turned  over  to  the  highest  re¬ 
sponsible  bidders,  who  were  Scotch  and  English  "undertakers"  or 
managers*  They,  in  turn,  were  to  provide  settlers  for  these  lands 
most  of  which  were  sub-divided  into  small  farms. 

This  transplantation  was  started  in  1610,  into  the  six 
horthem  counties  of  Ireland*  And  by  1620,  there  were  between  30,000 
and  40,000  Scotch  settlers  there.  By  1641,  there  were  approximately 
100,000  Scotch  and  20,000  English*  The  Scotch  were  predominantly 
Church  of  Scotland  (Presbyterian),  and  the  English  mostly  Puritans. 

The  thrifty  farmers  greatly  improved  and  increased  the  pro¬ 
ductivity  of  the  worn  out  farm  lands*  And  the  linen  weavers  began  to 
oompete  too  effectively  with  the  established  factories  in  England* 
Within  several  decades,  history  records  their  repeated  and  often  con¬ 
tinuous  oppression  -  agricultural,  industrial,  political  and  reli¬ 
gious  -  by  various  sovereigns  and  landowners*  When  the  land  leases 
began  to  expire,  during  1710-20,  the  rents  were  almost  doubled. 

These  conditions  started  the  great  migrations  to  America,  in  1715, 
which  eventually  reached  the  high  point  shortly  before  our  Revolu¬ 
tion,  during  the  years  1771  to  1773.  The  sailing  records  of  news¬ 
papers  in  Ireland  showed  approximately  150,000  in  the  "seventies"* 

Benjamin  Franklin  estimated  the  population  of  Pennsylvania  in 
1774  at  350,000,  of  which  one  third  were  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterians, 
and  a  lesser  number  of  English  Puritans* 

Reverting  to  the  history  of  Ireland,  before  the  transplanta¬ 
tion  in  Ulster,  the  records  show  a  number  of  invasions  by  the  Norse¬ 
men  and  Danes.  The  city  of  Dublin  received  its  name  from  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  "dark"  Danes,  as  compared  to  the  fair  haired  Norse.  The 
invasions  were  confined  mostly  to  the  principal  cities  of  IXiblin  and 
Cork,  and  to  a  lesser  degree,  some  of  the  smaller  eastern  coastal 
towns.  In  time  their  descendants  were  somewhat  instrumental  in  sub¬ 
sequent  conquests  of  Ireland,  by  the  descendants  of  the  Angles,  Sax¬ 
ons,  Norse,  Danes  and  the  Normans,  in  England. 

Some  of  the  original  invaders  eventually  married  into  Irish 
families,  accepting  their  Church,  along  with  their  way  of  life.  Also 
there  were  a  number  of  Anglo-Catholics  remaining  there  after  Henry 
VIII*  Yet  less  than  three  score  years  after  the  settlement  of  Ulster, 
some  momentous  events  occurred  in  the  turbulent  history  of  Ireland, 
which  had  a  profound  effect  on  Dublin,  Cork  and  the  smaller  communi¬ 
ties  of  south  Ireland.  After  defeating  the  Scotch  followers  of  the 
Stuarts,  and  certain  factions  in  England,  Cromwell  turned  to  the  re¬ 
subjugation  of  Ireland,  which  culminated  in  the  capture  of  Cork  in 
1650*  A  number  of  Cromwell's  followers  remained  there  to  take  a 
prominent  part  in  the  political,  commercial  and  agricultural  life  of 
that  community,  up  until  after  our  American  Revolution.  Most  of  these 
men  were  English,  but  there  were  also  many  Scotch  and  Welsh*  Their 
predominant  religion  was  the  Church  of  Ireland* 

The  example  of  our  American  Revolution  began  to  have  a  pro¬ 
nounced  effect  upon  the  Irish  in  their  demands  for  some  form  of 
"home  rule",  through  their  Parliament  in  Dublin*  The  end  of  our  Rev¬ 
olution  marked  the  decline  of  Prostestant  political  ascendancy  in 
Cork*  The  Scotch  Protestants  in  Ulster  were  migrating  to  America. 

This  was  also  true,  to  a  lesser  degree  among  the  Scotch  in  the  south 
of  Ireland,  due  to  increased  rents,  oppression  by  England  and  the 
clashes  of  personalities  with  the  Irish  of  Catholic  religion.  In 
addition  to  these  factors,  the  depradations  of  the  "Whiteboys"  began 
in  1760*  They  were  composed  mostly  of  tenants,  subsidized  by  certain 
Irish  political  and  religious  leaders,  some  of  whom  were  found  to 
hold  commissions  in  the  armed  servloe  of  France,  during  the  current 
Anglo-French  war. 
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PATHS  OP  SCOTCH-IRISH  MIGRATIONS  IN  AMERICA 


The  chief  ports  of  entry  used  by  the  Scotch  from  Ireland, 
up  to  and  during  the  Revolution,  were  Philadelphia  and  Chester  in 
Pennsylvania;  Newcastle  in  Delaware;  Baltimore  and  Annapolis  in 
Maryland;  and  Charleston  in  South  Carolina. 

Some  of  these  settlers  moved  northward  from  Philadelphia, 
into  Bucks  County.  And  in  the  south,  those  from  Charleston,  migrat 
-ed  into  northwestern  North  Carolina,  where  they  joined  the  west¬ 
ward  trek  of  the  many  coming  down  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  bound 
for  Tennesse  and  Kentucky. 

However,  there  were  more  general  lines  of  migration,  with 
several  variations.  The  predominant  congregating  area  or  temporary 
domicile,  of  these  people,  was  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  or 
rather  in  a  more  general  area  radiating  from  the  present  conjunc¬ 
tion  of  Maryland,  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware.  From  here  were  the 
following  routes  of  migration. 

One  route,  in  Pennsylvania,  led  through  Lancaster,  and  Har 
-ris  Ferry  (Harrisburg)  to  Carlisle,  an  important  community  of  the 
Scotch-Irish  at  that  time,  (a)  Thence,  through  Shippensburg,  over 
the  Forbes  (Pennsylvania)  Road,  through  Bedford;  Loyal  Hanna  (Lig- 
oneer);  Hannastown  (formerly,  seat  of  Westmoreland  County,  near 
Greensberg);  and  to  Pittsburg  (formerly  known  as  Ft.  Duquesne,  un¬ 
der  the  French, • and  later  as  Ft.  Pitt,  when  southwestern  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  was  claimed  by  Virginia);  thence  down  the  Ohio  River. (b)From 
Carlisle,  through  Shippensburg,  and  Chambersburg  in  Pennsylvania; 
Hagerstown,  Maryland;  Martinsburg,  West  Virginia;  and  Winchester, 
Virginia;  thence  down  the  Shenandoah  Valley  -  Wilderness  Trail, 
through  Staunton;  Ft.  Chiswell;  and  Gate  City.  From  this  area  to 
Cumberland  Gap,  Kentucky ,  the  pioneers  were  joined  by  the  heavy  mi 
-grations  of  Scotch-Irish,  and  some  French  Huguenots  from  Charles¬ 
ton,  South  Carolina.  It  was  a  crossroads  of  those  bound  for  Tenne 
-see,  and  those  turning  northward  through  Cumberland  Gap;  Grab  Or¬ 
chard;  Boonesborough;  and  Harrodsburg,  in  Kentucky. 

The  second  route,  in  Pennsylvania,  led  to  Wright1 s  Ferry, 
at  the  Susquehanna  River;  through  York;  Gettysburg;  and  down  into 
Maryland,  through  Hagerstown,  to  Cumberland.  From  Cumberland  there 
were  three  alternate  routes  to  the  Ohio  River,  (a)  Along  the  (nor 
-them  end  of  the)  Braddock  Road,  through  Frostburg,  and  Grant s- 
ville,  where  it  returned  to  Pennsylvania;  tnence  through  Somer- 
field;  Farmington;  Mt.  Braddock;  Connellsville;  Mt.  Pleasant;  Mc¬ 
Keesport;  Braddock  Field;  and  to  Pittsburg,  (b)  Over  the  "Nema- 
colin”  Indian  Trail  (approximately  that  of  the  Braddock  Road,  as 
far  as  Farmington);  through  Uniontown;  to  Old  Redstone  Fort  (Browns 
-ville)  on  the  Monongahela  River.  There  the  "Kentucky  (flat)  boats11 
were  constructed,  for  the  trip  up  to  Pittsburg,  and  thence  down  • 
the  Ohio  River,  (c)  A  shorter  overland  route  was  from  Old  Redstone 
Fort,  westward  through  Washington,  to  Wheeling,  West  Virginia  on 
the  Ohio  River* 

The  third  route  led  from  lower  Maryland,  and  Virginia,  up 
the  Potomac  valley,  on  to  Cumberland,  Maryland  or,  westward  at 
Harpers  Ferry;  Charlestown,  West  Virginia;  to  Winchester,  Virginia. 

From  Winchester,  there  were  two  general  routes:  (a)  Overland  to 
Cumberland;  and  thence  by  one  of  the  abovementioned  alternates,  to 
the  Ohio  River,  (b)  Down  the  Shenandoah  Valley  -  Wilderness  Trail, 
and  into  the  country  of  the  Wautauga,  Holston  and  Clinch  River  val 
-leys,  so  familiar  from  the  times  of  Daniel  Boone. 

From  the  foregoing  can  be  seen  the  important  role  played 
by  the  inland  crossroads  communities  of  Carlisle,  Pa;  Hagerstown, 
Md;  and  Winchester,  Va.  In  attempting  to  trace  the  forbears  of 
Scotch-Irish  families  in  the  "western  country?  it  will  be  found 
that  a  large  majority  of  them  passed  through,  and  sometimes  tarried 
in,  one  or  more  of  these  centers  during  their  migrations  westward. 
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According  to  Peter  H.  Emerson,  in  his  book  "English  Emersons" 
(Cong.  Lib.  CS439E6)  the  present  name  of  EMERSON  was  derived  from 
the  original  Norse  "Haimrik,"  composed  of  the  two  words  "Haim"  mean 
-ing  castle,  home  or  dwelling;  and  "Rik"  meaning  ruler  or  realm. 

The  two  words  together  had  no  definite  meaning.  Other  forms  of 
Haimrik  were  Aimerik,  Haimerico,  Emericus,  Imrie  and  Emery. 

It  is  believed  that  the  present  day  English  Emersons  were  de¬ 
scended  from  Aimeric,  Archdeacon  of  Durham  (1196-1214).  This  name 
evolved  into  Emery-son  or  Emeryson,  thence  to  Emerson.  The  name  was 
often  misspelled  Emirson  and  Emberson.  In  fact,  in  the  early  records 
it  was  spelled  indifferently  Emeryson,  Enerisson,  or  in  a  few  in¬ 
stances,  in  the  contracted  form  of  Emson  or  Emyson.  This  carelessly 
contracted  form  of  Emson  or  Emyson  resulted  in  an  entirely  distinct 
and  separate  name.  Empson,  Emson,  Emison,  Emyson,  Erne son  and  Emason 
were  derived  from  Emme  or  Emma. 

While  searching  through  many  original  records  in  America,  it 
has  been  the  experience  the  writer  (J.W.  Emison)  to %f ind  the  name 
of  EMISON  concealed  under  the  erroneous  spelling  of ’EMERSON,  due  to 
the  carelessness  of  recording  clerks,  or  what  they  presumed  to  be 
the  more  common  name  of  EMERSON .

1608  THOMAS  EMERSON.  With  reference  to  the  legend  that  the  EMISON 
to  family  came  down  from  Scotland  with  James  1st,  in  1603,  some 

1625  time  during  1608-25,  a  THOMAS  EMERSON  was  granted  the  income 

from  certain  tracts  of  land  confiscated  by  James  1st.  He  died 
in  England,  leaving  debts  of  L6,000/-/-,  assumed  by  his  son 
EDWARD  EMERSON,  who  petitioned  the  protection  of  the  Court,  to 
lengthen  the  period  in  which  to  pay  off  the  debts.  Regarding 
the  legend  of  "Sir  THOMAS  EMISON,"  it  is  known  that  James  1st 
granted  scores  of  knighthoods  and  higher  titles,  during  his 
"progress"  from  Scotland  to  London,  1603.  But  few  names  were 
mentioned  in  the  "State  Papers."  Regarding  the  legend  of  the 
duel,  for  which  the  Emison  family  was  banished  to  the  north  of 
Ireland,  James  1st  did  issue  a  proclamation  forbidding  duels. 

But  only  the  names  of  a  few  duelists  punished,  were  mentioned. 
See  Calendar  of  State  Papers,  Eng,  Scotland,  Ireland,  1608-25.

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During  th©  decade  ending  1947,  the  writer  J.W.  Emison, 
haa  spent  many  days  of  intensive  research,  through  the  history 
and  records  of  Ireland,  Scotland  arid  England,  in  th©  Congression¬ 
al  Library,  Washington;  th©  Presbyterian  Historical  Society,  and 
the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania,  in  Philadelphia;  and  many 
other  places.  In  this  period  he  has  also  enlisted  the  services  of 
a  number  of  genealogists  and  archivists  In  Ireland,  Scotland  and 
England. 

From  these  searches,  there  have  been  accumulated  many  rec¬ 
ords  under  the  names  of  Emerson,  Empson,  Emosson,  Emisson  and 
other  variants,  which  might  conceal  the  true  spelling  of  Emison. 
(See  the  appendix  of  this  book.)  However,  to  date,  for  reasons 
explained  In  the  following,  no  records  have  been  found,  showing 
specific  connection  with  the  Emison  families  covered  by  this  book. 

From  various  family  legends.  It  Is  reasonable  to  assume 
that  these  Emisons  came  from  County  Cork,  Ireland,  and  some  time 
previous  to  that,  they  came  from  Scotland,  circa  1603  possibly. 

During  the  period  1603  to  1761,  it  was  also  possible  that  they 
lived  England,  Ulster  and/or  the  Dublin  area. 

In  this  time  many  thousands  of  staunch  and  Independent 
Scotch  Presbyterians  and  English  ruritans  were  on  the  move,  for 
religious,  political  and  economic  reasons.  In  Ireland,  it  was  a 
time  of  most  violent  upheaval,  If  one  might  use  the  superlative, 
for  this  period  in  the  turbulent  history  of  that  country. 

From  Ireland,  these  determined  peoples  migrated  to  America, 
where  they  were  catapulted  into  the  role  of  pawns  between  th©  Eng¬ 
lish,  French  and  Indians,  during  the  French  and  Indian  War,  ending 
in  1763.  After  tnat,  these  settlers  were  launched  Into  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Revolution,  in  which  the  Indians  became  the  subsidized  and  eag 
-er  allies  of  the  British.  In  the,  then  western  frontier  country 
of  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia,  It  was  th©  exception  when  the  major¬ 
ity  of  legal  and  historical  records  were  not  burned  nor  destroyed, 
through  enemy  design  or  the  vicissitudes  of  frontier  life. 

So  It  had  been,  with  records,  in  Ireland.  In  1829,  the  city 
and  county  records  of  Dublin  were  destroyed  by  fire.  The  vital  sta 
-tistics  of  births,  baptisms,  marriages,  deaths  and  burials  were 
xept  in  the  various  church  parish  registers.  These  records  served 
as  both  legal  and  religious  authority,  however,  almost  a  century 
ago,  the  government  of  Ireland  required  tnat  all  such  records  be 
forwarded  to  the  national  Public  Records  Office  in  Dublin.  Thus 
came  about  th©  ultimate  disaster,  in  the  preservation  of  records, 
when  a  large  part  of  the  existing  vital  statistics,  were  destroyed 
in  the  fire,  during  the  "troubles”  of  1922.  From  a  standpoint  of 
present  and  future  historical  and  genealogical  Information,  It  was 
fortunate  that  some  Parishes  of  the  Church  Of  Ireland  refused  to 
forward  their  records,  as  Instructed,  and  others  forwarded  copies 
of  them. 

This  recalls  to  mind  the  definite  fact  that  the  Parish 
Church  was  the  social,  as  well  as  religious  orbit,  for  all  the  f am 
-Hies  in  the  congregation,  a  fact  of  necessity,  much  more  so  then 
than  It  Is  today.  These  families  intermarried,  and  accompanied 
each  other  on  migrations,  for  purposes  of  social  relaxation,  simi¬ 
larity  of  interests  and  mutual  self  protection.  It  was  this  necess 
-ary  practice  which  enabled  the  writer  to  trace  the  brothers,  Hugh 
and  Ash  Emison,  from  the  general  area  of  their  landing  in  Maryland 
westward  to  Kentucky,  by  searching  the  legal  and  historical  or  re¬ 
ligious  records  in  each  county  along  their  route.  So  it  was  with 
the  early  American  associates  of  the  Emison  brothers,  extending 
back  into  the  records  of  Cork. 

Returning  to  County  Cork,  as  a  starting  point*  the  writer 
has  made  a  comprehensive  search  of  the  following  publications  and 
records.  The  histories  of  County  Cork  (including  Ireland  in  a  less 
-er  degree)  were:  Smith’s  (printed  prior  to  1762);  Caulfield’s; 
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Brady’s;  Cusack's;  History  of  the  Clerics  and  Parishes  of  County 
Cork  (with  few  specific  names  of  church  members);  Corporation 
(Board  of  Aldermen)  Records,  of  the  cities  of  Cork,  Youghal  and 
Kinsale;  Cork  Historical  and  Archaeological  Society  (volumes  1  to 
4  Inclusive);  and  many  other  publications. 

As  mentioned  elsewhere,  the  brothers  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison 
were  both  minors,  in  1761,  aged  17  and  8  respectively.  The  only 
specific  records  showing  tneir  parents  would  be  the  parish  birth 
or  baptismal  records.  County  Cork  has  many  dozens  of  parishes  in 
its  three  Dioceses  of  Cork,  Ross  and  Cloyne.  And  this  would  neces- 
itate  a  search  of  each  parish  register  in  which  the  records  had 
not  been  forwarded  to  Dublin,  nor  lost.  In  addition,  there  was  the 
possibility  that  the  parents  of  Hugh  and  Ash  had  moved  to  Cork, 
from  Ulster,  Dublin  or  elsewhere  in  Ireland,  after  the  births  of 
the  first  or  both  of  their  sons. 

The  Corporation  Records  of  City  Cork,  show  the  dates  the 
following  men  were  "admitted  as  Freemen:"  (a)  John  Hingston,  Apr. 
18,  1743.  Capt.  John  Hingston  was  in  the  1st  Btn.,  Westmoreland 
County  Militia  (Pennsylvania)  in  1778,  at  the  time  Hugh  and  Ash 
were  in  the  3rd  Btn.  Later  Capt.  Hingston  accompanied  the  Emison 
brothers  on  Capt.  William  Lytle's  party,  from  Pittsburgh,  down  the 
Ohio  River  (1780)  as  far  as  Limestone  (Maysville)  Kentucky,  and 
then  overland,  as  far  as  Kingston's  new  preemption,  on  Hingston' s 
Fork  (near  his  old  one  at  Ruddle's  Sta.)  (b)  William  Fraser,  Nov. 
15,  1757.  Fraser's  preemption  adjoined  that  of  Ash's,  on  the  south, 
in  Scott  County,  Ky.  (c)  William  Clarke,  Jan.  31,  1758.  Clarke 
settled  in  Shelby  County,  to  the  west  of  Hugh  and  Ash.  But  his 
grandaughter ,  Jennet  Holmes,  married  Thomas  Emison,  son  of  Hugh, 
before  they  moved  to  what  is  now  Emison,  Indiana,  north  of  Vincen¬ 
nes,  in  1804.  (d)  William  Holmes,  Alderman  and  Sheriff,  1749.  Of 
this  family,  William  W.  Holmes,  son-in-law  of  William  Clarke,  mar¬ 
ried  Ann  Elizabeth,  and  they  were  the  parents  of  Jennet  (Holmes) 
Emison.  See  Clarke  and  Holmes  families  elsewhere  herein,  (e)  Rob¬ 
ert,  son  of  Roger  Ash,  Dec.  2,  1741.  The  given  name  of  "Ash"  Emi¬ 
son  is  reasonable  evidence  that  his  mother  or  other  female  ances¬ 
tor  was  of  an  Ash  or  Ashe  family.  At  this  time  there  was  a  large 
family  by  that  name,  near  Macroom,  County  Cork.  There  was  also 
the  large  family  of  Sir  Thomas  Ash  (died  1632),  and  his  wife  Eliz 
-abeth  (died  1639)  of  St.  John's  Abbey,  County  Meath.  They  had  a 
son,  Thomas,  Junior.  (See  appendix). 

Turning  to  the  marriage  bond  records  of  the  Dioceses  of 
Cork,  Ross  and  Cloyne,  the  following  names  were  found.  Cork  and 
Ross:  James  Barkley,  1642;  Edward  Cherry,  1716;  Margaret  Briscoe, 
1722;  John  Archer,  1734;  William  Lemmon,  1716;  James  Lemmon,  1745; 
John  Lemmon,  1746.  Later,  in  Pennsylvania  and  Kentucky,  all  of 
the  foregoing  families  were  associated  with  the  Emisons.  This  is 
particularly  true  of  the  Lemmons  or  Lemons,  who  were  known  to 
have  come  from  Ireland  with  or  at  the  same  time  as  Hugh  and  Ash. 

As  to  religion,  Hugh  and  Ash  were  identified  with  the 
larger  migrations  of  the  (Church  of  Scotland)  Presbyterians  from 
Scotland  and  northern  Ireland.  However,  the  predominant  Protest¬ 
ant  denomination  in  central  and  southern  Ireland,  was  the  Episco¬ 
pal  or  established  Church  of  Ireland.  In  County  Cork,  some  of  the 
protestant  families  came  with  Cromwell;  and  others  had  lived  there 
some  generations  before  the  settlement  of  Ulster,  or  the  coming 
of  Cromwell.  Although  their  families  were  intermarried  with  Pres¬ 
byterians,  Methodists,  Baptists  and  other  denominations,  Hugh  and 
Ash  remained  in  the  Episcopal  faith. 
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HUGH  and  ASH  EMISON.  According  to  certain  flowery  legends,  they 
were  descended  from  a  family  of  "Thanes"  who  lived  in  Scotland,  un 
-der  James  VI.  They  came  down  to  England  with  the  King  at  the  time 
he  ascended  the  throne  there  as  James  1st,  in  1603.  As  in  the  in- 
tance  of  their  King,  they  changed  their  religion  to  that  of  the 
Church  of  England.  The  Emisons  were  "of  a  family  who  furnished  many 
representatives  in  the  military  service  of  their  country."  Shortly 
after  their  arrival  in  England,  an  Emi son  slew  his  adversary  in  a 
duel,  the  latter  part  of  which  was  inadvertantly  witnessed  by  the 
King.  For  this,  the  family  was  banished  to  the  north  of  Ireland. 

A  more  commonly  known  version  of  the  above  legend  relates 
that » (Sir?)  Thomas  Emison  was  the  father  of  the  two  sons  Hugh  and 
Ash.  The  latter  were  brought  to  America  after  Thomas'  adversary, 
a  Crown  officer,  had  been  killed  in  a  duel.  They  were  supposed  to 
have  come  from  County  Cork, via  the  small  port  of  Castlebar,  and  to 
have  landed  at  "Jamestown"  in  1761-2,  "after  a  long  and  disastrous 
voyage • " 

JOHN  EMISON.  He  was  supposed  to  have  been  born  in  County  Cork,  cir 
-ca  1802.  His  parents  died  when  he  was  quite  young,  and  he  was  a- 
dopted  by  an  aunt  named  McKnight.  They  lived  in  Yorkshire,  England 
for  a  short  time.  Then  she  brought  him  to  Moore  County',  North  Car¬ 
olina,  when  he  was  seven  years  of  age. 

Several  years  after  John's  marriage,  he  moved,  with  his  fam 
-ily  to  eastern  Tennessee,  near  Cotton  Grove.  In  1832,  this  family 
moved  to  Crockett  County  in  the  western  part  of  that  state.  See  a 
more  comprehensive  account  of  this  family  in  later  pages. 

JOHN  and  WALTER  EMISON.  John  Emison,  formerly  of  the  Federal  Re¬ 
serve  Bank  of  N.Y;  and  his  brother  Walter  Emison,  an  official  of 
the  American  District  Telegraph,  N.Y.,  both  relate  that  their 
grandparents  came  from  Ireland,  about  the  year  1880. 

THOMAS  ALEXANDER  EMISON.  The  following  are  extracts  from  a  state¬ 
ment  by  Thomas  A.  Emison,  Laconia,  N.H:-  "My  father - Edward  J. 

Emison,  was  born  in  1829 - his  address  is  Leinster  Road,  Dublin, 

Ireland.  He  is  the  best  informed  man  on  the  Emison  family,  and  has 
published  a  book  entitled  Footprints  of  the  Emison  Family  from 
1172  to  1881.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Century  Club,  and  still  living. 

The  Emisons  came  to  Ireland  in  1172  from  Denmark,  at  the 
time  of  the  Danish  invasions.  At  this  time  Denmark  subjected  Ire¬ 
land,  and  ruled  it  for  five  years.  Four  Emison  brothers,  who  were 
in  that  Army,  remained  in  the  community  of  what  is  now  Dublin.  The 

Emisons,  since  that  time,  have  lived  there - in  Dublin,  Carlow, 

Kildare  and  Wicklow  Counties. 

There  were  three  early  emigrations  to  America  from  this 
family,  xhe  first  occurred  in  1672(7)  when  four  single  men  came  to 
Baltimore,  Md.  Their  names  were  william,  Thomas,  Henry  and  John. 

The  second  emigration  was  about  1742-62,  when  three  brothers 
came  to  America,  intending  to  land  at  Baltimore,  but  they  were 

shipwrecked  and  landed  farther  south - .  My  opinion  is  that  this 

is  the  family  that  eventually  settled  in  Kentucky  (1780).  There  was 
a  third  emigration  about  1800,  and  they  landed  in  Baltimore,  Md. 

Members  of  this  family  have  gone  to  Australia,  New  Zealand, 
South  Africa  and  Buenos  Aires.  The  common  names  of  the  family  are 
Thomas,  Hugh,  James,  Samuel  and  John." 

(NOTE:  This  statement  was  made  about  the  year  1930.  Although 
there  are  many  striking  coincidences  in  the  foregoing,  the  writer, 
J.W.  Emison,  has  been  able  to  verify  little  of  this  data  from  rec¬ 
ords  available  in  Ireland  and  America.) 
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Available  evidence  indicates  that  (James?),  Hugh  and  Ash 
Emison,  sons  of  Thomas,  of  County  Cork,  Ireland,  "came  to  America, 
arriving  at  Jamestown,  after  a  long  and  disastrous  voyage."  It  is 
believed  that  the  "Jamestown"  referred  to  was  one  of  several  small 
early  settlements  of  similar  designation,  in  Maryland,  on  the  east 
-ern  shores  of  Chesapeake  Bay.  It  is  known  that  Hugh  "was  17  when 
they  first  came  to  this  country,"  and  this  established  the  date  of 
arrival  as  1761-2. 

Other  than  the  Thomas  EMISON,  listed  in  the  First  Federal 
Census  of  Frederick  County,  Virginia,  1782,  the  records  of  various 
Thomas  EMERSONS  in  Virginia,  Pennsylvania  and  elsewhere,  indicate 
no  probability  of  relationship  to  these  sons. 

After  the  dace  of  landing  in  1761-2,  the  earliest  record 
found,  concerned  James,  some  five  years  later.  On  April  27,  1767, 
James  (Emerson)  Emison  made  application  to  the  Pennsylvania  Land 
Court  in  Philadelphia,  for  a  patent  on  185  acres,  several  miles  be¬ 
low  Chambersburg,  Penna.  In  1773,  what  was  apparently  a  half  inter¬ 
est  in  this  land,  turned  up  in  the  hands  of  Hugh  Emison. 

During  this  period,  in  Philadelphia,  there  were  numerous 
other  records  on  James  "Emerson." 

A  list  of  letters  in  the  Philadelphia  Post  Off ice , "remain¬ 
ing  uncalled  for"  contained  the  name  of  James  Emerson.  See  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Gazette,  Oct.  22,  1767. 

The  Philadelphia  City  Directory  of  17o7-8,  shows:-  James 
Emerson  -  0rang9  and  lemon  shrub,  bitters,  etc.,  "At  the  Sign  of 
the  Sugar  Loaf',’  on  Market  St.,  near  the  Delaware  River. 

In  the  Penna.  Chroniqle,  June  20,  1768;  the  Penna.  Gazette 
of  July  21st,  and  August  4th,  1768,  and  in  subsequent  issues,  there 
appeared  a  number  of  advertisements  by  James  Emerson,  "At  the  Sign 
of  the  Sugar  Loaf"  which  advertisements  related  that  he  was  recent 
-ly  from  "the  Metropolis  of  Ireland."  Also  there  were  numerous  iss¬ 
ues  of  the  above  newspapers,  during  1767-9,  which  contained  the  ad 
-vert isement s  of  Robert  Bell,  for  various  auctions  of  rare  books, 
prints,  engravings,  etc.,  concerning  which  complete  catalogues  were 
"to  be  had  at  James  Emerson's  in  Market  St."  See  Penna.  Gazette, 

Jan.  5th  and  Feb.  2,  1769. 

The  Philadelphia  County  Tax  List,  1769,  shows  James  Emerson 
in  the  Upper  Delaware  Ward.  See  Penna.  Arch., 3rd  S.,  Vol  lft,  P166. 

During  this  time,  the  Penna.  Magazine  of  Hist.,  Vol.  12, 

Pg.  200;  also  the  "History  of  Old  St.  Georges  Church"  by  Rev.  F. 
Tees,  Pastor,  both  show  that  James  Emerson  was  the  first  leader  of 
a  class  of  seven  (including  Mr.  &  Mrs.  James  Emerson)  called  the 
"Religious  Society  of  Protestants,  Commonly  Known  as  Methodists." 
James  Emerson  was  also  one  of  the  original  trustees  of  St.  George. 

In  recent  years  it  is  not  commonly  known  that  the  origina¬ 
tors  of  the  new  Methodist  teachings,  (John  and  Charles  Wesley,  Cap¬ 
tain  Webb  and  others)  were  British  who  never  left  the  Church  of  Eng 
-land.  And  they  returned  to  England  before  and  during  the  Revolu¬ 
tion.  Rev.  Asbury,  later  the  first  Bishop,  remained  to  carry  forward 
the  organization  of  the  new  Church.  He,  and  many  of  his  new  follow¬ 
ers  suffered  embarrassments  as  suspected  tories  during  the  war. 

Apparently  James  "Emerson"  did  not  migrate  westward  with 
the  younger  brothers  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison.  The  only  record  is  presum 
-ably  that  of  his  son  James  Emerson,  Jr.,  who  married  Nancy  Reed, 
in  Hunterdon  County,  N.J.,  Feb.  20,  1788.  See  N.J.  Archives,  Vol. 

22,  Pg.  126.  Also  the  i'renton  Federalist  newspaper  of  Jem.  1,  1827, 
Pg.  3,  contains  the  notice  -  "In  Philadelphia,  on  the  loth  Ult., 
James  Emerson,  late  of  this  place, (died)  age  65  years." 
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According  to  the  old  family  Bible  of  Mary  Baird  Emison, 
"Hugh  Emison"  married  her  in  Cumberland  County,  Pa.,  in  1771.  But 
apparently  he  did  not  change  his  legal  residence  from  Chester  Coun 
-ty  to  Cumberland  until  this  was  shown  in  the  deed  of  Apr. 8, 1773. 

Most  of  the  records  available  in  Cumberland  County,  on  the 
Emison  family,  are  concerned  with  the  rather  complete  history  of 
the  185  acres  of  land  several  miles  south  of  Chambersburg.  In  the 
deeds  of  April  7th  and  8th,  1773,  covering  this  land  (recorded  in 
the  Franklin  County  Court)  there  was  the  second  proof  that  the 
name  was  then  spelled  Emison. 

The  foregoing  presents  two  difficult  problems,  (a)  Exactly 
when  or  if  the  name  was  ever  changed  from  Emerson  to  Emison.  (b) 
The  exact  residences  of  this  family,  after  landing  in  Maryland  in 
1761-2;  after  Philadelphia  in  1767;  and  in  Chester  County,  before 
the  two  younger  brothers  came  to  Cumberland  County. 

The  name  may  have  been  changed,  possibly  after  leaving  Ire¬ 
land,  when ‘the  father  Thomas  was  supposed  to  have  "slain  his  ad¬ 
versary  in  a  duel?  But  it  must  be  remembered  that  there  were  the 
four  separate  family  branches  of  Emisons,  who  came  from  Ireland, 
beginning  1761-2.  This  indicated  that  the  name  was  spelled  Emison 
in  Ireland,  and  the  probable  inter-relationship  there.  Thus  one 
arrives  at  the  possibility  that  James  Emison,  in  Philadelphia,  in 
-tentionally  adopted  the  spelling  of  Emerson,  because  of  religi¬ 
ous  views  divergent  from  those  of  his  brothers,  or  other  reasons. 

If  the  name  had  been  changed  from  Emerson  to  Emison,  it  had  to 
have  been  some  generations  prior  to  the  migration  in  1761-2. 

Regarding  the  residence  of  Hugh  and  Ash  in  1766,  after 
leaving  Maryland,  conceivably  they  lived  in  Philadelphia,  with 
the  older  brother  James,  as  the  guardian.  At  this  particular  time, 
the  evidence  Indicates  that  James  and  Hugh  were  on  a  trip  in  Cumb 
-erland  County,  looking  for  suitable  land.  The  application  to  the 
Land  Court  In  Philadelphia,  for  the  land  near  Chambersburg,  was 
made  In  the  name  of  James,  as  Hugh  was  comparatively  young.  Some 
time  after  this,  Hugh  lived  in  Chester  County  until  1773. 

There  are  no  records  of  the  younger  brother.  Ash,  in  Cumb¬ 
erland  County.  And  it  is  possible  that  he  remained  in  Philadelph¬ 
ia  with  his  older  brother  James,  until  he  reached  the  legal  age 
of  21  in  1774.  If  not  already  in  Cumberland  County  at  this  time. 
Ash  came  there  shortly  afterward,  and  joined  Hugh,  in  1775,  on  the 
migration  to  Westmoreland  County,  Pa.  See  details  In  later  pages. 

As  mentioned  previously,  the  First  Federal  Census  of  1790, 
shows  the  name  of  Thomas  Emison  (on  the  tax  list  of  Elisha  Wil¬ 
liams,  1782)  as  then  living  in  and  near  the  southeastern  border  of 
Frederick  County,  Virginia.  Unfortunately  no  further  trace  of  this 
Thomas  could  be  found.  However,  the  correct  spelling  of  the  name; 
the  date;  and  the  area  in  which  he  lived,  indicate  that  he  might 
have  been  the  f'ather  of  Hugh  and  Ash;  also  the  grandparent  of 
William  Emison,  and  his  sister  Margaret,  mentioned  below. 

The  records  of  Loudoun  and  Culpeper  Counties  in  Virginia  re 
-veal  the  history  of  William  Emison;  his  mother;  and  his  sister 
Margaret  (Emison)  Cummings  Smallwood.  William  was  among  the  promi¬ 
nent  members  of  the  Masonic  Lodge  at  Culpeper  during  1820-36.  He 
was  a  leader  in  educational  work;  for  some  years  a  Commissioner  of 
the  Court;  and  later,  one  of  the  "Gentleman  Justices" of  the  Court. 

Apparently  he  remained  unmarried  until  his  death  In  1849.  See  add 
-itional  data  on  this  family  in  appendix.

Th©  foregoing  and  following  deeds  Indicate  he  considered  his  owner¬ 
ship  as  that  of  a  half  interest  or  joint  owner  with  Hugh  Emison. 

James  Moore,  brother  of  David  Moore,  witnessed  both  transactions. 

And  that  Is  a  possible  reason  why  the  Moores  did  not  repay  their 
"kinsman"  Hugh  Emison,  for  his  half  interest  in  the  land  as  promptly 
as  they  should  have.

torney  saith  that  Whereas  the  afs  D^vid  &  James  the  eighth  day  of 
April  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seven¬ 
ty  three  at  Cumberland  County  afs.  by  their  certain  writing  oblig¬ 
atory  which  the  said  HUGH  sealed  with  the  seals  of  the  said  David 
and  James  here  into  Court  brings,  whose  date  is  the  same  day  and 
year  afores.  did  acknowledge  themselves  to  be  Indebted  unto  the  afs. 
HUGH  in  the  sum  of  thirty  pounds  lawful  money  afs.  to  be  paid  to  the

1774.  To  which  payment  well  and  truly  to  be  made  the  afs.  David  and 
James  did  bind  themselves  in  the  aforesaid  sum  of  sixty  pounds  like 
money  aforesaid  firmly  by  the  said  Bill.

pounds  lawful  money  of  Pennsylvania  which  to  him  they  owe  and  unjust¬ 
ly  detain  &  etc.  And  whereupon  the  said  HUGH  (by  George  Stevenson 
his  attorney)  saith  that  whereas  the  said  David  and  James  the  eighth 
day  of  April  which  was  in  the  year  of  our  Lord— 1773  at  Carlisle  in 

the  County  afs.  by  his  certain  writing  obligatory  granted  himself  to 

be  held  and  firmly  bound  unto  the  afs.  HUGH  EMISON  in  the  afs.  one 
hundred  and  twenty  pounds  to  be  paid  unto  the  said  HUGH  when  they 
should  be  thereunto  required.  Nevertheless  the  afs.  David  and  James 
(tho  oftentimes  thereunto  required)  the  afs.  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  pounds  unto  the  afores.  HUGH  have  not  rendered,  nor  hath 
either  of  them  rendered,  but  the  same  to  him  to  render  have  hitherto 
altogether  refused  and  still  do  refuse  to  the  Damage  of  the  said 
HUGH  Twenty  pounds  and  whereof  he  brings  suit  &  etc.  and  brings  here 
into  Court  Writing  obligatory  afs.  which  the  debt  afores.  in  form 
afs.  doth  testify,  whose  date  is  the  same  Day  and  year  afs." 

NOTES:  The  foregoing  indicates  that  the  185  acres  of  land,  3  miles 

southwest  of  Chambersburg,  was  to  be  paid  for  over  a  period  of  three 
years,  with  interest  accrued,  making  a  total  sum  of  120  Pounds.  Ap¬ 
parently  David  and  James  Moore  paid  one  half,  or  60  Pounds  at  the 
time  of  purchase,  April  8,  1773.  And  the  remaining  half  of  60  Pounds, 
they  agreed  to  pay  in  two  installments  of  30  Pounds  a  year  and  a 
half  afterward  on  November  8,  1774,  and  the  balance  of  30  Pounds, 
three  years  afterward  on  April  8,  1776. 

David  and  James  probably  defaulted  on  the  payment  of  Nov.  8, 
1774  because  they  were  already  In  Westmoreland  County.  HUGH  and  ASH 
were  there  about  July  1775.  David  Moore  married  a  cousin  of  HUGH'S 
wife,  MARY  BAIRD  EMISON,  and  the  land  was  something  of  a  family 
transaction.  It  may  have  been  adjusted  in  Westmoreland  County.  But 
most  likely  the  final  settlement  by  both  parties  was  in  Scott  County, 
Kentucky  in  1791.

According 
to  his  affidavit  of  August  27,  1800,  in  Scott  County,  Kentucky  - 
"This  was  towards  the  last  of  April  when  I  finished"  making  land 
preemptions  with  ASH  EMISON  and  Moses  Cherry  in  Kentucky. ) 1776 . 


Other  cases:-  William  Barr,  Case  45,  October  Term  1777. 
William  Baird,  Case  25,  April  Term  1775.  Also  James  Lowery; 
William  McCune;  Samuel  Baird;  and  John  Holmes. 
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About  the  month  of  June  1775,  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison  left  the 
vicinity  of  Falling  Spring  (near  Chambersburg,  Penn.)  and  moved  west 
-ward  to  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania.  The  actual  locality  there 
was  about  8  to  10  miles  south  of  Greensburg,  near  the  line  between 
Eempfield  and  Mt .  Pleasant  Townships.  Here,  Hugh  Emison' s  brothers- 
in-law,  James  and  Thomas  Baird,  had  been  assessed  on  some  900  acres 
of  land  prior  to  1772.  And  presumably  the  Emisons  stayed  with  them 
until  1780. 

In  this  same  westward  migration,  with  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison, 
were  Mary  Douglas  Baird,  widowed  Mother  of  Mary  Baird  Emison,  and  the 
latters  brothers  James,  Thomas,  William,  and  Samuel  Baird.  Members  of 
the  Holmes  and  McClure  families  accompanied  the  Emisons  from  Westmore 
-land  County  to  Kentucky  in  1780,  but  it  is  not  known  whether  they 
came  from  Cumberland  County  to  Westmoreland  in  1775.  Lieut.  James 
Baird  and  William  Baird  returned  to  Cumberland  County,  and  served  in 
the  Militia  there  during  the  Revolution.  Also  Lieut. James  Baird  and 
Thomas  Baird  were  out  in  Louisville,  Kentucky  in  1779,  where  tney 
drew  some  of  the  first  lots  sold.  Members  of  all  three  of  these 
families  were  then  or  later  intermarried  with  the  Emisons. 

Westmoreland  County  was  a  very  harrassed  and  troubled  front 
-ier  country  at  this  time,  and  it  continued  so  for  almost  two  decades. 

All  of  Westmoreland  County  (which  then  included  all  of  southwestern 
Pennsylvania)  and  Pittsburg,  were  claimed  by  Virginia  as  part  of  her 
"West  Augusta  District"  And  there  were  frequent  Indian  attacks  which 
were  greatly  increased  and  encouraged  by  the  British,  through  rewards 
and  bounties,  after  the  Revolution  started. 

However,  these  pioneers  were  looking  forward  constantly  to¬ 
wards  new  lands  beyond  the  frontiers.  Like  many  others,  Hugh  and  Ash 
Emison  had  decided  to  look  for  new  lands  in  Kentucky.  At  this  time 
Hugh  was  31  years  of  age,  married,  and  had  two  children,  James,  age  2, 
and  Mary,  age  3  months.  Ash,  the  younger  brother,  was  22  years  old 
and  unmarried.  So  it  was  decided  that  Ash  should  make  the  trip  with 
Stephen  Archer,  Moses  Cherry,  and  other  young  adventurers  in  the 
county,  who  were  going  to  explore  for  choice  lands  in  Kentucky. 

The  Ohio  Company  had  been  formed  some  time  before,  with 
large  grants  of  land  in  the  present  states  of  Kentucky  and  Ohio. 

Captain  Hancock  Lee  had  been  appointed  by  the  College  of  William  and 
Mary,  as  surveyor  for  the  Ohio  Company.  And  he  arrived  in  the  Kentucky 
River  at  the  mouth  of  Jilkhorn  Creek  about  June  1,  1775.  Within  several 
weeks  he  had  proceeded  farther  upstream,  and  started  the  settlement  of 
Leestown,  two  miles  from  the  present  State  Capitol  at  Frankfort.  Cap¬ 
tain  Lee  was  accompanied  by  a  large  group  of  young  adventurers,  and 
surveyors,  making  land  preemptions  for  themselves  and  their  friends. 

treorge  Rogers  Clark  had  been  appointed  as  an  assistant  surveyor  to 
Captain  L©e.  And  on  July  6,  1775  he  was  writing  his  brother  Johnathan, 
from  Leestown,  regarding  the  urgency  and  desirability  of  obtaining 
large  tracts  of  this  excellent  land  for  members  of  the  family.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  this  diary,  contained  in  the  "Clarke  Papers , 1771-31?  he  was  back 
in  winchester,  Virginia  on  February  26,  1776,  enthusiastically  prepar¬ 
ing  his  return  to  Kentucky  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

Collins1  "History  of  Kentucky",  Vol.I,  Page  18,  relates  "in 
October  1775,  (Colonel;  Robert  Patterson  ^a  neighbor  of  the  raisons 
in  Cumberland  County;  and  six  other  young  men,  with  John  Me  Clellan 
and  family,  left  Pennsylvania  for  Kentucky  in  canoes.  At  Salt  Lick 
Creek,  in  what  is  Lewis  County,Patterson  and  three  men  started  into 
the  interior---.  They  thence  proceeded  across  the  Licking  and  several 
branches  of  the  Elkhorn  to  Leestown"  In  Vol.2  of  Collins'  History, 
on  Page  698,  it  continues  "Certain  it  is,  that  in  November  (1775) 
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John  McClellan  (with  his  family) ,  David  Perry,* and  three  others  of 
them,  together  with  Sol.  Robert  Patterson,  William  McConnell,  and 
Stephen  Lowry,  came  from  the  neighborhood  of  Pittsburg  to  this 
spring  (Georgetown),  built  a  house,  and  made  it  their  home  until 
April  1776. 

Among  others  in  the  Leestown  -  McClellands  Fort  (Georgetown) 
area  at  this  time,  from  Pennsylvania,  were  William,  Isaac,  and  Cyrus 
McCracken;  Abraham,  Charles,  and  Aquilla  Whitaker ,  Francis  McConnell, 
and  Charles  LeGompte. 

In  his  affidavit  of  April  29,  1799  (shown  elsewhere  herein). 
Ash  Emison  states;-  "in  the  spring  of  1776,  perhaps  in  February  he 
was  first  acquainted  with  (the  name  of)  Dry  Run',’  near  McClelland's 
Fort.  But  Ash  Emison;  Stephen  Archer;  Moses  Cherry;  John  Andrew 
Miller;  William  Miller;  Abraham,  Charles,  and  Acquilla  Whitaker 
first  came  to  Leestown  from  Pennsylvania  with  or  about  the  same  time 
as  Robert  Patterson,  in  October  1775.  Through  the  winter"they  stayed 
a  considerable  part  of  the  time  in  Harrodsburg','  and  returned  to  Lees¬ 
town  in  the  spring  of  1776.  The  year  1775  is  borne  out  by  the  affidav¬ 
it  of  'William  Lytle;  subscribed  to  by  William  McConnell,  James  McCon¬ 
nell,  James  January,  William  Steel,  and  Levi  Todd.  This  affidavit  was 
certified  to  by  Ash  Emison  himself.  See  Filson  Club,  Vol.27,  Page  74, 
shown  elsewhere  herein. 

The  Fayette  County  District  Court,  Complete  Record  Book  "A” , 
and  ’’Land  Trials ,  1797-1802y  reveal  elsewhere  herein,  the  affidavits 
of  Ash  Emison,  Stephen  Archer,  Moses  Cherry,  John  Andrew  Miller,  and 
Aquilla  Whitaker.  These  men  left  Leestown  about  the  latter  part  of 
March,  and  returned  to  Dry  Run,  north  of  McClelland's  Fort  in  1776, 
where  Stephen  Archer  and  the  others  (with  the  exception  of  Whitaker^ 
helped  Ash  Emison  to  make  " improvements” for  land  preemptions,  includ¬ 
ing  one  for  Hugh  Emison.  Toward  the  latter  part  of  April  most  of  the 
men  in  this  neighborhood  returned  to  Leestown,  upon  the  advice  of 
William  McConnell,  that  Willis  Lee  had  been  killed  by  the  Indians. 

Chief  Pluggy  and  50  of  his  Indians  attacked  McClelland' s  Fort  on 
on  December  29,1776,  and  it  was  finally  abandoned  in  the  early  part 
of  1777  until  1786. 

During  the  activities  of  the  men  at  Leestown  in  1775,  Captain 
John  Hinkston  of  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  eighteen 
others  were  building  a  station  to  the  eastward,  which  was  resettled 
by  Isaac  Ruddle  in  1779.  It  was  located  on  the  south  fork  of  the 
Licking  River,  near  the  trail  from  McClelland' s  Fort  to  Limestone. 

In  1780,  it  is  understood  that  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison,  Stephen 
Archer,  Moses  Cherry,  Abraham  and  Charles  Whitaker,  and  others 
accompanied  Captain  Hinkston  down  the  Ohio  River  to  Limestone  (in 
Captain  Lytle’s  party),  and  thence  overland  to  Hinkston' s  property 
across  the  creek  from  Ruddle's  Station.  More  will  be  related  about 
this  large  migration  in  a  later  description. 

Returning  to  the  adventures  of  Ash  Emison,  he  had  already 
made  a  1,000  acre  preemption  for  himself  several  miles  north  of 
McClelland's  Fort,  and  another  1,000  acre  preemption  for  his  brother 
Hugh,  about  two  miles  east  of  his  own.  Consequently  he  returned  to 
Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania  in  May  or  June  of  1776.

" After  the  death  of  Thomas  Baird, Sr.,  in  1775  at  Falling  Spring 
(near  Chamber sburg)  the  widow  Mary  Douglas  Baird  (accompanied  by 
some  of  her  children)  went  to  Kentucky1.'  (Note  by  J.W. Emison:-  This 
should  be  to  Westmoreland  County,  and  later  to  Kentucky.)

James  Baird  and  Thomas  Baird  drew  lots  No.l  and  25  respectively 
at  Louisville,  Kentucky,  April  24,  1779.

William  uochran* 
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J.B.  Rowe,  in  his  history  of  "Old  Westmoreland"  (Cong.  Lib.) 
states  that  Hannastown  (original  seat  of  Westmoreland  County)  was 
composed  of  30  log  houses,  a  wooden  court  house  and  jail.  It  was 
burned  by  the  Indians  in  an  attack  on  July  13,  1782.  And  in  1787 
the  county  seat  was  moved  to  Greensburg  some  3  miles  south. 

J.W.  Emison,  the  writer  hereof,  has  spent  many  hours  examin¬ 
ing  the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  various  histories,  and  other  rec¬ 
ords  for  more  detailed  mention  of  the  Emisons  while  they  were  in 
Westmoreland.  There  are  few  records  in  the  County  Court  House  at 
Greensburg  covering  this  early  period.  And  the  following  seems  to 
express  the  conclusions  in  a  pointed  manner. 

Albert’s  "History  of  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania." ( Cong. 
Lib . ,F157W5A3)  relates  -  We  look  in  vain  for  the  (court)  records 
and  dates  of  most  interest  next  to  the  original  ones  (county  organ 
-ized  Feb.  26,  1773);  the  time  covering  the  Revolution;  the  destruc 
-tion  of  Hannastown;  and  the  removal  of  records  to  Greensburg. 

These  records,  after  the  term  of  the  original  County  Clerk, 
and  Prothonotary,  were  poorly  kept,  by  loose  methods,  scanty  though 
they  were,  some  of  them  were  lost,  purloined  and  destroyed.  The 
Clerk  during  part  of  this  period.  Captain  Michael  Hufnagle,  consid 
-ered  the  records  as  his  personal  property,  and  took  them  with  hint 
out  of  the  county  at  the  time  he  went  to  join  the  Continental  Troops 
during  the  Revolution.  He  returned  them  only  when  General  'Washing¬ 
ton  was  petitioned  to  order  their  return.  In  addition  to  these  cir 
-cumstances,  the  records  had  to  be  hidden  from  time  to  time  because 
of  constant  danger  of  Indian  attacks,  increasingly  encouraged  by 
the  British  during  the  Revolution.  Lastly  there  were  the  controver 
-sies  with  Virginia  and  Maryland  over  the  southern  and  western  bor 
-ders  of  Pennsylvania. 

In  1773,  Pennsylvania  organized  Westmoreland  County  from  part 
of  Bedford  County,  to  include  all  the  area  west  of  Laurel  Ridge, 
and  sou^h  of  Pittsburg.  To  maintain  its  "Virginia  Claim?  in  1776, 
Virginia  organized  the  "West  Augusta  District"  of  Augusta  County, 
Virginia.  Part  of  this  district  covered  the  same  area  as  Westmore¬ 
land  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  it  also  included  Pittsburg.  The  West 
Augusta  District  was  divided  into  Ohio,  Mononghalia  and  Youghiogheny 
Counties.  The  western  and  southern  parts  of  these  counties  can  be 
seen  on  the  present  maps  of  northern  West  Virginia.  Occasionaly  the 
Virginia  District  Court  sat  at  Pittsburg,  and  less  often  at  "Aug¬ 
usta  Town,"  some  20  or  30  miles  to  the  south. 

There  was  also  the  Pennsylvania-Maryland  controversy,  no  less 
violent  then  that  with  Virginia.  These  controversies  were  not  set¬ 
tled  until  the  latter  1780b,  when  the  Mason-Dixon  Line,  and  the 
western  Pennsylvania  border  line  were  finally  accepted  by  the  three 
states  concerned.  Prior  to  this  time  it  was  not  an  infrequent  occur 
-rence  for  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania  or  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania 
to  levy  taxes  on  the  same  controversial  lands,  and  to  harrass  each 
other’s  county  officers.  At  that  time,  Westmoreland  County  attempt 
-ed  very  little  jurisdiction  west  of  the  Youghiogheny  River,  and 
none  west  of  the  Monongahela  River. 

For  the  purpose  of  a  more  enlightening  record  of  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison,  unfortunately  they  were  in  Westmore¬ 
land  County  just  at  the  period  when  all  of  the  "elements"  seemed 
to  conspire  against  it.  Although  the  1st  and  2nd  Battalions  of  the 
Westmoreland  County  Militia  are  often  mentioned  in  the  Pennsylvan¬ 
ia  Archives,  this  is  less  true  of  the  3rd  and  4th  Battalions. 
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The  Pennsylvania  Archives,  6th  Series,  Volume  2,  Page  280, 
indicates  that  Hugh  Emison  was  the  1st  Lieutenant  in  the  3rd  Company 
of  the  3rd  Battalion.  If  so,  his  Captain  was  Hugh  Mitchell;  the 
2nd  Lieutenant  was  David  Kaleklezer;  and  the  Ensign,  Bartley  Fitz¬ 
gerald  on  April  2,  1778.  However,  the  "Revolutionary  Papers" 

Volume  8,  Page  50,  in  the  Pennsylvania  State  Library  at  Harrisburg, 
which  show  Ash  Emison  as  a  Private  on  November  19,  1777,  also  would 
indicate  that  Hugh  was  in  the  2nd  Company.  If  this  were  so,  his 
Captain  was  George  Baird;  the  2nd  Lieutenant  was  John  Sheerer;  and 
the  Ensign  was  Mathew  Caldwell,  or  Abraham  Whittaker. 

Westmoreland  County  was  largely  populated  by  Scotch-lrish 
then,  but  the  southern  part  of  Hempfield  Township  contained  many 
Germans  also.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  names  of  John  Mellinger; 
Benjamin  Brener;  George  Merich;  John  Sheerer;  George  Fisher;  and 
Samuel  Fleekes.  The  Colonel  of  this  Battalion  was  James  Smith,  a 
noted  Indian  scout.  Later  he  went  to  Kentucky,  as  did  Mathew 
Caldwell;  William  Baird;  Robert  Harbison;  William  Carr;  George  Baird; 
William  McConnell;  Captain  James  Leech;  Captain  David  Vance;  Ensign 
Abraham  Whittaker;  John  McClellan;  Andrew  Robb,  and  others. 

Captain  Samuel  Moorhead  and  Lieutenant  James  Moore,  who 
owned  land  adjacent  to  that  of  Hugh  Emison  near  Chambersburg, (and  of 
whom  we  read  In  the  previous  pages),  were  both  listed  as  officers  in 
the  2nd  Battalion  of  the  Westmoreland  County  Militia  In  1777,  accord 
-ing  to  the  rennsylvania  Archives,  6th  Series,  Volume  2. 

uld  maps  in  the  Congressional  Library,  Washington,  D.C., 
present  an  interesting  study  of  the  early  landowners  In  Westmore¬ 
land,  during  the  period  1775  to  1857.  James  and  Thomas  Baird  were 
shown  in  the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  as  on  the  Tax  Lists  of  Hempfield 
Township,  Westmoreland  County  in  1771-2.  But  the  abovementioned  maps 
show  the  "Bairds"  as  living  some  5  to  8  miles  to  the  eastward.  In 
Mt.  Pleasant  Township,  now  the  southern  part  of  Unity  Township.  In 
the  central  area  of  what  is  now  Mt.  Pleasant  Township,  were  located 
the  "Holmes",  several  farms  belonging  to  members  of  the  Lemon 
family,  also  the  "Millers?  "Vances?  and  "Steels.  The  "Cherrys"were 
at  the  southern  boundary  of  the  same  township,  on  Jacob* s  Creek, 
now  known  as  the  village  of  Laurelville. 

Captain  John  Hinkston*  s  Company  of  the  1st  Battalion,  was 
also  composed  of  men  in  this  area  in  1778.  Among  the  privates  in 
this  company  were  William,  John,  and  Joseph  Lemon;  George  and  John 
Finlay;  John  McMillan;  and  Hugh  Gibb.  Hugh  Gibb  married  a  sister  of 
Mary  Baird  Emison,  wife  of  Hugh  Emison. 

In  the  following  narrative  by  William  Lytle, Jr., it  will  be 
noticed  that  Captain  Hinkston  accompanied  this  great  party  of  pioneers 
down  the  Ohio  River  to  Kentucky  in  1780,  as  did  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison, 
the  Bairds,  Holmes,  and  McClures. 

In  conclusion,  the  evidence  strongly  indicates  that  Hugh  and 
Ash  Emison  lived  in  the  area  8  to  10  miles  south- southeast  of 
Hannastown,  and  within  5  miles  on  either  side  of  the  Hempfield-  Mt. 
Pleasant  Township  line,  in  Westmoreland  County,  during  the  years 
1775-30. 
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PERSONAL  NARRATIVE  OF  WILLIAM  LYTLE, JR. , (BORN  1770). 

See  Quarterly  Publication  of  Hist,  and  Phil.  Soc.  of  Ohio, 
Cincinnati,  Vol.l.,  No.l.,  Jan.-March,  1906,  in  Congressional  Library 

Captain  William  Lytle, Sr.,  commanded  Ft.  Hamilton,  Tuscarora 
Valley.  He  was  also  a  soldier  of  many  years  service  including  three 
years  at  Ft.  Duquesne  (Pittsburg).  On  March  31,  1779,  he  sold  his 
land  in  West  Pennsboro,  Cumberland  County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Samuel 
Irwin,  186  acres  for  1,500  Pounds.  Following  are  excerpts  from  the 
personal  narrative  of  Wm.  Lytle,  Jr.,  who  was  ten  years  of  age  when 
he  accompanied  his  father  and  family  on  this  large  migration. 

He  (Captain  Wm. Lytle,  Sr.)  did  not  reach  the  Monongahela  un¬ 
til  the  winter  was  too  far  advanced  to  allow  his  descending  the  Ohio 
until  spring.  In  company  with  2  men  who  were  bound  with  their  fam¬ 
ilies  to  the  same  point,  he  built  3  large  Arks,  or  what  was  after¬ 
ward  called  **Kentucky  Boats*1.  The  winter  proved  uncommonly  severe, 
and  by  suspending  the  operation  of  sawmills  in  that  country  procras¬ 
tinated  their  arrangements  until  the  first  of  April  following.  By 
advertisements  all  the  adventurers  in  that  part  of  the  country  who 
were  bound  to  Kentucky,  were  requested  to  assemble  on  a  large  island 
in  the  Ohio  a  few  miles  below  Pittsburg. 

So  numerous  was  the  concourse  of  adventures  to  this  point  that 
in  two  days  after  his  arrival,  63  boats  were  ready  to  sail  in  company 
A  part  of  these  boats  were  occupied  by  families;  another  by  young 
men  descending  the  river  to  explore  the  country;  and  the  remaining 
portion  by  the  cattle  belonging  to  the  emigrants. 

The  number  of  fighting  men  on  board  probably  amounted  to 
nearly  1,000.  My  father  (Captain  Wm. Lytle, Sr. )  had  been  a  practiced 
soldier  in  the  former  wars  of  the  country.  He  wa3  versed  in  Indian 
warfare----.  A  number  of  his  associates  had  been  trained  in  the  same 
way.  Pilot  boats  headed  the  advance.  The  boats  manned  by  the  young 
men  sustained  each  wing,  leaving  the  family  boats  in  the  center,  and 
the  stock  boats  immediately  in  rear  of  them,  and  rear  guard  boats 
floating  still  behind  them. - 

We  arrived  without  molestation  at  Limestone,  now  Maysville. 
Captain  Hinkston  of  our  company  with  3  or  4  other  families  decided 
to  remain  here-----.  (Note  by  J.E.Snison:-  Captain  Hinkston  landed 
at  Limestone,  but  he  then  proceeded  overland  with  the  Emisons  and 
others,  as  far  as  Ruddle's  Station).  We  tarried  with  them  but  half  a 
day  during  which  time  a  number  of  our  company  turned  out  to  hunt---. 

At  10  o'clock  next  morning  April  12,  1780,  the  pilot  boats 
gave  signals  that  enemy  Indians  were  on  the  northern  or  "Indian 
Shore"  of  the  Ohio.  The  Indians  were  encamped  where  Front  street  now 
intersects  Broadway  in  Cincinnati----.  Their  number  did  not  exceed 
150  whereas  ours  numbered  nearly  500.  Our  party  pursued  them  4  or  5 
miles  up  Mill  Creek. 

We  returned  to  our  boats  and  floated,  unmolested,  down  to 
Beargrass  (Louisville)  at  the  Falls  of  Ohio.  We  arrived  on  April 
15th.  My  Father  ---  selected  a  plaoe  about  5  miles  back  from  the 
river.  In  a  short  time  we  were  joined  by  more  than  40  families.  In 
the  spring  of  1781,  owing  to  danger  of  Indian  attacks,  he  moved  100 
miles  Into  the  interior  to  Kincaid's  Station  near  Danville.  (Note-- 
Ash  Emison  made  a  land  pre-emption  for  Lytle  in  1775,  above  his  own, 
at  Kincaid's  Station.  This  was  16  miles  north  of  Lexington,  on  the 
Cincinnati  R.R.)  In  1784  he  moved  to  Lexington,  and  raised  a  crop 
on  the  outlets  of  the  present  town.  He  had  acquired  3,000  acres  of 
land  a  little  above  the  Upper  Blue  Licks,  as  a  bounty  for  military 
service  in  the  French  and  Indian  Wars. 

Early  In  the  spring  of  1785  my  Father,  brother,  and  myself 
went  out  to  his  lands  16  miles  from  Lexington  (Kincaid's  Station?). 
Shortly  thereafter  he  moved  his  family  there,  and  commenced  clearing 
the  land. 

He  died  August  14,  1797,  and  his  wife  died  May  1809  at  Bards- 
town,  Kentucky,  where  she  is  burled.  (This  narrative  further  relates 
of  pursuing  marauding  Indians  up  into  Ohio.-J.W. E. ) 
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AFFIDAVIT  OF  HANCOCK  LEE 

LEXINGTON  DISTRICT  COURT,  LEXINGTON,  KENTUCKY,  MARCH  TERM,  17995- 
Deposition  of  Hancock  Le©  — -  was  taken  at  the  Tavern  of 
Robert  MeGowen  at  Lexington  on  2nd  June  1796,  before  Samuel  Blair 
and  Robert  Patterson.  Hancock  Lee  deposes  -  Some  time  in  May  or 
June  1775  as  surveyor  legally  appointed  by  the  College  of  William 
and  Mary,  (he)  proceeded  to  make  a  survey  for  a  company  known  by 
the  name  of  the  Ohio  Company,  beginning  same  on  the  north  side  of 
North  Elkhorn  (Creek),  and  I  directed  Benjamin  Ashby,  then  a  de¬ 
puty  under  me  and  appointed  to  run  one  of  the  lines  of  said  sur¬ 
vey---.  I  understand  there  was  a  chain  of  military  surveys  made  on 
North  Elkhorn  in  the  year  1774. 


WILLIAM  LYTLE,  SR.,  AFFIDAVIT  OF  ENTRY  INTO  KENTUCKY 

See  "Petitions  of  the  Early  Inhabitants  of  Kentucky",  By 
Robertson,  in  Filson  Club  Vol.  27,  Page  74,  Petition  22s-  The  pe¬ 
titions  of  William  Lytle  of  Kentucky  Settlement  humbly  sheweth,  that 
your  petitioner  in  the  year  1775  hired  a  Certain  ASH  EMERSON  to  make 
an  improvement  for  him  in  Kentucky  at  a  Certain  place  called  the  Dry 
Run,  for  which  he  made  him  full  satisfaction  as  by  his  Certificate 
herewith  sent  will  appear.  Also  that  your  Petitioner  came  by  water 
and  landed  at  the  Falls  of  Ohio  with  his  family  in  the  Spring  of  the 
year  1780,  a  few  days  before  the  term  of  Court  of  Commissioners  ex¬ 
pired,  then  sitting  at  Herodsburgh  70  or  80  miles  distant  from  the 
falls.  Shortly  after  landing  your  Petitioners  horses  strayed  away, 
and  having  a  wife  and  large  family  of  small  children  to  provide  for 
was  compelled  to  stay  till  he  could  make  some  shelter  to  protect 
from  weather  and  before  he  could  find  them  to  enable  him  to  proceed 
to  the  Commissioners  to  lay  in  his  claim,  their  powers  expired  and 
he  being  unacquainted  with  the  law  and  reduced  to  such  circumstances 
by  siclmess  3c  misfortunes,  as  rendered  him  unable  to  apply  to  the 
general  Court  to  make  good  his  Claim  within  the  time  limited  by  law. 
Your  Petitioner  was  therefore  advised  to  apply  to  the  County  Court 
wherein  his  claim  lay  for  redress.  The  Court  was  of  the  opinion  his 
case  did  not  come  under  the  Description  prescribed  in  the  law  for 
their  Cognizance,  whereby  your  petitioner  is  deprived  of  his  just 
right  3c  claim.  Your  petitioner  therefore  most  humbly  prays  that' you 
will  be  pleased  to  take  his  unfortunate  case  under  your  serious  Con¬ 
sideration,  and  Grant  him  such  redress  by  law  or  otherwise  as  you  in 
your  wisdom  and  judgment  may  think  just  and  reasonable  and  your  Pe¬ 
titioner  as  in  duty  Bound  will  ever  pray.

Inhabitants  of  Fayette  County 
in  Virginia,  being  made  Duly  sensible  of  the  truth  of  every  circum¬ 
stance  Your  Petitioner  has  herin  mentioned,  do  humbly  pray  your 
Honourable  House  his  behalf,  to  grant  him  his  petition,  and  we  your 
petitioners  as  in  duty  bound  shall  pray.

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The  Emison  brothers  were  friends  of  Captain  William  Lytle  in 
Cumberland  County,  Pennsylvania.  And  Ash  Emison  had  ’’made  an  im¬ 
provement  for  the  use  of  William  Lytle  in  the  year  *75  in  Cantucky 
on  the  run  called  Dry  Run  above  his  own  improvement".  So  it  was  a 
logical  move  for  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison,  Stephen  Archer,  Moses  Cherry, 
the  Bairds,  McClures,  and  others  to  join  Lytle’s  migration  to  Ken¬ 
tucky. 

The  preceding  narrative  of  William  Lytle,  Jr.,  relates  the 
details  of  this  great  migration  in  a  very  realistic  manner.  The  two 
Emisons,  Arcner  and  Cherry  accompanied  this  group  as  far  as  Lime¬ 
stone,  where  they  landed  with  Captain  Hinkston  on  April  11,  1780. 

It  is  believed  that  Ash  Emison  was  united  in  marriage  with  Mary 
Mitchell  at  this  time  or  shortly  afterward. 

Members  of  the  Baird  and  McClure  families  had  previously 
bought  certain  town  lots  and  tracts  of  land  in  and  near  the  present 
cities  of  Louisville  and  Ba( i)rdstown,  and  they  continued  with  Cap¬ 
tain  Lytle’s  party  on  to  Beargrass  (Louisville)  where  they  arrived 
on  April  15,  1780.  Before  leaving  the  subject  of  this  narrative, 
it  states  that  Captain  Lytle  proceeded  to  Kincaid’s  Station  "near 
Danville".  Yet  the  land  which  Ash  Emison  had  claimed  for  Lytle  on 
Dry  Run,  above  his  own,  was  also  at  what  was  then  called  "Kincaid's 
Station".  This  same  settlement  is  now  known  as  Delaplain,  and  is 
located  sixteen  miles  north  of  Lexington,  and  about  four  and  one- 
half  miles  north  of  Georgetown. 

Some  five  years  before.  Captain  Hinkston,  with  eighteen  oth¬ 
ers,  had  built  Hinkston’ s  Station  at  the  mouth  of  Hinkston’ s  Fork, 
which  empties  into  the  Little  Licking  River.  This  was  later  re¬ 
settled,  and  named  after  Isaac  Riddle,  or  Ruddle,  in  1779.  This 
Station  was  about  half  of  the  distance,  and  near  the  trail,  from 
Limestone  to  Georgetown  and  Lexington.  Unfortunately  for  Hinkston, 
and  those  who  stopped  at  Ruddle's  Station,  the  Indian  Chief,  Cap¬ 
tain  Henry  Bird  and  his  Indians  attacked  that  area  in  June,  1780, 
within  several  months  after  the  settlers  arrived. 

The  Emisons  and  others  accompanied  Captain  xiinkston’s  party 
overland  from  Limestone,  across  the  north  and  middle  forks  of  the 
Licking  River,  to  Hinkston' s  Fork,  where  Captain  Hinkston  settled 
on  his  land  across  the  creek  from  Ruddle’s  Station.  The  Emisons, 
Archer,  Cherry  and  others  continued  on  across  Stoney  Fork  and  Hus¬ 
ton’s  Fork,  to  their  lands  north  of  the  abandoned  McClelland's 
Fort. 

It  is  probable  that  they  arrived  about  April  14th  or  15th, 
and  made  a  hurried  survey  or  recheck  of  the  markings  for  the  two 
1,000  acre  preemptions,  made  by  Ash  Emison  in  1776.  Their  good 
friend  Stephen  Archer  also  had  made  two  preemptions,  one  above 
Hugh’s  and  one  above  Ash’s.  So  Archer  was  commissioned  to  register 
the  two  Emison  preemptions  along  with  his  own,  at  the  Virginia  Land 
Commissioners  Court,  then  sitting  at  St.  Asaph's,  near  the  head¬ 
waters  of  Hanings  Fork,  April  22,  1780. 

Exact  surveys,  and  the  permanent  designation  of  boundaries 
was  a  serious  problem  in  this  new  country.  The  only  marks  were 
trees,  which  were  often  destroyed  or  defaced,  and  small  streams, 
which  occasionally  changed  their  courses.  From  land  experiences  in 
Cumberland  and  Westmoreland  Counties  in  Pennsylvania,  the  two  broth¬ 
ers  had  acquired  a  practical  knowledge  of  surveying.  To  forestall 
future  boundary  disputes,  according  to  a  legend  among  the  Kentucky 
Emison  family  descendants,  Hugh  carefully  surveyed  tne  entire  dis¬ 
tance  from  Georgetown  to  the  village  of  Oxford,  a  distance  of  some 
five  or  six  miles.  This  survey  served  in  the  nature  of  a  "base 
line"  wnich  ran  through  his  tract  of  land  located  about  midway  be¬ 
tween  the  two  villages. 

However,  two  neighbors  of  the  Emisons  were  not  so  fortunate 
in  their  land  claims.  And  it  was  tne  law  suit  of  william  Eteel  vs 
William  Frazier,  with  the  accompanying  surveyors  maps  of  December  4, 
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1800,  which  enabled  the  writer,  J.  W.  Emison,  to  determine  the  exact 
locations  of  the  two  original  1,000  acre  tracts,  the  two  homes,  and 
the  Dry  Run  mill  of  Ash  Emison.  The  affidavits  forming  part  of  the 
evidence  in  this  suit,  were  of  inestimable  value  in  arriving  at  the 
dates  and  migrations  of  the  two  Emison  brothers. 


EMIS0N3  AT  HARRODSBURG,  KENTUCKY 

In  1780,  the  Emisons  had  arrived  in  the  "Kentucky  Country1' , 
which  had  acquired  truly  the  name  of  the  "Dark  and  bloody  ground". 

For  several  years  previously,  the  frequent  attacks  of  savage  Indians 
had  harassed  the  pioneers  to  the  extent  that  McClelland’s  Fort, 
then  only  about  a  year  old,  had  been  abandoned  in  the  early  days  of 
1777.  And  it  was  not  reoccupied  until  nine  years  later  in  1786. 

Under  such  circumstances,  Hugh,  Junior,  the  infant  child  of 
Hugh  and  Mary  Emison,  succumbed  several  months  after  their  arrival, 
during  the  rigorous  and  uncertain  life  in  this  temporarily  aban¬ 
doned  area. 

As  mentioned  previously,  there  was  the  Indian  attack  by 
Chief  Henry  Bird  in  June  1780,  which  was  followed  by  intermittent 
raids, until  they  finally  culminated  in  the  attack  against  Bryan’s 
Station,  followed  by  the  disastrous  Battle  of  Blue  Licks.  Within 
two  months  General  George  Rogers  Clarke,  then  at  Harrodsburg,  had 
recruited  a  small  army  of  settlers  for  his  campaign,  in  which  he 
drove  the  Indians  well  back  into  Ohio.  The  rolls  of  the  Lincoln 
County  Militia  reveal  that  Ash  Emison,  with  his  close  friends, 

Stephen  Archer  and  Moses  Cherry,  while  staying  at  Harrodsburg, 
joined  Captain  Samuel  Kirkham’ s  Company  of  Colonel  Logan's  regiment 
on  October  22,  1782,  in  this  campaign. 

Among  the  earliest  settlers  in  the  McClelland’s  Fort  area, 
some  of  them  stayed  at  Bryan’s  Station.  But  the  records  reveal 
that  the  families  of  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison  stayed  at  Harrodstown,  now 
known  as  Harrodsburg.  It  is  not  known  how  much  of  the  time  they 
spent  there.  But  as  late  as  1785,  Hugh  Emison  was  among  140  Lin¬ 
coln  County  petitioners  to  the  Virginia  Legislature  for  an  Act 
establishing  the  village  of  Harrodstown,  comprising  the  six  hundred 
forty  acres  formerly  reserved  for  the  garrison.  The  subsequent  en¬ 
abling  Act  or  Charter  confirmed  the  titles  of  those  living  there 
since  June  1,  1779  "provided  that  such  possessions  shall  not  exceed 
half  an  acre  for  each  family,  for  an  IN  LOT  (in  the  village)  and 
ten  acres  each  for  an  OUT  LOT". 

In  1786,  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison  returned  to  their  original 
1,000  acres  in  Scott  County.  And  in  that  year,  Hugh  built  his 
brick  home,  mentioned  in  more  detail  elsewhere. 

ORIGINAL  EMISON  FAMILY  HOMES 

After  Hugh’ s  return  from  Harrodsburg,  In  1786,  he  built  his 
first  permanent  home,  located  on  his  original  1,000  acre,  about 
midway  between  Georgetown  and  Oxford,  as  show  on  the  map  elsewhere 
herein. 

This  house  is  still  in  existence.  And  its  present  condition 
gives  fitting  evidence  of  the  soundness  of  methods  and  materials 
used  by  its  builder  at  that  early  date.  The  construction  is  of  brick, 
with  a  stone  foundation.  Wooden  pegs  were  used  to  bind  the  window 
frames,  and  all  other  joints  in  the  woodwork  of  the  house.  The 
wall  and  foundations  have  settled  or  cracked  very  little  In  well 
over  a  century  of  time. 

The  old  family  Bible  of  Elizabeth  Marshall  Emison,  contains 
a  notation  by  David  Emison,  son  of  Hugh  and  Elizabeth,  that  the 
"brick  house  was  built  July  1,  1811."  Possibly  this  refers  to  a 
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second  home  built  by  Hugh,  after  marriage  to  his  second  wife,  Eliza¬ 
beth  in  1806*  Until  recent  years,  the  original  brick  home  had  the 
date  of  its  construction  cut  in  the  wooden  trimming  under  the  south 
end  of  the  roof,  directly  above  the  kitchen  door.  Mr,  Joseph  L, 
Anderson  of  Cynthiana,  Kentucky,  related  that  he  had  noticed  this 
date  at  numerous  times  during  his  early  life.  And  he  was  positive 
that  the  date  was  prior  to  1800.  A  Mr.  Hambrick,  manager  of  a  Shell 
filling  station  on  East  Main  St.,  Georgetown,  (1947)  states  that  he 
occupied  this  house  during  the  1920*8.  And  he  was  equally  positive 
that  the  abovementioned  date  was  1786,  and  that  the  wood  containing 
this  date,  had  been  removed  sometime  after  he  lived  there. 

Ash  Emison' s  original  home  was  destroyed  by  fire  sometime 
around  the  turn  of  the  last  century.  The  exact  date  at  which  his 
large  brick  home  was  built,  is  not  know.  It  was  located  northwest 
of  and  near  the  forks  of  Dry  Run.  One  of  the  two  long  commodious 
stone  houses,  originally  built  for  Ash’s  negroes,  can  be  seen  still, 
on  the  west  side  of  the  railroad,  four  miles  north  of  Georgetown. 

FIRST  EM ISON  MILL 

After  Ash  Emison  had  applied  to  the  Scott  County  Court  May 
24,  1796  for  a  writ  of  Ad  Quod  Damnum,  to  erect  his  first  water 
grist  mill  on  the  stream  of  Dry  Run,  it  is  Interesting  to  read  the 
then  current  language  of  the  Sheriff’s  Jury  of  "Inquest?  "We  have 
proceeded  to  view  the  lands  above  and  below  the  property  of  others, 
and  found  that  neither  the  mansion  house,  orchard  curtilage  or  gar¬ 
den  thereunto  immediately  belonging  to  any  person  or  persons  what¬ 
soever  will  be  Injured  thereby.  That  the  fish  of  passage  nor  ordi¬ 
nary  navigation  will  be  obstructed? 

This  grist  mill  was  actually  built  sometime  during  the 
spring  or  summer  of  1797,  near  the  lower  forks  of  Dry  Run.  It  was 
operated  by  horsepower  presumably,  until  the  dam  was  constructed 
for  waterpower  about  one  year  later.  Some  time  during  the  next  few 
years,  a  saw  mill  was  also  built  as  part  of  this  mill. 

Within  approximately  twelve  years  after  the  construction 
of  the  first  mill.  Ash  had  built  a  second  mill  in  the  northern  part 
of  Scott  County  on  Big  Eagle  Creek.  In  this  connection,  it  is  known 
that  Ash  was  associated  with  his  older  brother  Hugh  in  many  of  their 
milling  and  land  ventures.  This  second  mill  was  located  north-north¬ 
west  of  Sadieville,  a  distance  of  7/8  of  a  mile,  in  a  direct  line. 
And  the  remains  of  this  mill  are  still  in  existence.  After  tha  death 
of  Ash,  the  mill  was  operated  by  his  son  William  Emison,  for  many 
years,  until  his  death  in  1875.  In  1882  this  mill  was  under  the 
ownership  and  operation  of  Greenberry  F.  Mallory,  who  had  married 
Mary  Elizabeth  Emison,  daughter  of  William. 

In  mentioning  Sadieville,  It  might  be  said  that  this  vill¬ 
age  acquired  Its  name  in  a  colorful  manner.  During  the  construction 
of  the  railroad  through  this  area,  a  great  deal  of  the  land  was 
owned  and  occupied  by  descendents  of  Ash  Emison.  And  the  construct¬ 
ion  engineers  often  stopped  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Emison  Pack, 
grandaughter  of  Ash,  who  was  known  by  her  friends  as  "Sadie?  In 
her  honor  the  new  rail  stop  was  named  Sadieville. 

EMISONS'  FRIENDS  IN  KENTUCKY 

Before  going  further  In  the  history  of  the  Emisons  in  Ken¬ 
tucky,  It  is  worth  noting  the  migrations  of  the  Lemon  family,  and 
their  association  with  the  early  Emisons.  It  Is  known  that  the  Emi¬ 
sons  and  the  Lemons  came  from  Ireland  to  America  in  the  same  year, 
1762;  that  they  lived  in  Chester  County,  Penn.,  at  the  same  time, 
when  Hugh  Emison  cited  his  residence  as  being  "of  Chester  County" 
in  1773;  that  they  were  in  Cumberland  County  at  the  same  time;  and 
that  later  in  Westmoreland  County,  several  member  of  the  Lemon  fam¬ 
ily  owned  "plantations"  south  of  Greensburg,  near  the  Emisons,  Bai- 
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rds,  Archers  and  Cherrys.  Lastly  Colonel  Roger  Quarles  mentions  the 
fact  that  he  saw  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison  and  the  Lemons  in  Church,  about 
a  mile  from  Georgetown  In  1804,  according  to  the  narrative  of  the 
Reverend  John  D.  Shane,  as  related  in  the  "Draper  papers'.1 

HORSE  BREEDING 

Horses  and  cattle  were  branded  or  identified  In  those  early 
days,  just  as  it  has  continued  to  present  times,  on  large  western 
ranches.  Hugh’s  "mark"  was  recorded  in  Order  Book  "A"  of  the  Scott 
County  Court: -"A  half  crop  on  the  upper  part  of  the  right  ear,  and 
a  half  crop  on  the  under  part  of  the  left  ear." 

The  large  number  of  horses  owned  by  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison,  in 
those  years,  marks  the  beginning  of  the  era,  in  the  breeding  of 
thoroughbreds,  which  has  made  this  blue  grass  country  justly  famous. 
For  some  years,  prior  to  1900,  a  race  track  was  maintained,  by  some 
of  Ash  Emison’ s  descendants,  in  the  southeastern  part  of  his  1,000 
acre  pre-emption. 

Ash  Emison’ s  grandson.  Major  James  Edward  Emison,  or  "Jim 
Bob"  as  he  was  known,  became  one  of  the  more  colorful  -personalities 
in  the  county  during  ante-bellum  days.  He  was  one  of  the  leaders 
in  his  group,  in  the  sport  of  "riding  to  the  hounds"  or  foxhunting. 

THE  ERA  OF  HUGH  AND  ASH  EMISON 

The  period  covered  by  the  lives  of  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison  in 
Kentucky  (1775  -  1825)  was  Indeed  the  most  important  in  the  history 
of  that  famous  state.  It  marked  the  arrival  of  the  first  few  per¬ 
manent  settlers,  and  closed  with  the  State  of  Kentucky  being  the 
most  thickly  populated  area  west  of  the  mountains. 

All  of  Hugh's  older  sons,  James,  Thomas,  John  and  Samuel, 
had  taken  their  negroes  with  them  to  Indiana  Territory  in  1804, 
knowing  that  they  would  no  longer  be  slaves  in  that  new  area.  How¬ 
ever,  a  community  was  provided  for  them  on  the  land  near  the  pre¬ 
sent  village  of  Emison,  Indiana.  Later  James  returned  to  Kentucky, 
and  remained  until  after  the  death  of  his  father,  before  moving  to 
Ralls  County,  Mo.,  in  1828. 

Ash  Emison  died  on  March  14,  1824.  During  his  3  if e  time. 

Ash  like  his  brother  Hugh,  had  large  quantities  of  land  as  well 
as  horses  arid  cattle.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  possessed  approx¬ 
imately  2,000  acres  of  land  around  his  mill  on  Big  Eagle  creek  in 
the  Sadieville  area.  He  also  had  additional  lands  around  the  ori¬ 
ginal  mill  on  Dry  Run  Creek. 

The  Will  of  Ash,  probated  in  the  Scott  County  Court  of  April 
1824,  reveals  many  bit 3  of  information.  John  Prunty,  Jr.,  husband 
of  Ash’s  daughter  Sarah,  seems  to  have  been  "rather  a  dissipated 
many  and  was  disinherited  with  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

In  West  Virginia,  five  miles  west  of  Grafton,  there  is  lo¬ 
cated  the  village  of  Pruntytown.  It  was  named  after  John  Prunty, 
Senior,  who  served  as  sheriff  of  the  county.  He  owned  1,000  acres 
of  land  there,  and  left  in  1798. 

Hugh  Emison  died  about  a  year  after  his  younger  brother. 

His  Will,  probated  In  April  1825,  was  concerning  the  distribution 
of  property  to  his  second  wife  and  her  children,  as  he  had  done 
previously  in  the  instance  of  the  children  by  his  first  wife. 

"OLD  BAILEY  BURYING  GROUND" 

In  1928,  Joseph  L.  Anderson  of  Cynthlana,  Kentucky,  an  Emi¬ 
son  descendant,  informed  the  writer,  J.W. Emison,  that  many  of  the 
early  Emisons  were  buried  at  the  "Old  Bailey  Burying  Ground"  in¬ 
cluding  Hugh  and  Ash,  and  their  wives.  To  reach  this  cemetery  from 
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"OLD  BAILEY  BURYING  GROUND" 

the  village  of  Oxford,  one  proceeds  south  on  the  "New  Oxford-New' 
tov/n  Pike"  past  the  cross-roads,  a  total  distance  of  1^-  miles;  then 
cross  a  wire  fence  on  the  left  side  of  the  road;  and  walk  up  a 
small  hill  about  200  feet. 

There  is  no  longer  any  fencing  around  the  cemetery.  And  is 
now  apparently  used  as  a  pasture,  being  surrounded  by  part  of  the 
McKinney  farm.  The  only  grave  stones  remaining  were  some  of  the 
Emison,  Ewing  and  Beatty  families.  In  what  was  Ash  Emison ’s  lot, 
were  found  the  tombstones  and  graves  of  Ash;  his  wife  Mary  Mitchell 
Emison;  their  eldest  son  James,  who  died  in  1805;  and  their  next 
son  Hugh,  who  died  in  1807.  In  1943,  Mrs.  James  Fuqua  of  Lexington, 
an  Emison  descendant,  had  the  remains  of  these  four  disinterred, 
and  removed  with  the  tombstones,  to  the  lot  of  Ash’s  son  William 
Emison  in  the  new  Georgetown  cemetery.  f 

Obviously  this  cemetery  was  part  of  the  "Barkley  Church" 
or  Meeting  House  (of  no  known  particular  denomination)  which  was 
erected  at  this  site  some  time  before  1800.  This  Church  was  later 
accepted  as  a  Presbyterian  Church  on  May  3,  1829,  pursuant  to  the 
orders  of  the  West  Lexington  Presbytery.  And  the  Reverend  Joseph 
Harrison  was  the  first  pastor.  In  1836  this  Church  was  moved  to  the 
village  of  Oxford,  where  it  is  now  known  as  the  Providence  (Pres¬ 
byterian)  Church.

I  do  not  know  but  we  examined  both 
above  and  below  and  examined  branches  smaller  than  thi3,  which 
makes  it  appear  likely  to  me  that  we  examined  this  one. 
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Question  5th  by  the  same.  Did  you  see  any  cabin  on  Dry  Run  at 
that  time  but  what  was  built  by  the  company  that  you  were 
with?  Answer.  I  saw  one  not  far  from  the  mouth  of  Dry  Run. 
Question  6th  by  the  same.  How  long  were  you  encamped  in  this 
neighborhood  in  the  year  1776.  Answer.-  I  believe  near  three 
weeks  and  had  our  camp  at  the  place  where  I  now  live,  which 
is  about  half  a  mile  from  this  spot.  Question  by  Defendant. 

Do  you  recollect  which  side  of  Dry  Run  you  went  down  from  the 
upper  improvement?  Answer.  To  the  best  of  my  opinion  we  went 
down  very  near  the  run,  but  on  which  side  I  cannot  say,  we 
generally  (went)  up  branches  as  they  made  into  the  run.  Is 
there  any  particular  circumstances  that  induces  you  to  believe 
you  examined  this  run  for  springs?  Answer.  There  is  not,  other 
than  that  we  made  a  general  rule  to  examine  the  branches  that 
made  into  Dry  Run.  What  kind  of  improvements  did  your  company 
make?  Answer.  Some  time  fourteen  and  some  times  twelve  feet 
square.  Question  by  the  Complainant.  Do  you  believe  that  the 
figures  and  letters  on  the  hackberry  were  all  made  at  the  same 
time?  Answer.  It  is  my  opinion  that  "B"  and  part  of  the  "M" 
was  not  made  at  the  same  time,  that  the  other  part  of  the  "M" 
and  the  figures  were.  Question  by  the  Defendant.  Do  you  not 
think  that  there  has  been  an  alteration  in  the  two  first 
strokes  of  the  "M"  since  you  first  saw  it?  Question  by  the 
Complainant.  Do  you  not  believe  that  the  first  stroke  of  the 
"M"  has  been  an  "I"?  Answer.  It  has  that  appearance  to  me  by 
the  dots  that  are  In  it.  Question  by  the  Complainant.  Did  your 
company  make  improvements  on  these  waters  in  1776  after  Benjamin 
McClelland  has  left  this  neighborhood?  Answer.  According  to 
the  information  Benjamin  McClelland  gave  in  Georgetown  we  did. 
And  further  sayeth  not  ASH  EMERSON. 

Page  35  -  Deposition  of  JOHN  ANDREW  MILLER,  August  27, 
1800,  taken  at  above  spot  marked  ,fI  -  1776*1  Deposes:-  "In 
year  1776  was  on  Dry  Run  in  company  with  ASH  (EMERSON)  EMISON, 
STEPHEN  ARCHER,  MOSES  CHERRY  WILLIAM  MILLER  and  others,  and 
deponent  helped  ASH  (EMERSON)  EMISON  to  make  improvements  near 
the  place  where  said  (EMERSON)  EMISON  now  lives,  and  also 
helped  to  make  several  other  improvements  on  Dry  Run.  We  en¬ 
camped  here  for  some  time." 

Page  40  -  Deposition  of  MOSES  CHERRY,  taken  at  above 
spot  marked  "I  -  1776",  27th  August,  1800,----.  Deponent  saith 
--"In  March  1776  he  was  in  company  with  ASH  (EMERSON)  EMISON, 
JOHN  A.  MILLER,  and  others  on  Dry  Run,  and  at  the  same  time 
assisted  ASH  (EMERSON)  EMISON  in  building  a  .cabbin  for  him, 
said  EMERSON,  near  the  spring  where  said  EMERSON  now  lives  — — . 
There  were  no  improvements  made  on  these  waters  in  1776  ex¬ 
cepting  what  we  made  ourselves." 

Page  41  -  Deposition  of  STEPHEN  ARCHER,  taken  in  Scott 
County,  27th  October,  1800,  Deponent  saith:-  "We  started  from 
Leestown  about  the  last  of  March  and  in  company  with  William 
McConnell,  came  to  Dry  Run,  as  we  were  informed  where  we  were 
(to  meet  and)  agreed  that  every  man  should  pleaze  himself  in 
a  place  to  build  on.  ASH  EMISON  and  myself  came  down  (the 
run)  and  found  his  spring,  which  we  agreed  to  build  at.  We  then 
went  down  the  run  to  find  improvements  etc.,  but  at  mouth  of 
said  run  we  saw  but  two  letters,  "D.P."  The  next  day  we  started 
to  hunt  the  branches  for  springs  to  build  at,  then  the  next 
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morning  we  found  the  first  branch  below  the  forks  of  Dry  Run 
which  we  went  up  as  far  as  we  thought  there  was  any  chance  of 

water,  then  came  to  the  mouth  of  the  next  branch  below  and  went 

up  said  branch  some  distance,  where  Isaac  Coppage  now  lives  and 
said  deponent  agreed  to  take  that  for  his  choice  and  build  thereon. 

We  found  another  spring  where  Richard  Applegate  now  lives  which 
two  cabbins  fell  to  said  deponents  choice.  This  was  towards  the 
last  of  April  1776  when  I  finished.  We  did  not  continue  in  or 

near  the  same  place  the  whole  time  we  were  making  improvements, 

as  when  Willis  Lee  was  killed,  William  McConnell  came  out  and 
advised  us  to  go  in  for  some  time  which  we  did.  We  made  the 
spring  at  ASH  (EMERSON’S)  EMISON’S  our  station  camp  while  we 
improved  on  Dry  Run.  7/e  were  in  this  encampment  about  two  weeks." 

Page  43  -  Deposition  of  ASH  EMISON,  taken  at  William 
Stewart’s  Improvement,  30th  March,  1807.  "This  deponent  salth 
-  That  sometime  in  April  1795  this  deponent  was  at  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  improvements  in  company  with  Nathaniel  Randolph  and 
others,  when  said  Randolph  informed  this  deponent  that  the  im¬ 
provement  which  we  are  now  at  was  made  by  himself  and  others 
for  William  Stewart.  Questioned  by  the  defendant.  Did  you  not 
see  said  Randolph  put  some  letters  on  an  oak  tree  near  the  said 
Improvement?  Answer,  I  believe  he  did.  How  far  do  you  suppose  it 
is  from  this  improvement  to  the  forks  of  the  run?  Answer.  I  do 
suppose  it  no  more  than  65  poles  or  thereabouts.  Question  3rd. 

At  the  time  Nathaniel  Randolph  put  them  letters  on  the  oak 
tree  did  you  discover  any  briars  In  the  place  pointed  out  where¬ 
on  the  cabin  stood,  or  any  thicket  of  brush  on  that  place  more 
than  around  about,  at  a  distance  by  which  you  would  have  known 
that  there  had  been  a  cabbln  built,  had  not  you  been  previously 
imformed?  Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  any  briars  but  it  was  gen¬ 
erally  brushy  on  the  run.  Questioned  by  the  complainant  1st. 

Did  you  know  there  was  a  cabbln  at  the  aforesaid  improvement? 

Answer.  Yes  I  have  often  seen  It.  Questioned  No.  2  by  same. 

Was  it  not  customary  for  briars  to  be  about  old  improvements 
at  that  time?  Answer.  I  have  commonly  seen  it  to  be  the  case. 

Questioned  by  defendant.  Was  not  the  cabbln  rotten  down  at 
the  time  Nathaniel  Randolph  put  them  letters  on  the  oak  tree? 

Answer.  I  recollect  seeing  part  of  it  down  by  dotage.  Question 
by  Complainant.  Did  not  you  understand  that  Nathaniel  Randolph 
was  at  the  aforesaid  improvement  before  he  made  them  letters  on 
the  oak?  Answer.  I  did  understand  so  by  his  being  up  at  my 
Improvement,  but  he  did  not  tell  me  himself.  And  further  the 
deponent  sayeth  not1.'  (Signed)  ASH  (EMERSON)  EMISON.

David  Hunter 
conducted  by  William  McConnell  made  an  Improvement  on  Cane 
Run,  and  for  McConnell's  service  Hunter  paid  him  a  rifle  gun.

Be  It  known  that  I,  ASH  EMISON  now  dwelling  on  Dry  Run,  Scott 
County,  Kentucky  calling  to  mind  the  certainty  of  death  and  the 
uncertainty  of  life,  do  make  publish  and  decree  this  present  in¬ 
strument  of  my  writing  to  be  my  la3t  Will  and  Testament  (to  wit); 

1st  I  appoint  Mary  Emison  my  wife  &  iny  sons  John  Emison,  William 
Emison  and  Robert  McHatton  or  such  of  them  as  shall  choose  to  act 
as  my  executors  to  this  my  last  will  and  testament  to  carry  the 
same  into  lawful  effect.  In  Premesis  2nd,  I  bequeath  my  Soul  to 
God  who  gave  it  and  my  body  to  be  buried  in  decent  Christian  burial 
and  all  my  Just  debts  to  be  paid  first.  Premis  3rd,  I  give  and 
devise  unto  my  son  David  Emison  the  dwelling  house  and  farm  whereon 
I  now  live  together  with  all  the  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging 
also  my  saw  and  grist  mills  upon  Dry  Run  to  him  and  his  heirs  for¬ 
ever  to  take  possession  of  said  premises  at  my  and  my  wife  Polly 
Emison1 s  death  and  not  before  and  should  I  die  before  my  wife  I 
wish  my  property  on  said  farm  (viz)  ray  negroes,  household  furniture 
and  stock  to  remain  undivided  until  my  wife*s  decease. Then  a  division 
to  take  place  as  soon  after  as  may  be  -  In  which  I  desire  an  equal 
division  to  all  my  children  except  ray  son  in  law  John  Prunty  which 
I  give  and  bequeath  five  dollars  only.  My  other  children  (viz)  Jane 
Wall,  Elizabeth  Snell,  Kitty  McHatton,  John  Emison,  William  Emison, 
David  Emison,  Benj. Emison,  and  Mary  Smith  the  whole  of  ray  property 
at  my  death  except  ray  land.  I  will, devise  and  bequeath  to  my  children 
as  above  named  (except  Sarah  Prunty)  an  equal  part  of  whatever  proper¬ 
ty  I  may  die  posesed  of  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever.  4th,  My 
daughter  Sarah  Prunty  being  unfortunate  in  marrying  rather  a  dissi¬ 
pated  man  I  give  and  bequeath  her  an  equal  part  with  ray  other  child¬ 
ren  in  the  following  manner  so  that  her  husband  John  Prunty  shall 
not  have  any  control  over  it  whatever.  I  appoint  my  sons  John  and 
David  Emison  as  a  committee  to  draw  her  share  and  appropriate  it  to 
her  use  and  the  use  of  her  children  during  her  life  and  for  the  true 
and  faithful  performance  of  this  item  I  wish  my  sons  David  and  John 
to  be  bound  by  such  obligations  as  the  Court  of  Scott  may  require  of 
them  faithfully  to  discharge  their  duty  in  this  respect.  5th,  The 
land  that  lies  around  my  mills  on  Eagle  Creek  which  I  suppose  to 
contain  two  thousand  acres  more  or  less  together  with  the  mills  and 
all  the  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging  I  give, devise,  and  bequeath 
unto  my  four  sons  (viz)  John  Emison,  William  Emison,  David  Emison 
and  Benj .Emison,  an  equal  dividend  of  the  mills  and  all  the  land  that 
I  hold  around  the  mills  (except  one  hundred  acres  that  I  will  detach 
at  some  convenient  oorner  for  my  Grandaughter  Polly  Emison  daughter 
of  James  Emison, Dec* d* Said  land  and  mills  I  give  and  bequeath  to  them 
and  their  heirs  forever.  In  WITNESS  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my 
hand  and  seal  this  15th  day  of  July  1822.

I  now  revoke  that  item  only  -  an  will  that  the  said  mill  may  be 
sold  and  the  proceeds  divided  equally  amongst  all  my  children  as  I 
have  devised  in  my  former  will,  Prunty  excepted.  And  I  do  will  and 
bequeath  unto  my  son  David  Emison  in  lieu  of  the  mill  a  negro  boy 
named  George  aged  about  eighteen  years  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever.

Know  all  men  By  these  presents  that  I  Hugh  Emlson  of  Scott 
County  and  State  of  Kentucky  now  in  the  evening  of  my  days  hut  of 
sound  mind  and  disposing  memory  do  make  constitute  and  ordain  this 
my  last  Will  and  Testament,  hereby  revoking  and  disannulling  all 
former  wills  whatever.  1st.  It  is  my  will  and  desire  that  my  just 
debts  be  paid.  2nd.  It  Is  my  will  and  desire  that  my  present  wife 
together  with  my  present  children  (wife  Elizabeth  Marshall  Emison) 
by  her  and  such  as  I  may  hereafter  have  by  her,  retain  the  possession 
of  all  my  property  at  my  death  not*  otherwise  disposed  of.  And  that 
they  equally  each  and  every  one  of  them  enjoy  the  benefits  and  pro¬ 
fits  of  the  same  together,  so  long  my  said  wife  continues  a  widow, 
but  shall  she  think  proper  to  marry,  upon  her  marriage  or  death.  It 
is  my  will  and  desire  that  my  property  of  every  description, except 
such  part  of  my  wife  by  law  will  then  be  entitled, to  descend  in  Fee 
Simple  to  my  children  by  my  present  wife,  and  such  as  I  may  hereafter 
have  by  her, except  one  negro  woman  named  Anaca  which  I  hereby  give  to 
my  said  wife  to  dispose  of  as  she  thinks  proper.  But  It  is  to  be 
distinctly  understood  that  If  during  my  wife' s  widowhood,  any  of 
my  children  above  named  should  marry,  then  and  In  that  event  it  is 
my  will  and  desire  that  my  Exors.  shall  give  such  child  or  children 
such  part  of  my  estate  upon  their  marriage  as  they  may  think  proper, 
and  can  be  spared  not  exceeding  such  childs  whole  interest  in  my 
estate  by  this  will.  3rd.  It  Is  my  will  and  desire  that  after  my 
wifes  death  or  marriage  that  my  Exors.  and  they  are  hereby  empowered, 
to  sell  and  convey  any  part  of  my  property  or  estate  above  devised. 

If  they  think  proper  and  lay  out  the  funds  In  land  for  my  children 
named  in  this  will,  I  hereby  nominate  and  appoint  my  son  James  Emison 
and  my  Friends  Robert  McHatton  and  George  Marshall,  my  present  wifes 
Father,  Exors  of  this  my  last  will  and  Testament.

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The  Tax  Lists  of  Fayette  and  Scott  Counties,  covering 
the  years  of  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison,  convey  enlightening  information 
on  the  material  progress  of  these  two  brothers.  Until  1790,  Scott 
County  was  part  of  Fayette  County,  and  the  property  of  the  Emisons 
was  listed  in  Fayette  before  that  date. 

In  1789,  Hugh  and  Ash  are  listed  with  3  horses  each. 

In  1790,  Hugh’s  eldest  son  James,  had  reached  the  taxable  age 
of  17,  and  the  father  and  son  had  acquired  the  total  of  10  horses. 

Ash  was  listed  with  7  horses  at  that  time. 

According  to  family  legend,  Hugh  Emison  was  said  to 
have  declared  his  Intention  that  "each  child  would  be  provided 
with  a  good  farm,  well  stocked  with  horses  and  cattle."  In  1801, 
Hugh  had  already  deeded  his  son  James  200  acres  from  the  original 
1,000  acres  homestead,  a  small  lot  In  Georgetown,  and  5  horses. 

At  the  same  time,  after  this  10  year  period,  Hugh  was  listed  with 
5  blacks  and  19  horses,  and  a  lot  In  Georgetown.  He  had  acquired 
500  acres  on  Drennon’s  Lick  Creek  in  the  neighboring  Henry  County, 
from  James  Farquhar,  also  a  total  of  175  acres  in  Scott  County 
from  Isaac  Shelby  and  Christopher  Greenup,  both  of  whom  were  later 
Governors  of  Kentucky.  In  fact,  the  latter  seemed  to  have  been 
more  of  a  friend  and  neighbor,  and  Hugh  named  one  of  his  younger 
sons  Greenup. 

Almost  20  years  before,  on  December  31,  1782,  Ash  had 
withdrawn  the  registration  of  his  original  1,000  acre  preemption, 
and  had  moved  it  southward  so  that  his  improvement  would  be  "as 
near  the  center  of  the  square  as  prior  claims  would  permit."  In 
referring  to  present  day  maps,  a  horizontal  strip  of  land  contain¬ 
ing  100  acres  on  the  south  border  of  his  Dry  Run  mills,  was  pur¬ 
chased  by  Ash  from  his  neighbor  Wm.  Steel  in  1801,  after  the  law¬ 
suit  of  Fraser  vs  Steel  had  been  settled. 

In  1802,  Hugh’s  eldest  son  James  was  listed  with  3 
blacks,  5  horses,  and  a  lot  In  Georgetown.  And  Thomas,  the  second 
son,  had  been  deeded  200  acres  of  the  original  homestead.  During 
this  year  Hugh  had  bought  1,000  acres  from  Captain  William  Lytle, Sr. 

Probably  part  of  this  land  had  originally  been  claimed  by  Ash 
for  Lytle  in  1775,  during  Ash’s  first  trip  to  Kentucky.  (See  affi¬ 
davit  of  Wm.  Lytle  elsewhere  herein) • 

Hugh  Emison  now  had  a  total  of  1775  acres  in  Scott 
County  alone . 

In  1804,  all  of  Hugh’s  sons  at  that  time  ( James, Thomas, 
John  and  Samuel)  moved  to  what  is  now  Knox  County,  Indiana.  And 
this  Is  reflected  in  the  (1807)  tax  lists,  with  the  exception  of 
James,  who  returned  to  Kentucky  but  later  moved  to  Missouri  in  1828. 

,  Coming  down  to  the  year  1810,  Hugh  was  listed  with  only 
650  acres  of  the  original  homestead  on  Lane’s  Run,  8  blacks,  and 
25  horses.  Ash  was  listed  with  591  acres  of  his  original  home¬ 
stead  on  Dry  Run,  5  blacks  and  23  horses.  Of  particular  Interest 
at  this  time,  however,  Hugh  and  Ash  each  had  bought  200  acre  tracts 
on  Big  Eagle  Creek  in  the  northern  part  of  the  County.  And  It 
indicates,  soon  thereafter,  the  construction  of  the  previously 
mentioned  grist  mill  on  Big  Eagle  Creek,  which  is  shown  on  the  map 
of  this  area. 

The  tax  lists  of  this  early  period,  and  those  of  later 
years  reveals  the  interest  taken  In  thoroughbred  horses,  a  prac¬ 
tice  for  which  this  state  became  famous.

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James  Emison,  eldest  son  of  Hugh  and  Mary  (Baird)  Emison  was 
born  in  Cumberland  County,  Penna.  Possibly  his  parents  were  then 
living  on  185  acres  of  land,  several  miles  south  of  Chambersburg, 
then  part  of  Cumberland  County.  See  land  platt  elsewhere  herein. 

In  1775,  his  parents  moved  to  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  where  they  remained  for  5  years,  during  the  Revolution.  In 
this  period  the  father,  Hugh,  served  as  1st  Lieutennant  in  Capt. 
Mitchell's  Company  of  the  3rd  Btn.,  Westmoreland  County  Militia. 

In  1780,  when  James  was  7,  his  family;  that  of  his  uncle, Ash 
Emison;  and  many  other  families  started  out,  by  flat  boats  from 
Pittsburg,  with  a  large  party  under  Capt.  Wm.  Lytle,  for  their  new 
lands,  in  what  is  now,  Scott  County,  Kentucky. 

During  the  time  that  James  grew  to  manhood  in  Scott  County, 
there  is  little  of  record  on  which  to  comment.  He  had  become  estab 
-lished  as  a  property  owner.  In  1799,  he  had  married  Mary  Barkley. 

And  they  had  two  children,  Hugh  and  Ann.  Never  the  less,  in  1804, 
James  and  his  younger  brothers  had  decided  on  the  migration  to  Ind 
-iana  Territory.  The  reasons  therefor;  the  details  of  his  activi¬ 
ties  in  Indiana;  and  his  return  to  Kentucky,  are  recorded  in  the 
narrative  of  that  migration. 

In  1828,  after  the  estate  of  his  father,  Hugh,  had  been  set¬ 
tled,  James  followed  the  pattern  of  Daniel  Boone,  and  set  out  on 
his  second  migration,  to  what  Is  now  Ralls  County,  Missouri.  He  was 
accompanied  by  the  family  of  his  sister  Margaret  and  her  husband 
Mathew  Barkley,  and  other  families  from  Scott  County. 

Although  James  and  Mary  (Barkley)  Emison  lived  for  well  over 
a  decade  after  their  arrival  at  their  new  home,  James  was  55  years 
old,  and  the  youngest  of  their  8  children  was  nearing  maturity. 

They  looked  toward  the  establishment  of  these  children's  families. 

Many  of  the  Emison  descendants  have  remained  In  this  vicinity.  And 
most  of  the  earlier  generations  are  buried  in  the  Emison  Cemetery 
on  the  old  homestead.  It  remained  for  members  of  the  second  and 
third  generation  to  push  on  into  the  great  northwest. 

WILLIAM  EMISON  (Ell) 

William  Emison,  eldest  son  of  James  Ash  and  Susan  (Turley) 
Emison,  was  born,  1839,  in  Ralls  County,  Missouri.  The  father, James 
Ash,  was  the  eldest  son  of  James  and  Mary  (Barkley)  Emison,  who  had 
migrated  from  Scott  County,  Ky.,  to  Missouri,  in  1828. 

In  1859,  the  knowledge  of  gold  and  silver  strikes  in  Colo¬ 
rado,  Nevada  and  uhe  Oregon  country,  was  stirring  tne  imagination 
of  adventurous  pioneers.  William,  then  20  years  old,  had  acquired  a 
sound  basic  education  in  the  schools  of  Ralls  County.  Thus  it  was 
that  William,  with  his  uncle  Mathew  Emison,  set  out  for  Oregon,  and 
the  promised  wealth  there.  After  prospecting  in  that  country,  dur¬ 
ing  1859-bl,  they  found  that  wealth  was  not  of  the  variety  to  be 
acquired  quickly,  through  the  mining  of  gold  and  silver,  but  by  per 
-manent  settlement  in  the  fertile  valleys  of  this  romantic  country. 

The  Emisons  returned  eventually  to  Ralls  County,  Mo.  But 
their  experiences  left  William  with  a  determination  to  settle  in 
Oregon,,  and  raise  his  family  there. 

In  1870,  » 1111am  mison  married  Mary  Beschears  Rice,  in  Mis¬ 
souri,  near  Kansas  City.  After  chartering  a  boat,  they  pushed  up 
the  Missouri  River  as  far  as  possible*  and  then  continued  overland 
by  what  is  now  the  "Oregon  Trail."  They  settled  in  Baker  City,  ore 
-gon.  And  their  first  son,  Sanford  N.  Emison,  was  born  there,  1872. 

William  resumed  mining  activities  there  for  a  short  time. 

But  eventually  he  bought  a  large  tract  of  land  in  the  Snake  River 
valley  at  Onta  io.  There  he  became  interested  In  cattle  raising, 
and  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  cattle  men  In  that  country,  un¬ 
til  his  death  In  1900.

EM ISON  FAMILY  -  KENTUCKY  TO  INDIANA 
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Samuel  Baird,  brother-in-law  of  Hugh  Emlson,  had  previ¬ 
ously  moved,  with  his  friends,  to  Vincennes,  Indiana  Territory  in 
1790,  And  after  locating  there,  he  had  undoubtedly  sent  back  word 
to  his  brother,  Thomas,  then  in  Kentucky,  regarding  the  opportuni¬ 
ties  to  obtain  good  land  in  this  Territory. 

General  George  Rogers  Clark  had  recaptured  Ft.  Sackville 
at  Vincennes,  from  the  British  over  11  years  before.  At  the  same 
time  he  had  made  strong  moves  toward  pacifying  and  driving  out  any 
dangerous  or  harrassing  tribes  of  Indians  in  that  area. 

The  same  urge  which  had  compelled  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison  to 
push  on  from  Pennsylvania  to  Kentucky  in  quest  of  cheap  and  fertile 
new  land,  now  began  to  occupy  the  thoughts  of  Hugh  Emison* s  four 
sons  James,  Thomas,  John,  and  Samuel.  James  and  Thomas  were  be¬ 
coming  more  or  less  established  by  this  time  in  what  is  now  Scott 
County,  Kentucky.  According  to  the  Tax  Lists  of  1803,  James  Emison 
had  200  acres,  a  lot  in  Georgetown,  2  blacks,  and  6  horses,  while 
Thomas  Emison  had  200  acres,  and  2  horses.  However,  the  news  from 
their  Uncle  Thomas  Baird  in  Indiana;  the  knowledge  that  their  five 
sisters  were  mostly  grown  up  and  provided  for;  and  possibly  the  fact 
that  their  Mother  had  died  some  years  before,  and  their  Father  was 
contemplating  a  second  marriage;  all  of  these  factors  undoubtedly 
played  a  part  in  their  final  decision,  to  push  on  to  new  homes  as 
their  Father  and  Uncle  had  done  before  them. 

In  the  spring  of  1804  preparations  were  made  to  leave 
Kentucky.  And  this  large  group  of  relatives  and  friends,  started 
for  Indiana  Territory  over  what  was  then  known  as  the  Buffalo 
Trace.  Among  those  in  the  party  were:-  James  and  Mary  Barkley 
Emison,  with  children,  Hugh,  age  3,  and  Ann,  age  2;  Thomas  and 
Jane  Holmes  Emison,  with  their  child  Mary,  age  2;  John  Emison; 
and  Samuel  Emison,  the  two  unmarried  younger  brothers  of  James, 
and  Thomas;  also  William  and  Ann  Love  Holmes,  parents  of  Jane 
Holmes  Emison,  Josiah  Holmes,  Andrew  Holmes,  and  their  families; 
John,  Daniel,  and  two  other  McClure  brothers. 

It  required  three  months  to  make  this  trip  from  their  old 
home  to  Indiana.  James  and  Thomas  Emison  brought  with  them,  from 
the  mills  in  Kentucky,  six  French  buhrs  or  mill  stones  which 
weighed  about  a  ton  each.  They  were  circular,  four  feet  in  diame¬ 
ter,  fifteen  inches  thick,  and  looped  with  iron.  And  they  were 
moved  by  bull  teams.  It  is  interesting  to  know  that  one  of  these 
buhrs  is  still  located  at  the  Atlas  Mills  in  Vincennes,  and  sever¬ 
al  at  the  original  mill  site  on  Maria  Creek  some  ten  miles  north. 

The  caravan  was  large,  and  the  progress  slow  because  of 
the  rigors  and  trials  of  the  wilderness.  During  this  migration 
a  son,  William  Weston  Clarke  Emison,  was  born  to  Thomas  and  Jane 
Emison,  on  June  15,  1804  at  White  Oak  Springs,  near  the  present 
town  of  Petersburg,  in  Knox  County,  Indiana. 

After  arrival  in  Knox  County,  Thomas  Emison  immediately 
settled  on  Maria  Creek,  some  nine  or  ten  miles  north  of  Vincennes, 
and  about  two  miles  east  of  the  present  village  of  Emison,  Indiana, 
in  what  was  described  as  Additional  Donation  42,  being  Donation  202 
on  Maria  creek.  Donation  202  comprised  400  acres.  This  original 
purchase  of  land  by  Thomas  Emison  was  from  his  uncle,  Samuel  Baird, 
official  surveyor  and  Clerk  of  the  Federal  Territorial  Court  in 
1801.  Samuel  Baird  returned  to  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania, 
about  this  time  and  he  appointed  Thomas  Emison* s  brother-in-law, 
Daniel  McClure,  as  his  attorney-in-fact;  and  it  was  Daniel  McClure 
who  arranged  the  sale  of  this  land  to  Thomas  Emison  in  1804. 
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(C-3)  Thomas  Emison,  assisted  by  his  brothers,  built  a  large 
two  story  house  of  logs  up  on  the  hill  near  Maria  Creek.  And  then 
they  built  the  "Maria  Creek  Saw  and  Grist  Mills"  in  a  large  two 
story  log  building  nearby  on  the  Creek.  From  1804  to  1808  these 
mills  were  operated  by  oxen. 

Similar  to  the  legal  procedure  in  the  older  eastern  states, 
the  Legislature  of  Indiana  Territory,  meeting  at  the  Borough  of 
Vincennes,  passed  "An  Act  Regulating  Grist  Mills  and  Millers"  which 
was  approved  by  Governor  William  Henry  Harrison  on  September  17, 
1807*  This  act  fixed  the  toll  to  be  charged  by  the  miller.  It  also 
provided  application  for  a  writ  of  "Ad  Quod  Damnum?  or  the  condem¬ 
nation  of  land  and  otheb  necessary  requirements  in  erecting  a  mill 
’dam  across  a  stream  for  purposes  of  water  power. 

On  July  27,  1807,  James  and  Thomas  Emison  applied  to  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  at  Vincennes,  for  a  writ  of  Ad  Quod  Damnum, 
which  was  issued  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  to  ascertain  the  dam¬ 
age  that  would  be  sustained  if  the  Emisons  erected  a  mill  dam  on 
Maria  Creek  in  Additional  Donation  42.  On  December  3,  1807,  the 
Sheriff  returned  the  writ,  and  a  judgment  was  entered  giving  the 
Emison  brothers  the  right  to  erect  and  build  the  dam  and  mill  on 
the  premises  mentioned  in  the  writ.  In  1808  the  dam  was  completed 
with  an  underpass  water  wheel. 

Two  stands  of  stones  were  used  for  corn  and  one  stand  of 
stone  for  wheat.  The  storage  capacity  of  the  mill  was  approximately 
1,000  bushels  of  grain,  and  it  could  grind  25  barrels  of  flower 
daily.  The  mill  also  had  the  capacity  for  grinding  several  hundreds 
of  bushels  of  corn  daily.  It  was  operated  as  a  toll  mill,  and  for 
each  bushel  of  grain  ground,  the  mill  received  one  peck. 

The  saw  mill  here  was  also  operated  by  water  power,  with 
sash  saws  brought  from  Kentucky.  A  distillery  was  located  back  of 
the  house  by  a  spring.  And,  in  addition  a  tannery  was  operated  in 
connection  with  these  other  industries. 

"Emison' s  Landing  "  was  established  on  the  Wabash  River, 
about  six  miles  northwest  of  the  mills,  at  a  point  of  the  river, 
opposite  where  the  village  of  Russelville  now  stands. 

Including  the  original  400  acre  purchase,  Thomas  Emison 
and  his  descendants,  up  to  the  year  1880,  had  acquired  over  1,200 
acres  of  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  mills,  and  over  1,200  'acres 
more  in  other  parts  of  Busseron  and  Washington  Townships.  Several 
hundred  men,  including  the  negroes  who  had  been  brought  from  Ken¬ 
tucky,  were  employed  and  lived  on  these  lands.  Most  of  the  negroes 
lived  on  the  "Stringtown  Road"  along  the  northern  edge  of  the  Emison 
land,  and  also  on  Maria  Creek  to  the  southwest. 

The  hogs  and  cattle  were  butchered  for  meat,  and  a  suffi¬ 
cient  quantity  of  tobacco,  salt,  sugar,  and  other  necessary  pro¬ 
visions  were  kept  on  hand  so  that  this  large  community  was  self  con¬ 
tained. 

In  1811,  the  Indians  were  again  attacking  pioneer  settle¬ 
ments,  and  a  local  fort  was  built  on  the  hill  southeast  of  the 
mills,  near  the  road  to  Bruceville.  It  was  called  "Fort  Petticoat? 
being  often  garrisoned  by  the  women,  when  the  men  were  away  on 
Indian  campaigns. 

The  Register  of  the  Kentucky  Historical  Society,  Vol.29, 

Page  342,  shows  that  in  1798,  Thomas  Emison  was  a  lieutenant  in 
the  local  Rifle  Company  of  the  Twelfth  Regiment,  before  leaving 
Kentucky.  War  Department  records  show  that  he  was  again  commission¬ 
ed  First  Lieutenant  in  Captain  Benjamin  Parke's  Troop  of  Light 
Dragoons,  which  was  part  of  Colonel  Jordan's  First  Regiment  of 
Indiana  Militia. 

Under  Major  General  William  Henry  Harrison  in  the  battle 
of  Tippecanoe,  November  7,  1811,  Lieutenant  Thomas  Emison  served 
as  Captain  of  his  troop  after  Major  J.  H.  Daviess  was  killed 
during  the  early  part  of  the  battle,  and  Captain  Benjamin  Parke 
was  promoted  to  Major,  in  command  of  the  Squadron  of  Dragoons. 

Samuel  Emison,  youngest  brother  of  Thomas,  served  as  a  private 
in  this  Troop. 
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It  is  not  definicely  known  when  the  oldest  brother,  James 
Emison,  returned  to  Kentucky.  However  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  he  remained  with  his  younger  brothers,  Thomas,  John  and  Sam¬ 
uel  for  some  four  to  six  years  after  arriving  in  Indiana  in  1804. 

At  that  time  James  was  31  years  of  age,  Thomas  27,  John  24,  and 
Samuel  16.  When  the  mills  and  various  other  enterprises  had  become 
established  and  in  successful  operation,  James  also  purchased  640 
acres  of  land  from  the  U.S.  Government  in  May  and  June  1807,  locat¬ 
ed  in  Gibson  County,  Indiana,  near  the  Wabash  River.  Sometime  later 
James  returned  to  Kentucky.  There  he  remained  until  after  the  death 
of  his  father  Hugh  Emison  in  1825.  In  1828,  when  his  father’s  estate 
had  been  settled,  James  started  out  for  Ralls  County,  Missouri  in 
a  large  group  of  relatives  and  friends. 

Returning  to  Emison’ s  Mills,  the  first  road  to  this  settle¬ 
ment  was  from  Bruceville,  an  old  community  named  after  Major  Will¬ 
iam  Bruce,  and  settled  by  many  other  people  who  had  migrated  from 
Kentucky.  On  May  7,  1811,  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  Common 
Please  Court  at  Vincennes  to  open  a  wagon  road  from  the  Emison 
Mills  south  to  the  Busseron  road  near  Small’s  Creek.  Thomas  Emison 
was  appointed  one  of  the  viewers.  And  they  made  their  report  on 
Sept.  10,  1811.  The  road  was  ordered  opened  and  Thomas  Emison  was 
appointed  as  the  supervisor  for  that  portion  of  the  road.  This  road 
was  shortly  afterward  extended  south  and  north.  It  became  the  Evans¬ 
ville  and  Terre  Haute  road  which  has  been  known  for  many  years  as 
the  "Old  Stage  Road.”  Thereafter  other  roads  were  opened  into  the 
Emison  Mill  site,  so  that  there  were  five  roads  entering  the  "Old 
Stage  Road"  at-  a  point  near  the  mill. 

A  stage  coach  line  for  freight  and  passengers  was  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  two  younger  brothers  John  and  Samuel  Emison,  and 
also  William  Green.  It  was  started  about  1820,  and  ran  from  Evans¬ 
ville  to  Terre  Haute.  Emison’ s  Mills  was  a  depot  on  the  line,  and 
the  stages  stopped  here  for  a  change  of  horses. 

A  United  States  Post  Office  had  been  established  here  at 
"Emison ’s  Mills”  some  time  prior  to  1828.  Thomas  Emison  was  the 
Postmaster,  and  the  distance  from  Washington,  D.C.  was  listed  at 
688  miles  in  1828. 

During  this  period  Indiana  Territory  had  reached  the  stage 
of  development  when  it  was  (1816)  admitted  to  the  Union  As  a  state. 
And  on  January  11,  1820  Governor  Jennings  appointed  Thomas  Emison 
as  one  of  the  Commissioners  to  select  a  more  centrally  located  new 
state  capitol.  As  we  know,  the  site  at  Indianapolis  was  finally 
chosen . 

The , following  incident  shows  that  the  settlers  were  again 
having  trouble  with  the  Indians  in  this  area.  John  -mison,  the 
bachelor  brother  who  managed  the  stage  coach,  line,  had  his  horse 
stolen  by  marauding  Indians  while  on  government  service  in  1825. 

He  made  claim  for  this  animal  during  the  19th  Congress,  1st  Sess¬ 
ion,  House  Journal,  Page  387,  April  10,  1826. 

Within  the  space  of  about  5  years  after  arriving  in  Ind¬ 
iana,  Samuel  Emison  the  youngest  brother  had  become  active  and 
well  known  as  a  surveyor  in  an  official  capacity,  for  this  part 
of  the  Territory.  The  original  or  first  American  platt  of  the  old 
French  settlement  of  Vincennes,  was  made  by  the  firm  of  Johnson 
and  Emison  in  1810. 

About  1850,  James  Madison  erected  a  handsome  two  story 
frame  house,  of  thirteen  large  rooms,  near  the  mills  at  the  site 
of  the  log  house  erected  by  Thomas  Emison  and  occupied  by  him  un¬ 
til  his  death  in  1836.  Today  (1947)  after  almost  a  century,  the  well 
preserved  condition  of  this  house.  Indicates  the  sturdy  materials, 
and  the  capable  supervision  of  its  builder. 

During  this  same  time,  James  Madison,  built  a  new  two  story 
mill  building,  installed  steam  as  the  motive  power,  to  be  used  when 
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the  water  level  of  Marla  Creek  was  too  high  or  low  for  efficient 
operation  of  the  water  wheel.  The  new  mill  produced  fifty  barrels 
of  flour  daily,  and  ground  two  hundred  and  fifty  bushels  of  grain. 

The  operations  of  the  saw  mill,  tannery  and  other  industrial  acti¬ 
vities  were  continued. 

In  the  years  1850-4,  the  Evansville  and  crawfordsville 
Railroad  (now  the  Chicago  and  Eastern  Illinois  Railroad)  was  built 
through  the  Emison  land,  about  a  mile  west  of  the  mills.  James  Madi¬ 
son  established  a  rail  stop  or  station  at  that  point,  for  the  ship¬ 
ment  of  products  of  the  mills.  Around  this  station,  the  village  of 
Emison  later  was  surveyed  and  platted  by  his  son,  Samuel  Ashley,  as 
the  proprietor. 

This  was  the-  beginning  of  the  end  for  the  stage  coach  busi¬ 
ness. 

The  sudden  illness  and  death  of  James  Madison  Emison  on 
June  14,  1861,  catapulted  the  heavy  responsibilities  of  managing 
all  his  properties,  on  his  two  young  sons  Samuel  Ashley  and  James. 

At  this  time,  Samuel  Ashley  was  graduating  from  college,  and  had 
not  reached  his  twenty  second  birthday.  Although  James  had  not  reach¬ 
ed  his  sixteenth  birthday,  he  was  forced  to  abandon  further  school 
work  immediately.  Samuel  Ashley  was  the  senior  member  of  this  part¬ 
nership,  but^  not  long  afterward  he  returned  to  Indiana  University 
for  the  study  of  law,  where  he  received  his  degree  of  L.L.B.  in  1872. 
Thereafter  he  practiced  law  in  Indianapolis  until  his  death  in  1875. 
For  these  .reasons  the  heavy  burdens  of  actual  management  and  super¬ 
vision  rested  on  the  shoulders  of  young  James.  He  carried  these  re¬ 
sponsibilities  until  1879. 

In  1879,  James  Emison  formed  a  new  partnership,  with  his 
younger  brother  Scott,  as  junior  member.  At  this  time  the  (wheat) 
flour  mill  was  moved  to  Vincennes.  -There  they  erected  a  large  brick 
mill  building,  bounded  by  Levee,  First  and  rsusseron  Streets,  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  wharf  on  the  Wabash  River.  This  mill,  called  the  Atlas  Mills, 
was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1885.  It  was  then  rebuilt,  with  a  capacity 
of  six  hundred  barrels  of  flour  daily.  In  1883,  the  firm  purchased 
Elevator  "A"  adjoining  the  Atlas  Mills,  and  thereafter  handled  over 
a  million  bushels  of  wheat  yearly.  In  1891  the  operation  of  the  corn 
mill  on  M^ria  Creek  was  finally  abandoned.  And  the  Baltic  Mills 
(corn)  were  built,  on  Levee,  First  and  Vigo  Streets  in  Vincennes. 

After  the  death  of  James  Emison  in  1914,  Scott  Emison  sold 
to  Mr.  Orvil  Stout,  the  Atlas  Mills  in  1919,  and  the  Baltic  Mills 
in  1924. 

These  mills,  now  the  property  of  General  Mills  Corporation, 
are  still  In  operation  today,  covering  a  period  of  over  140  years. 
They  are  probably  the  oldest  continuously  operated  mills  in  the 
middle  west. 

Much  of  the  foregoing  narrative,  the  rt Emison  Family,  Ken¬ 
tucky  to  Indiana,”  and  the  "Emison  Mills"  is  from  a  sketch  written 
by  Miss  Ellen  Ross  Einison(H31)  in  May  1939.

FIRST  SCHOOL  -  1MIS0N  MILLS 

The  first  school  in  Washington  Township,  Knox  County,  Ind¬ 
iana,  was  located  adjoining  Emison  Mills  on  Maria  Creek.  Mr.  Men¬ 
denhall  was  the  first  school  teacher.  School  was  also  held  at  the 
Old  Indiana  Church,  about  two  miles  southeast  of  Bruceville.  These 
schools  served  all  of  Wasnington  Township  until  the  constructions 
of  a  school  in  Bruceville,  in  1820.  The  Reverend  Richard  Posey,  Jr., 
taught  at  the  school  near  the  mills;  and  also  Samuel  Ashley  Emison, 
before  he  began  the  practice  of  law  in  Indianapolis. 
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Before  proceeding  further,  it  might  be  appropriate  to  give 
a  brief  history  of  the  lands  owned  in  Indiana,  by  Thomas  Emison  and 
his  descendants  up  to  the  year  1880. 

In  explanation  of  the  deed  from  Samuel  Baird  to  Thomas  Emi¬ 
son  in  1804,  covering  Additional  Donation  42,  the  records  In  Knox 
County  Clerk1 s  office  at  Vincennes,  show  that  the  original  French 
donee  of  this  land  was  the  "Widow  Perthuit"  Sometime  prior  to  the 
year  1804,  she  had  sold  this  land  to  the  Territorial  Surveyor, 

Samuel  Baird.  And  the  latter.  In  turn  sold  it  to  Thomas  Emison, 
through  his  attorney-in-fact,  Daniel  McClure. 

In  1806,  the  titles  to  all  land  in  this  federal  territory, 
were  confirmed  by  Act  of  Congress.  And  a  United  States  Land  patent 
was  issued  on  Additional  Donation  42  (now  known  as  Lot  202)  in  the 
name  of  Samuel  Baird,  although  Thomas  Emison  presumably  purchased 
the  land  two  years  earlier. 

On  September  25,  1839,  Knox  County  Circuit  Court,  Order 
Book  "G"  Page  24,  shows  that  Thomas  Emison  was  possessed  of  about 
1,000  acres  of  land  at  the  time  of  his  death  In  1836.  It  was 
located  as  follows.  There  was  a  total  of  625  acres  adjoining  the 
mills  on  Maria  Creek,  composed  of  400  acres  in  Lot  202;  200  acres 
in  the  northeast  half  of  Lot  195;  and  25  acres  in  the  adjoining 
part  of  Lot  203.  There  were  56  acres  in  a  tract  one  half  mile  west 
of  Bruceville,  being  part  of  Lots  183  and  184.  Lastly  there  were 
320  acres  in  the  south  east  quarter  of  Section  8,  and  the  southwest 
quarter  of  Section  9,  Township  11  North,  Range  9  West,  in  Sulli¬ 
van  County. 

At  the  sale  of  these  lands,  in  the  settlement  of  the 
Thomas  Emison  Estate,  William  Weston  Clarke  Emison,  the  eldest  son, 
purchased  the  25  acres  of  land  in  Lot  203,  near  the  mills,  also 
the  56  acres  west  of  Bruceville.  As  stated  elsewhere,  after  the 
death  of  his  father-in-law,  Richard  Posey,  W.W.C. Emison  bought  the 
old  Posey  farm  from  the  seven  remaining  Posey  heirs.  He  and  his 
son  John  Wesley,  acquired  additional  land  adjoining  this  Posey  farm 
until  it  amounted  to  more  than  1,000  acres  along  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad,  extending  from  the  southeast  edge  of  Bruceville,  and 
lying  in  a  continuous  wedge  shaped  strip  in  parts  of  Lots  72;  73; 

96;  and  97.  North  of  Emison,  Indiana,  this  father  and  son  had  also 
acquired  a  strip  of  land  containing  about  730  acres  north  of  and 
adjoining  Lots  208  and  211.  Lastly  they  acquired  532  acres  about 
two  miles  to  the  south,  on  the  Wabash  River,  lying  in  Lots  11;  14; 
and  23. 

In  the  sale  of  the  Thomas  Emison  Estate  lands,  the  second 
son,  James  Madison  Emison,  purchased  the  mills,  and  the  600  acres 
of  land  adjoining  them,  which  comprised  Lot  202,  and  the  north¬ 
east  half  of  Lot  195,  for  the  sum  of  $4,150.00.  James  Madison  Emi¬ 
son  and  his  descendants  added  to  this  land  adjoining  the  mills  un¬ 
til  it  amounted  to  about  1,300  acres  in  the  year  1880,  lying  In 
Lots  195;  196;  201;  202;  and  203.  He  also  acquired  the  original 
U.S.  Land  Patents  on  55  acres  of  land  in  Fractional  Section  8,  and 
the  northwest  quarter  of  Fractional  Section  9,  on  February  12,  1839. 
This  land  was  just  east  of  the  mills.  There  were  other  small 
strips  of  land  in  the  vicinity  of  Emison  Station,  some  two  miles 
to  the  west. 
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WHEREAS  Samuel  Baird  of  Montgomery  County,  State  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  by  a  letter  of  Attorney  bearing  date  the  17th  day  of 
October  1802,  authorized  and  empowered  Daniel  McClure  (Late  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky)  now  of  the  County  of  Knox  in  the  Indiana 
Territory  to  alien,  sell  and  dispose  of  certain  lands  and  tenements 
which  the  said  Samuel  Baird  olalmed  and  owned  in  the  said  County 
of  Knox  and  Indiana  Territory  and  to  make  and  execute  in  the  name 
of  the  said  Samuel  Baird  such  deeds  or  other  written  assurances 
for  the  same  as  the  said  Daniel  McClure  may  think  proper  and  re¬ 
ceive  the  consideration  money  therefor*  And  Whereas  the  said  Dan¬ 
iel  McClure  as  such  Attorney  in  fact  for  the  said  Samuel  Baird  in 
1804  sold  and  conveyed  to  Thomas  Efciison  a  certain  tract  or  parcel 
of  land  containing  four  hundred  acres  the  property  of  the  said  Sam¬ 
uel  Baird  situate  on  Marla  Creek  in  the  said  County  of  Knox  and 
known  on  the  Map  or  Plat  of  said  Donation  by  the  number  forty- two 
In  the  additional  Donation*  And  Whereas  the  said  Thomas  Unison 
lodged  the  said  deed  in  the  Recorders  Office  at  Vincennes  to  be  re¬ 
corded  and  whilst  the  said  deed  was  in  the  said  office  it  was  de¬ 
stroyed,  when  the  said  Recorders  Office  was  burned  or  consumed  by 
fire  in  the  year  1814* 

This  Indenture  therefore  made  the  twentieth  day  of  July  in

Note  by  J.W.Emison;  The  original  and  correct  name  of  fore¬ 
going  was  JENNET;  later  the  spelling  JANET  was  adopted. 
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Excerpts  from  speech  by  James  Wade  Emison,  Sr.,  Vincennes 
Sun,  October  25,  1911.  "One  hundred  years  ago  today.  Major  William 
Bruce  stood  upon  this  soil,  and  looked  with  pleasure  upon  this  home, 
reared  in  the  great  wilderness — ---.  He  had  few  neighbors  of  the 
white  blood.  Thomas  Emison,  his  brother-in-law,  had  settled  on  Mar¬ 
ia  Creek  a  distance  of  three  miles  away,  in  1804.  Richard  Posey  had 
settled  within  half  a  mile  of  the  spot  upon  which  we  are  now  stand¬ 
ing,  in  the  1808*3,  having  migrated  to  this  community  from  South 
Carolina  for  the  purpose  of  freeing  his  slaves.  A  short  distance 
from  the  Poseys,  the  Chancellors  had  settled;  north  of  them  some 
miles,  the  Polks  had  made  their  home. 

One  hundred  years  ago  the  pioneers  of  the  central  west 
were  marshalling  their  forces  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  in  battle 
to  conquer  the  red  savages  under  Tecumseh  and  the  Prophet.  General 
Harrison,  governor  of  the  Territory  and  stationed  at  Vincennes,  its 
capital,  only  a  few  miles  from  this  place,  was  enlisting  volunteers 
for  the  purpose  of  conquering  Tecumseh  and  the  Prophet.  Practically 
every  man  in  the  community  became  a  soldier  for  the  preservation  of 
their  homes  and  families  and  among  them  was  a  man  who  built  this 
home.  Major  William  Bruce. 

Major  Bruce  and  Lieutenant  Thomas  Emison  of  this  county, 
with  their  commands,  joined  General  Harrison  in  his  march  to  Tippe¬ 
canoe.  Lieutenant  Emison  with  his  force  of  pioneer  soldiers  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  General  Harrison  to  the  battle  ground,  since  grown 
famous,  but  Major  Bruce,  after  taking  up  the  march  to  Tippecanoe, 
was  directed  by  General  Harrison  to  return  to  this  community  with 
the  force  under  him  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  wives  and 
children  of  the  pioneers  against  the  attacks  of  savages,  and  it 
thus  transpired  that  on  the  day  of  the  famous  battle  of  Tippecanoe, 
November  7,  1811,  Major  Bruce  was  stationed  at  the  point  where 
Edwardsport  now  stands. 


THE  LINCOLN  MIGRATION 

Investigation  of  the  Lincoln  Way  published  by  Illinois 
State  Historical  Library  in  1915. 

The  Lincoln  party  "consisting  of  three  covered  wagons,  two 
drawn  by  oxen  and  one  by  horses,  and  two  saddle  horses",  which  mi¬ 
grated  from  Spencer  County,  Indiana  to  Decatur,  Illinois  in  1830, 
passed  through  Vincennes  and  Bruceville,  "camped  the  first  night 
out  (from  Vincennes)  near  a  grist  mill",  which  was  the  Emison  Mill, 
then  a  U.S.  post  office,  "and  crossed  the  Wabash  the  next  day"  at 
Emison* s  landing  in  Knox  County,  Indiana.  See  affidavit  of  Harriet 
Chapman,  member  of  the  party,  shown  on  page  30. 

The  Lincoln  party  paused  before  entering  Bruceville,  in 
front  of  the  Posey  farm,  where  7/illiam  W.  C.  Emison  talked  with  the 
members  of  the  party  and  first  met  the  future  President,  Abraham 
Lincoln.  The  acquaintance  was  renewed  when  Lincoln  returned  to 
Bruceville  in  the  campaign  of  1844,  and  they  discussed  the  previous 
meeting.  Mr.  Emison  and  his  son,  John  W.  Emison,  were  personal 
friends  of  President  Lincoln  and  always  admired  and  supported  him. 
They  treasured  this  early  meeting  with  Lincoln  during  his  youth.  See 
affidavit  of  James  Wade  Emison,  on  page  23.

I  give  devise  and  bequeath  to  my  son  John  W.  Emi¬ 
son  of  Knox  County,  Indiana  all  my  real  estate  in  Johnson  Township, 
Knox  County,  Indiana  upon  this  condition  that  is  he  shall  pay  to 
my  daughter  in  law  Nancy  C.  Emison,  and  to  mv  four  grand  child¬ 
ren  William  T.  Emison,  Elizabeth  J.  Emison,  Ann  M.  Emison,  and 
John  H.  Emison,  each  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  as  I  have  set 
forth  and  named  in  items  second  and  third  of  this  my  Will,  and  it 
is  my  Will  that  said  sums  of  money  so  named  by  me  shall  be  a  charge 
on  said  real  estate  and  that  he  shall  take  said  farm  under  and  by 
virtue  of  this  my  Will  on  the  conditions  that  he  pay  to  said  par¬ 
ties  so  named  by  me  said  several  sums  of  money  so  named  by  me,  and

residue  shall  pay  off  and  satisfy  said  school  fund  mortgages.  Fifth, 

I  give  devise  and  bequeath  to  my  Grandchildren  John  W.  Emison,  Jr., 
Hugh  Ash  Emison,  and  Lizzie  E.  Emison  (children  of  my  son  John  W. 
Emison)  my  old  home  place  Lot  number  three  hundred  and  twenty  seven 
(327)  in  the  City  (Old  Town)  of  Vincennes,  Knox  County,  Indiana  on 
which  there  is  now  situated  two  dwelling  houses.  Sixth.  I  give 
devise  and  bequeath  to  my  son  John  W.  Emison  and  my  grand  children 
William  T.  Emison,  Elizabeth  J.  Emison,  Ann  M.  Emison,  and  John  H. 
Emison,  all  the  moneys  in  hand,  notes,  accounts,  choses  in  action, 
and  all  the  rest  of  my  Property  of  every  kind  and  description  not 
hereinbefore  devised  in  this  my  Will,  the  said  John  W.  Emison  to 
have  and  hold  one  half  of  the  same,  and  William  T.,  Elizabeth  J., 

Ann  M.,  and  John  H.  Emison  to  have  and  hold  one  half  of  the  same. 
Seventh.  I  hereby  appoint  my  friend  John  R.  Callender  of  Vincennes, 
Indiana  my  Executor  and  ask  of  him  that  he  shall  carry  out  in  all 
respects  this  my  Will.  WITNESS  my  hand  and  seal  this  6th  day  of 
August  1880.

NOTE 

William  Weston  Clarke  Emison  had,  during  the  period  from  1850 
to  1870,  sold  and  conveyed  to  his  only  surviving  son,  John  W.  Emison, 
the  Emison  Station  farm,  the  Posey  farm  (home  place)  and  adjoining 
lands  at  Bruceville,  the  interest  in  the  Emison  and  Callender  Mill 
at  Vincennes,  and  all  his  other  property,  except  his  residence  prop¬ 
erty  in  Vincennes  and  a  small  farm  in  Johnson  Township,  Knox  County, 
Indiana.  Inasmuch  as  his  grandson,  James  W.,  was  receiving  a  col¬ 
lege  education,  and  his  granddaughter,  Mattie,  was  married,  he  made 
no  provisions  for  them  in  his  Will. 
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William  Weston  Clarke  Emison,  eldest  son  of  Thomas  and 
Janet  Holmes  Emison,  was  horn  June  15,  1804,  His  birth  took  place 
at  White  Oak  Springs,  near  the  present  town  of  Petersburg,  Pike 
County,  Indiana,  during  the  migration  of  the  Emisons  from  Kentucky 
to  Indiana. 

Weston  Emison  lived  and  grew  up  with  his  younger  broth¬ 
ers  and  sisters  at  the  large  home  near  the  mills  on  Maria  Creek. 

On  November  24,  1825  he  married  Elizabeth  K.  Posey,  daughter  of  the 
Reverend  Richard  Posey,  Jr.,  a  well  known  Methodist  minister,  whose 
family  had  come  to  Indiana  from  Abbeville  Parish,  South  Carolina 
on  May  8,  1808. 

After  the  death  of  his  father-in-law.  Reverend  Thomas 
Posey,  Weston  Emison  bought  out  the  seven  other  Posey  heirs,  and 
moved  to  the  old  posey  homestead,  just  south  of  Bruceville,  on  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad. 

According  to  the  diary  of  his  younger  brother,  James 
Madison,  on  March  20,  1858  Weston  "got  his  new  saw  mill  started 
(near  Bruceville).  The  two  circular  saws  ran-like  a  top.” 

About  the  time  of  the  Civil  War,  Weston  and  Elizabeth 
Emison  moved  to  the  City  of  Vincennes,  where  they  lived  for  many 
years.  And  the  Bruceville  home  was  occupied  by  his  second  son 
John  Wesley  Emison,  who  bought  a  large  part  of  his  father’s  pro¬ 
perties,  after  the  latter  had  moved  to  Vincennes. 

In  addition  to  extensive  farming  interests,  for  many 
years  Weston  Emison  and  his  son  John  Wesley,  were  engaged  In  the 
milling  business  in  Bruceville,  Wheatland,  and  Vincennes. 

In  Vincennes,  Weston  lived  in  one  of  the  two  residences 
which  he  owned  on  Broadway  opposite  the  Court  House.  And  he  also 
owned  and  developed  a  number  of  other  real  estate  properties  there. 

After  the  death  of  his  wife  Elizabeth  in  1876,  Weston 
returned  to  live  with  his  son  John  Wesley  at  Bruceville,  during 
his  declinging  years.  And  he  died  there  in  1881  on  March  seventh. 

JOHN  WESLEY  EMISON,  Sr.  (E-42) 

John  Wesley  Emison,  second  son  of  william  Weston  Clarke 
and  Elizabeth  Posey  Emison,  was  born  at  their  Bruceville  home  on 
January  12,  1829.  His  sister  and  brothers  died  at  comparatively 
early  ages,  and  at  the  end  of  the  Civil  War  he  was  the  only  sur¬ 
viving  child. 

On  March  25,  1856  he  married  Sarah  Amelia  Dunning, 
daughter  of  Spear  S.  and  Emily  Reily  Dunning. 

The  following  is  quoted  largely  from  the  "History  of 
Old  Vincennes  and  Knox  County’’  By  George  E.  Greene,  1911.  On 
attaining  his  majority  John  V/.  Emison  turned  his  attention  to 
large  scale  farming  and  milling,  and  following  these  pursuits 
throughout  his  entire  life,  yet  he  also  extended  his  efforts  to 
stock  raising  and  general  merchandising.  In  the  latter  connection 
he  joined  with  two  neighbors  in  the  firm  of  Roberts,  Emison  and 
Steffy.  This  firm  handled  dry  goods,  groceries,  clothing,  and 
lumber.  His  first  milling  experience  was  at  Bruceville.  In  1866 
he  secured  a  mill  at  Wheatland  in  partnership  with  a  Mr.  Evans. 
There  he  also  became  a  partner  with  Hugh  Barr  in  a  general  store. 

In  connection  with  the  grist  mills,  he  also  had  saw  mills  and  a 
tannery  in  operation.  Shortly  after  the  birth  of  his  son  Hugh  Ash, 
on  March  7,  1866,  he  returned  to  Bruceville. 

In  the  meantime,  when  the  Civil  War  was  in  progress, 
he  offered  his  service  to  the  Union  but  was  rejected  because  of 
the  condition  of  his  health.  Not  allowed  to  go  to  the  front,  he 
bent  every  effort  toward  aiding  the  Union  at  home  by  constantly 
looking  after  the  wives  and  children  and  others  dependent  on 
those  who  were  bearing  arms  at  the  f ront .  A.t  the  same  time,  he

remained  a  confidential  agent  of  Indiana* s  War  Governor,  Morton, 
during  that  doubtful  period  in  this  area. 

Some  years  after  the  War  he  entered  the  milling  business 
in  Vincennes,  with  John  K.  Callender  under  the  firm  name  of  Emison 
&  Callender.  The  mills  were  known  as  the  St.  Louis  Mills,  at  10th 
and  Oak  Street,  and  were  in  successful  operation  for  many  years. 

During  this  same  period  he  also  engaged  in  the  milling  business 
in  Frinoeton,  Indiana,  with  his  son-in-law,  Henry  C.  Barr. 

In  his  early  manhood  he  became  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  He  was  ever  an  active  worker  in  its  behalf,  and  a 
generous  contributor  to  its  support. 

He  was  a  man  of  notably  sound  business  Judgment  and  dis¬ 
crimination,  and  his  investments  were  judiciously  made.  As  the 
years  passed  by  he  kept  adding  to  his  landed  possessions  until  his 
farm  properties  *  aggregated  nearly  4,000  acres.  In  his  later  years 
he  devoted  much  of  his  time  to  the  study  and  application  of  sclent i- 
tic  farming.  His  experiments  on  the  control  of  the  Hessian  fly,  and 
the  proper  time  for  wheat  planting  were  later  confirmed  by  the  agri¬ 
cultural  division  of  the  state  university. 

Mr.  Hugh  Barr,  for  many  years  his  partner  and  business 
associate,  said  of  John  Wesley  Emison,  "In  all  my  dealings  with  him 
there  never  was  bad  feeling  between  us,  never  one  word  that  was 
harsh  or  short,  and  I  was  with  him  for  35  years.  He  was  always  a 
sober,  moral,  and  agreeable  man.  To  know  him  was  to  love  him? 

The  children  of  John  Wesley  and  Sarah  Dunning  Emison  were;- 
James  Wade,  later  a  prominent  corporation  attorney  in  Vincennes, 
and  now  deceased;  John  Wesley,  Jr.,  merchant  and  Postmaster  of 
Vincennes,  Ind.,  and  now  deceased;  Hugh  Ash,  Cashier  of  the  Citizen 
State  Bank  in  Vincennes,  and  now  deceased;  Martha  Olive,  wife  of 
Henry  C.  Barr,  prominent  miller  of  Princeton;  Elizabeth,  the  wife 
of  Frank  M.  Harris,  Vice-President  of  the  Farmers  Bank  of  Princeton, 
Indiana;  William  C;  Frank;  and  Sarah  J;  the  latter  three  died  in 
infancy.  After  the  death  of  his  wife,  Sarah,  in  1874,  he  married 
Anna  M.  Shugart  on  Feb.  6,  1876. 

JOHN  WESLEY  EMISON,  Jr.  (F-54) 

John  Wesley  Emison,  Jr.,  third  son  of  John  Wesley  and 
Sarah  Dunning  Emison,  was  born  at  their  Bruce ville  home,  on  June  21, 
1863.  After  receiving  his  preliminary  education  in  Knox  County,  he 
entered  DePauw  University  in  the  class  of  1887.  And  in  later  years 
he  was  appointed  a  Trustee  of  DePauw  University. 

After  leaving  college  in  1885,  he  returned  to  assist  his 
father  in  their  extensive  farming,  stock  raising,  merchandising,  and 
milling  interests.  At  the  age  of  29,  he  moved  to  Vincennes,  and 
entered  the  hardware  firm  of  Simpson,  Emison  &  Lane.  After  the  death 
of  his  two  partners,  he  conducted  the  hardware  business  alone  for 
three  years,  and  then  took  in  a  new  partner  and  friend  W.  J.  Nich¬ 
olson.  He  was  also  a  Vice-President  of  the  Princeton,  Indiana  Mill¬ 
ing  Company;  a  Director  of  the  Knox  County  Telephone  Company;  and 
on  December  16,  1905,  he  was  appointed  Postmaster  of  Vincennes. 

On  May  16,  1889  he  married  Mary  -C.  Simpson,  daughter  of  A. 
C.  and  Margaret  McCord  Simpson.  And  of  this  union  there  were  the 
following  children.  John  Clinton,  Vice-President  and  Director  of 
the  American  Smelting  &  Refining  Co.,  New  York;  Richard  Alien,  Pre¬ 
sident  of  the  Santa  Ana  Lumber  Co.,  Santa  Ana,  Calif;  and  Robert 
Simpson,  Assistant  Vice-President  of  the  National  City  Bank  of  New 
York.  Some  years  after  the  death  of  his  wife  Mary  Mr.  Emison 
married  Irene  Hogue,  daughter  of  John  D.  and  Martha  Hogue.  And  of 
this  marriage  was  born  Jas .  Henry,  a  fourth  son. 

John  Wesley  Emison  was  a  leading  member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  And  In  politics  he  was  prominent  in  the  councils 
of  the  Republican  party.  After  a  long  and  useful  life,  this  .res¬ 
pected  citizen  died  in  Vincennes,  On  May  27,  1932. 
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JAMES  WADE  EMISON,SR.  (F-52) 

James  Wade  Emison, Sr.,  second  son  of  John  "Wesley, Sr . ,  and 
Sarah  Dunning  Emison,  was  born  at  Bruceville,  on  February  7,  1859. 

His  earliest  years  were  contemporaneous  with  a  critical 
period,  and  troubled  times  In  the  affairs  of  the  nation.  And  his 
father  was  using  every  resource  and  effort  to  maintain  the  pres¬ 
tige  and  power  of  the  Union  in  southwestern  Indiana. 

Mr.  Emison  received  his  early  education  in  the  Public 
Schools  at  Bruceville.  After  this  he  entered  Indiana  Asbury  (now 
DePauw)  University  at  Greencastle,  Indiana,  and  from  which  he  grad¬ 
uated,  at  the  head  of  his  class,  at  the  age  of  21,  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  In  1885  upon  the  Invitation  of  DePauw  Univer¬ 
sity,  he  delivered  the  master’s  oration  at  the  annual  commencement, 
an  was  then  awarded  the  higher  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts. 

After  graduating  from  the  university,  he  returned  to 
Bruceville  and  assumed  partial  charge  of  his  father's  interests, 
which  included  farming,  stock  raising,  merchandising,  and  milling, 
in  which  he  continued  for  seven  years.  In  the  meantime  however  he 
had  entered  upon  the  practice  of  law,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1889,  and  began  practice  in  the  office  of  Captain  George  G.  Reily. 

A  year  later  he  became  the  junior  partner  in  the  noted  law  firm 
of  Reily  &  Emison,  which  firm  had  had  a  continuous  existence  at 
the  same  location  since  that  of  its  originaly  member  ^amnel  Judah 
in  1819.  In  1901,  after  the  death  of  Captain  Reily  haa.  occurred 
two  years  previously,  Mr.  emison  took  into  the  firm  Judge  William 
V.  Moffett.  After  the  death  of  Judge  Moffett  In  1907,  he  practiced 
alone  for  several  years,  and  later  took  in  W.S. Hoover  as  an  assoc¬ 
iate.  In  1914,  Ewing  Rabb  Emison,  his  eldest  son  also  joined  his 
firm  as  an  associate. 

Although  he  never  sought  office,  as  a  firm  believer  of 
the  public  interest  in  good  government,  he  did  serve  as  City 
Attorney,  and  County  Prosecutor  during  his  earlier  years,  curing 
his  later  years,  his  practice  consisted  chiefly  as  counsel  for 
the  railroads,  public  utilities.  Insurance  companies,  and  banking 
institutions  in  this  part  of  the  state.  In  this  connection  he  was 
the  counsel  for  the  First  National  Bank,  and  a  Director  of  the 
Citizens  Trust  Company  in  Vincennes. 

In  addition  to  his  legal  interests,  he  continued  a  keen 
and  professional  interest  in  the  scientific  and  advanced  methods 
used  on  his  extensive  farm  lands  In  the  vicinity  of  Emison,  Indi¬ 
ana. 

In  politics  Mr.  Emison  was  a  staunch  believer  In  the 
principles  advocated  by  Abraham  Lincoln.  He  was  a  leader  of  the 
Republican  Party  In  this  part  of  Indiana.  And  at  one  time  he  was 
urged  to  accept  the  Republican  nomination  as  Governor. 

On  November  27,  1890,  he  married  Sada  Ross  Rabb,  daughter  of 
Dr. John  H.,  and  Susan  Sinclair  Rabb.  Dr.  Rabb  was  for  many  years 
the  President  of  the  First  National  Bank  in  Vincennes. 

Their  children  were  Ewing  Rabb,  senior  member  of  tiie  present 
law  firm  of  Emison  &  Emison;  James  Wade, Jr.,  Author  of  the  11  Emison 
History,  formerly  engaged  In  banking  in  the  Far  East,  and  now  living 
in  southeastern  Florida;  John  Rabb,  junior  member  of  Emison  6c  Emison; 
and  Susan  Raoo  Gee,  of  Vincennes. 

James  Wade  Emison,  Sr.,  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  a  man  of  moral  Integrity  and  intellectual  attainments  which 
will  make  it  difficult  for  his  successors  to  equal. 

In  the  latter  part  of  November  1917,  during  another  moment¬ 
ous  war  period,  the  full  lives  of  he  and  his  beloved  wife ,  were 
brought  to  a  close  by  an  unfortunate  railway  accident. 
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Ewing  Rabb  Emison,  eldest  son  of  James  Wade  Emison,  Sr.,  and 
Sada  Ross  (RabbJ  Emison,  was  born  on  September  19,  1891  at  Vin¬ 
cennes,  Indiana. 

His  preliminary  education  was  obtained  in  the  Vincennes 
Grade  School  and  the  Vincennes  High  School,  from -which  he  graduated 
in  1909.  He  attended  Culver  Summer  Naval  School  in  1906  and  1907* 

In  1909,  he  entered  DePauw  University  at  Greencastle,  Indiana, 
where  he  was  a  member  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  Sigma  Delta  Chi,  a  national 
journalistic  fraternity,  and  Kappa  Tau  Kappa,  a  local  honor  frater¬ 
nity,  and  graduated  with  a  degree  of  A.B.  in  1913. 

Immediately  after  leaving  school,  he  commenced  the  study  of 
law  in  the  noted,  old  law  firm  of  his  father,  which  has  had  a  con¬ 
tinuous  existence  at  Vincennes  since  1819.  Shortly  thereafter,  Mr. 
Emison  was  admitted  to  the  Bar,  in  1914,  and  has  since  that  time 
diligently  engaged  in  the  work  of  his  profession.  After  the  death 
of  his  father,  in  1917,  the  firm  name  was  changed  to  Emison  &  Hoover, 
which  continued  until  Judge  Hoover  was  elected  Judge  of  the  Knox 
Circuit  Court.  Thereafter,  Mr.  Emison  practiced  under  the  name  of 
Emison  &  Emison,  which  firm  included  his  younger  brother,  John  Rabb 
Emison,  as  his  associate  in  Indianapolis.  In  1939,  the  latter  remov¬ 
ed  from  Indianapolis  to  Vincennes  and  the  two  brothers  engaged  in 
the  practice  of  law  under  the  firm  name  of  Emison  &  Emison. 

A  firm  believer  In  the  political  views  of  his  father,  Mr. 
Emison  became  a  leader  of  the  Republican  party  in  Indiana.  He  was 
elected  eleven  times  as  a  member  of  the  Indiana  Republican  State 
Committee,  representing  the  seventh  and  then  the  second  Congression¬ 
al  Districts,  covering  the  period  from  1920  to  1942,  a  longer  period 
than  has  ever  been  served  by  any  member  of  either  the  Republican  or 
the  Democratic  State  Committee. 

In  1924,  he  was  the  manager  of  the  Indiana  primary  campaign 
for  President  Calvin  Coolidge,  became  a  friend  of  the  President,  and 
was  a  guest  at  the  White  House  on  a  number  of  occasions. 

He  was  a  Delegate-at-Large  from  Indiana  to  the  National  Rep¬ 
ublican  Convention  in  1924.  In  1928,  he  was  the  Indiana  Member  of 
the  National  Republican  Committee. 

In  the  campaign  of  1936,  he  was,  as  a  friend  of  the  Republi¬ 
can  candidate  for  President,  Governor  Alf.  M.  Landon,  of  Kansas, 
the  Special  Representative  for  John  D.  M.  Hamilton,  Republican  nat¬ 
ional  Chairman,  in  five  mid-western  states,  of  which  Indiana  was 
one,  with  office  in  the  Headquarters  at  Chicago. 

Feeling  a  pride  in  the  history  of  Vincennes,  the  oldest  city 
in  Indiana,  Mr.  Emison  has  devoted  much  of  his  time,  energy  and 
ability  to  the  end  that  the  important  parts  of  its  historical  back¬ 
ground  and  the  institutions  in  the  development  of  America  be  ade¬ 
quately  and  appropriately  recognized. 

His  interest  was  responsible  for  President  CoolidgeTs  support 
of  the  George  Rogers  Clark  Memorial  and  his  request  in  his  annual 
message  In  1927  that  the  Memorial  be  established  and  constructed 
with  federal  recognition  and  funds.  Mr.  Emison  wrote  the  plank  fav¬ 
oring  the  Memorial  in  the  Indiana  Republican  platform  of  1926,  upon 
which  Indiana  legislation  was  enacted  for  the  State’s  participation 
in  the  construction  of  the  Memorial. 

President  Coolidge  appointed  him  as  a  member  of  the  George 
Rogers  Clark  Sesqui-Centennial  Commission  on  June  9,  1928,  the  life 
of  which  was  extended  by  Congress  from  time  to  time  until  it  ex¬ 
pired  In  1939  after  the  completion  of  the  memorial.  In  1926,  Gover¬ 
nor  Ed  Jackson  appointed  him  to  the  Indiana  Commission  of  the  George 
Rogers  Clark  Memorial  Commission,  for  a  term  of  four  years.  He  was 
reappointed  by  Governor  Paul  V.  McNutt,  Governor  Harry  G.  Leslie 
and  Governor  Clifford  M.  Townsend  and  served  on  this  Commission  un¬ 
til  it  terminated  upon  the  completion  of  the  memorial. 

Mr.  Emison  wrote  the  Indiana  Flood  Control  Law,  enacted  by 
the  1945  Session  of  the  Indiana  General  Assembly,  which  is  a  pio¬ 
neering  piece  of  legislation  and  is  considered  a  model.  It  created 
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The  Indiana  Flood  Control  and  Water  Resources  Commission,  to  which 
Governor  Ralph  L.  Gates  has  appointed  Mr.  Edison  as  a  member,  and 
a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  thereof# 

On  November  24,  1920,  at  Hutchinson,  Kansas,  Mr*  Em! son  mar¬ 
ried  Tuley  Louise  Sheperd,  daughter  of  Edwin  Stanton  Sheperd  and 
Lela  (Welker)  Sheperd.  Mrs.  Emison  was  born  on  December  21,  1899  at 
Vincennes,  Indiana,  and  shortly  thereafter  her  parents  removed  to 
Hutchinson,  Kansas,  where  her  father  constructed  and  managed  the 
operation  of  a  straw  board  plant  at  that  point.  She  graduated  from 
the  Hutchinson  High  School  in  1917.  Thereafter,  she  attended  Kansas 
University  for  two  years  where  she  was  a  member  of  the  Pi'  Beta  Phi 
sorority. 

On  July  16,  1923,  a  daughter,  Ellen  Ross,  was  bom.  She  was 
educated  in  the  Vincennes  Grade  Schools  and  graduated  from  Vincennes 
High  School  in  1941,  a  member  of  the  National  Honorary  Society,  A 
substantial  part  of  the  narrative  (elsewhere  herein)  on  the  "Emison 
Family  -  Kentucky  to  Indiana**,  and  the  **  Era  is  on  Mills"  is  from  a 
sketch  on  the  "Emison  Mills"  written  by  her  while  she  was  in  High 
School,  in  1939.  She  entered  DePauw  University,  where  she  was  a 
member  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  sorority,  and  graduated  with  an  A.B. 
degree  in  1945. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emison  have  two  sons,  Ewing  Rabb  Emison,  Jr., 
born  February  3,  1925,  and  'Thomas  Sheperd  Emison,  born  September  19, 
1928,  who  are  subjects  of  the  following  sketch. 

Mr.  Emison  has  always  been  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyter¬ 
ian  Church  of  Vincennes.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Columbia  Club  of 
Indianapolis,  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  the  Elks  Club.

JAMES  WADE  EMISON,  JR.,  (G32) 

James  Wade  Emison,  Jr.,  second  son  of  James  Wade,  Sr.,  and 
Sada  Ross  (Rabb)  Emison,  was  bora  at  Vincennes,  Ind. ,  July  24,  1894. 

He  attended  the  Vincennes  Grade  and  High  Schools,  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1912.  With  the  exception  of  the  second  year  of  col¬ 
lege  at  Stetson  University  at  DeLand,  Fla.,  he  attended  and  grad¬ 
uated  from  DePauw  University  at  Greencastle,  Ind.,  A.B.,  1916. 

On  Aug.  27,  1917,  he  married  Julia  Jean  Nelson  at  Paris,  Ill¬ 
inois,  daughter  of  James  and  Grace  (Johnson)  Nelson  of  Greencastle. 

In  World  War  I,  he  took  the  examination  for  the  commission  of 
Provisional  Second  Lieutenant  in  the  Regular  Army,  at  Jefferson  Bar¬ 
racks,  Mo.,  In  April  1917.  Thereafter  he  attended  the  First  Officer1 
Training  Camp,  Ft.  Benjamin  Harrison,  Ind.,  May  15th  to  Aug.  14, 

1917.  As  a  result  of  the  previous  examination,  he  was  appointed  2nd 
Lieut.,  Field  Artillery  (as  of  Aug.  9,  1917)  In  War  Dept,  orders  of 
Aug.  24,  1917.  On  Sept.  15,  1917,  he  attended  the  Army  Service 
Schools,  Ft.  Leavenworth,  Kan.,  for  two  weeks,  and  then  was  assigned 
to  the  14th  Field  Artillery  at  Ft.  Sill,  Oklahoma. 

While  at  Ft.  Sill,  he  served  as  Post  Provost  Marshall  during 
the  winter  of  1917-8.  He  was  promoted  to  1st  Lt • ,  14th  F.A.  (as  of 
Aug.  9,  1917)  In  War.  Dept,  orders  of  Mar.  20,  1918.  And  on  June  21, 

1918,  he  completed  the  course  at  the  School  of  Fire  for  Field  Ar¬ 
tillery.  He  was  transferred  to  Camp  Jackson,  S.C.,  with  overseas  or¬ 
ders  on  Sept.  30,  1918.  *Yhile  there  he  was  attached  to  the  7th  Reg. 
Repl.  Depot,  and  after  the  Armistice  he  was  assigned  to  Battery  "B" 
58th  F.A.  On  Jan  27,  1919,  he  was  transferred  to  Gamp  Zachary  Tay¬ 
lor,  Ky.,  where  he  was  ordered  to  the  Base  Hospital.  After  leaving 
the  hospital  he  resigned  his  Regular  Army  commission,  and  was  re¬ 
appointed  to  the  same  rank  In  the  Reserve  Corps.  Some  years  later 
this  status  was  changed  to  that  of  a  Retired  Army  Officer  because  of 
disability  Incurred  in  service. 
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After  serving  with  the  American  International  Corporation  in 
New  York  for  a  year,  Mr.  Emison  joined  the  International  Banking 
Corporation,  a  subsidiary  of  the  National  City  Bank  of  N.Y.  On  Jan. 
10,  1920,  he  sailed  for  Shanghai,  Ghina,  as  an  officer  in  the  bank 
branch  there.  In  May  1921,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Harbin  branch, 
and  in  April  1923,  to  the  branch  at  Yokohama,  Japan. 

After  the  disastrous  earthquake  at  Yokohama  on  Aug.  31,  1923, 
he  proceeded  to  the  Kobe  branch  with  the  other  surviving  officers. 
However,  after  several  days,  he  was  appointed  as  the  representative 
of  the  bank,  and  returned  to  Yokohama  on  a  Destroyer  of  the  U.S. 
Asiatic  Fleet,  in  order  to  salvage  the  remains  of  the  bank* s  branch 
there.  Later  he  was  transferred  to  Shanghai.  And  during  this  time 
he  presented  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  that  Fleet,  in  the  name 
of  his  bank,  a  large  silver  model  of  a  Chinese  "Man  of  War"for  the 
Navy* s  effective  assistance  in  retrieving  securities  and  other  val¬ 
uables  from  the  branch  in  Yokohama.  He  returned  to  New  York  in  192*« 

In  June  1924,  Mr.  Einison  sailed  from  Montreal  for  England. 
After  some  months  in  the  various  countries  of  Europe  and  northern 
Africa,  he  returned  to  New  York  in  the  early  part  of  1925,  where  he 
resided  until  1930 

During  the  latter  part  of  1930,  through  the  U.S.  Comptroller 
of  the  Currency,  Insolvent  Division,  he  was  assigned  to  certain  in¬ 
solvent  banks  in  St.  Petersberg  and  Miami  in  Florida,  and  in  the 
city  of  Pittsburg. 

On  November  19,  1932,  in  Montreal,  Canada,  he  married  Zada 
Dutton  Burdine,  daughter  of  John  Wesley  and  Lila  (Hart)  Doston. 

During  the  years  1933-39,  this  family  resided  in  Los  Angeles t 
Calif.,  with  the  exception  of  some  months  spent  in  Lima,  Santiago, 
Buenos  Aires,  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  other  cities  of  Central  and  South 
America  in  1938. 

In  World  War  II,  Mr.  Emison  joined  the  Red  Cross  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.C.,  on  Sept.  21,  1944.  Shortly  afterward  he  proceeded  over¬ 
seas,  via  air,  to  Guadalcanal.  After  some  months  at  Munda,  New 
Georgia,  Guadalcanal  and  Honolulu,  he  continued  via  air  route,  vis¬ 
iting  installations  at  Kwajelein,  Guam,  Manila,  and  from  thence  to 
Tezgon  and  Calcutta  in  India.  On  Nov.  6,  1945,  he  arrived  in  New 
York,  via  Suez,  on  the  U.S. A.,  A.P.  157  (General  Blue). 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emison  have  two  children,  Zada  and  Patricia. 
Zada  Dutton,  eldest  daughter  of  Roddey  Bell  Burdine,  deceased,  and 
Zada  (Dutton)  Burdine,  was  born  on  Nov.  18,  1916,  at  Miami,  Florida. 
She  received  her  early  education  at  Miss  Collier's  School,  and  Miss 
Harris'  School  in  Miami.  Her  preparatory  schooling  was  acquired  at 
Mont  Choisi,  Lausanne,  Switzerland;  and  Brenau  Academy,  Gainesville, 
Ga.,  from  which  latter  school  she  graduated  in  June  1934.  She  enter¬ 
ed  Occidental  College,  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  in  September  1934.  Af¬ 
ter  three  semesters  there  she  transferred  to  Fairfax  Hall,  Junior 
College,  Waynesville,  Va.,  from  which  she  graduated  in  June  1937 

On  June  29,  1940,  she  married  James  Lee  Bledsoe  of  Miami. 
From  this  marriage  they  have  a  daughter,  Patricia  Lee,  born  May  11, 
1941. 


The  youngest  daughter,  Patricia  Dutton,  was  born  on  Dec.  29, 
1919  at  Miami.  She  also  received  her  early  schooling  at  Miss  Coll¬ 
ier's,  and  Miss  Harris'  Schools.  Her  preparatory  schooling  was  re¬ 
ceived  at  Brenau  Academy;  and  at  Abbot  Academy,  Andover,  Mass., 
from  which  latter  school  she  graduated  in  June  1937.  That  autumn 
she  entered  Vassar  College,  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  and  from  which  she 
was  graduated  A.B.,  1941. 

On  Dec.  29,  1944,  she  married  John  Hancock  Notman  of  New  York.

John  Rahb  Bmison,  third  son  of  James  Wade,  Sr.,  and  Sada 
Rabb  Emison,  was  born  at  Vincennes,  Indiana  on  December  28,  1897. 

He  received  his  early  education  in  the  Vincennes  Public 
Grade  and  High  Schools,  from  which  he  graduated  in  i915.  He  then 
attended  DePauw  University  at  Greencastle,  Indiana,  until  after  his 
junior  year,  at  which  time  he  entered  the  Officer* s  Training  Camp 
at  Port  Sheridan,  Illinois,  in  July,  1918. 

Upon  the  successful  completion  of  this  training  course, 
he  was  commissioned  a  Second  Lieutenant  of  Infantry  in  August,  1918, 
and  transferred  to  Camp  Grant  at  Rockford,  Illinois,  where  he  re¬ 
mained  throughout  World  War  I. 

After  the  Armistice,  John  Rabb  applied  for  a  discharge 
from  the  Army  and  in  January  1919  re-entered  DePauw  University, 
from  which  he  graduated  with  his  class  in  1919,  with  the  Degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts. 

During  this  sarjie  year  he  began  the  practice  of  law  in  the 
office  of  his  elder  brother,  Ewing  Rabb  Emison,  and  was  admitted 
to  the  Knox  County  Bar.  Shortly  thereafter  he  entered  Harvard  Law 
School  at  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1922, 
with  the  Degree  of  L.L.B. 

Returning  to  Indiana,  he  was  appointed  Assistant  United 
States  Attorney  for  the  District  of  Indiana.  In  1925  he  resigned 
this  office  to  become  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Knox  County, 
Indiana,  in  which  capacity  he  served  for  a  period  of  two  years. 

In  January  of  1927,  he  returned  to  Indianapolis  and  en¬ 
tered  the  firm  of  Elliott,  Weyl  and  Jewett,  and  in  1928,  he  formed 
a  partnership  with  Pierre  F.  Goodrich  under  the  firm  name  of  Good-  . 
rich  &  Emison,  which  was  changed  to  the  name  of  Goodrich,  kmlson 
&  Campbell  In  1937. 

During  April,  1939,  he  returned  to  Vincennes  and  became 
the  partner  of  his  brother,  Ewing  Rabb  Emison,  in  the  firm  of  Emi¬ 
son  &  Emison,  which  was  established  by  Samuel  Judah  in  1819  and 
which  is  the  oldest  continuous  firm  west  of  the  Alleghenies.  -Judge 
Emison  is  a  member  of  the  American  Bar  Association;  the  Indiana 
State  Bar  Association;  the  American  Judicature  Society;  and  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Communications  Bar  Association.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Governor’s  of  the  Indiana  State  Bar  Association,  and  .Chairman 
of  the  Committees  on  Administrative  Law  and  Juvenile  Delinquency, 
on  which  he  conducted  extensive  research  and  wrote  several  extended 
and  published  reports. 

In  May,  1940,  Judge  Emison  was  appointed  to  The  Board 
of  Cemetery  Regents  of  the  City  of  Vincennes,  Indiana  at  which  time 
he  was  elected  president  and  has  served  in  that  capacity  for  seven 
years. 

In  January,  1942,  he  was  appointed  City  Attorney  for  the 
City  of  Vincennes  and  became  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Works  and 
Public  Safety  of  said  city  and  has  served  In  such  capacity  ‘for  five 
years . 

Judge  Emison  is  a  member  of  Vincennes  Commandery  No.  20 
K.T.,  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  the  Elks  No.  291,  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Vincennes,  the  American  Legion  Post 
No.  73,  Klwanis  Club,  Harmony  Society,  and  other  civic  and  social 
clubs  and  a  member  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi  Fraternity. 

In  December,  1941,  he  was  appointed  as  an  original  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Knox  County  Ration  Board,  later  known  as  Knox  County  War 
Price  and  Rationing  Board,  becoming  chairman  in  1942  in  which  cap¬ 
acity-  he Nserved  during  the  greater  part  of  World  War  II. 

On  May  15,  1929,  he  married  Catherine  E.  Stenbro,  in  Ind¬ 
ianapolis,  the  daughter  of  Paul  L.,  and  Hazel  Dawson  Stanbro,  of 
Kokomo,  Indiana.

JAMES  MADISON  EMISON  AND  HIS  DESCENDANTS.  (D-15) 
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James  Madison  Emison,  third  son  of  Thomas  and  Jennet 
(Holmes)  Emison,  was  born  on  May  11,  1812,  at  the  old  log  home  near 
Emison  Mills,  Knox  County,  Indiana.  His  early  education  was  recei¬ 
ved  at  a  school  near  the  mills. 

On  Jan.  31,  1836,  James  Madison  married  Miss  Emmeline  Scott, 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Rebecca  (Haddon)  Scott.  The  Scott  family  was 
a  prominent  one  in  the  community,  and  more  details  on  this  family 
are  shown  elsewhere  herein. 

Some  six  months  after  his  marriage,  the  death  of  his  father, 
Thomas,  brought  added  responsibilities  to  James,  In  the  active  man¬ 
agement  of  the  various  activities  in  the  mills  and  the  lands  around 
them.  Later  he  bought  a  large  additional  acreage  of  land  on  Buss- 
eron  Prairie. 

By  the  year  1850,  Mr.  Emison  had  a  family  of  five  children. 
It  was  about  this  time  that  he  removed  the  old  log  home  and  erected 
a  large,  thirteen  room,  two  story  home  at  the  same  site. 

As  the  business  activities  of  James  Madison  became  more 
complex,  he  started  a  diary  on  Sept.  14,  1857,  which  he  continued 
until  three  weeks  before  his  fatal  illness  and  death  on  June  14, 
1861.  It  was  from  this  diary,  recently  published  by  Miss  Estelle 
Emison,  his  grandaughter,  that  the  following  extracts  were  taken. 
They  describe  the  color,  driving  power  and  philosophy  of  this  lead¬ 
er  more  effectively  than  the  usual  obituary. 

Jan.  20,  1860.  "Went  to  the  (Shaker)  Prairie;  the  man  on 
the  farm  feeding  his  stock  out  of  my  corn,  so  that  made  me  mad.  . 

Heard  that  -  run  off-  he  got  sacks  to  put  wheat  In  for  me  to 

pay  for  flour,  so  he  cleared  the  country,  so  I  did  not  like  that. 

So  goes  the  world.” 

June  28,  1860.  ”1  went  down  to  -  big  Democratic  con¬ 

vention.  They  had  a  big  day  both  in  trickery  and  drunkeness  and 
fighting.  They  made  their  nominations  by  management,  and  not  doing 
justice  to  them  that  were  worthy.  The  men  that  treated  the  most, 
with  the  exception  of  Pigeon,  got  in.” 

Dec.  6,  1860.  "Stayed  at  Terre  Haute  last  night;  went  to 
Rockville.  Good  many  there  (Railroad  Jubilee);  fine  day,  and  fine 
time  too.” 

Apr.  27,  1861.  "I  went  to  Bruceville - good  many  there. 

Quite  a  war  feeling  is  up.  They  had  a  meeting  and  formed - two  com¬ 

panies,  one  to  be  subject  to  call  of  the  Governor  anywhere  in  the 
state,  and  the  other  for  a  home  guard.  James  P.  Martin  was  elected 
Captain  of  the  first,  and  Andrew  Dunn,  the  second." 

Apr.  28,  1861.  "The  times  and  troubles  are  a  good  deal  at 
present.  Weston  insisting  on  joining  Harrow’s  company  (at  Vincennes). 
I  joined  Home  Guard---.” 

May  11,  1861.  ”Went  to  Bruceville - to  muster.  Good  many 

turned  out - quite  a  3tir.  Things  begin  to  look  like  war — every¬ 

thing  moving.  I  am  forty  nine  this  day,  and  I  begin  to  feel  it." 

On  June  1,  1861,  Mr.  Emison  attended  a  war  rally  at  Rob¬ 
erta  Grove,  regarding  the  formation  of  a  volunteer  Company.  While 
there,  a  sudden  storm  arose,*  from  which  he  had  no  shelter,  and  he 
suffered  a  "congestive  chill?  which  resulted  in  his  death  on 
June  14,  1861. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emison  had  the  following  children;  the  details 
of  whom  are  shown  elsewhere  herein:  Thomas;  Samuel  Ashley;  Rebecca 
Jane;  Weston;  James;  Mary;  Martha;  Scott;  Hugh;  and  John. 

After  the  death  of  their  father,  Samuel  Ashley  and  James 
assumed  active  management  of  the  mills  and  other  properties.  Sam¬ 
uel  Ashley  was  the  senior  member,;  but  he  remained  there  only  a  few 
years.  After  attending  Indiana  University,  he  was  graduated  with 
the  degree  of  B.S.,  1861,  and  L.L.B.  In  1872.  Shortly  thereafter  he 
became  associated  with  a  Mr.  Perkins  In  a  law  firm  at  Indianapolis, 
which  lasted  until  his  death  in  1875.  'The  sons,  James  and  Scott  are 
the  subjects  of  sketches  elsewhere  herein. 
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JAMES  EMI SON  (E-55) 


James  Emison,  fourth  son  of  James  Madison  and  Emmeline 
(Scott)  Emison,  was  born  at  the  old  log  home,  near  Emison  Mills, 

Knox  County,  Indiana.  He  acquired  his  early  education  at  the  school 
near  the  mills. 

The  sudden  illness  and  death  of  his  father,  James  Madison, 
compelled  young  James,  at  the  age  of  15,  to  abandon  further  formal 
schooling.  Immediately  thereafter  he  entered  into  the  active  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  mills  and  other  properties,  with  his  older  brother,  Sam¬ 
uel  Ashley.  Samuel,  the  senior  member  of  this  partnership  was  only 
22  years  of  age.  However,  Samuel  had  been  attending  Indiana  Univer¬ 
sity,  from  which  he  graduated  about  this  time.  Samuel  continued 
with  his  younger  brother  at  the  mills  until  he  returned  to  Indiana 
University,  where  he  received  his  degree  of  L.L.B.  in  1872.  Soon 
thereafter,  Samuel  moved  to  Indianapolis  where  he  became  associated 
with  a  Mr.  Perkins  in  the  practice  of  law,  until  his  death  three 
years  later. 

On  September  26,  1872,  James  married  Miss  Hulda  M.  McClellan, 
daughter  of  Starrett  and  Phoebe  Ann  (Campbell)  McClellan,  of  Knox 
County,  Indiana.  Mrs.  (Hulda  McClellan)  Emison  was  born  Nov. 2,  1845, 
and  died  March  15,  1831,  at  the  time  her  fourth  child,  James  Madi¬ 
son,  was  born. 

James  continued  the  management  of  the  mills  and  other  pro¬ 
perties  until  1879,  when  he  formed  a  partnership  with  his  younger 
brother,  Scott,  and  the  flour  mill  was  moved  to  Vincennes.  Ihis 
partnership  continued  until  his  death. 

On  July  1,  1886,  James  married  his  third  cousin.  Miss  Mary 
Hugh  Emison  (E61) ,  daughter  of  Hugh  Ash  and  Mary  Katherine  (Harper) 
Emison,  of  Knox  County. 

Mr.  Emison  participated  in  politics  to  the  extent  that  he 
was  more  interested  in  good  government,  than  any.  particular  policy 
of  the  Democratic  Party.  As  such  he  served  as  County  Commissioner, 
and  later  as  a  city  Councilman  in  Vincennes. 

Mr.  Emison  was  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows;  the  Pastime  Club;  and  an  active  in  the  support  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church. 

After  a  full  and  useful  life,  James  Emison  passed  away  on 
Independence  Day,  1916.  His  wife,  Mary  Hugh,  survived  him  until  some 
years  later  on  Sept.  8,  1929. 

The  children  of  this  family  were,  Rebecca  Estelle;  Maude, 
who  married  John  If.  Brevoort;  Samuel  McClellan,  v.no  married  Helen 
Emily  Adams;  Hugh  Harper;  and  Martha  Hanna,  who  married  Walter  C. 
McFarland. 

SCOTT  EMISON  (E-58) 

Scott  Emison,  fifth  son  of  James  and  Emmeline  (Scott)  Emi¬ 
son,  was  born  in  the  new  house  near  the  Emison  Mills,  Knox  County, 
Indiana,  -on  Sept.  25,  1854. 

His  early  education  was  acquired  in  the  school  near  the 
mills,  at  which  his  older  brother,  Samuel  Ashley,  was  the  teacher. 
A*fter  this  he  went  to  Indianapolis  with  Samuel,  where  he  attended 
preparatory  and  business  school.  In  1873,  he  entered  Hanover  Coll¬ 
ege,  Indiana,  which  he  attended  for  two  years.  While  there,  he  was 
a  member  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  Fraternity. 

Scott  left  college  at  the  age  of .21,  and  entered  business 
with  the  firm  of  G.  Weinstein  &  Co.,  In  Vincennes.  After  serving 
with  this  firm  for  three  years,  he  joined  the  firm  of  Watts  Bond 
at  Oaktown,  Indiana. 

In  1879,  Mr.  Emison  returned  to  Vincennes  and  formed  the 
partnership  of  J.  &  S.  Emison,  with  his  older  brother,  James,  the 
details  of  which  are  shown  elsewhere  herein. 

Mr.  Emison  first  visited  Europe  in  1894,  during  which  time 
he  arranged  business  connections  with  firms  in  England,  Scotland 
and  Ireland.  About  five  years  later  he  returned  to  Europe,  where  he 
revisited  these  countries,  and  spent  some  time  in  France.  During 


SCOTT  EMISON  (E-58) 
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his  return  on  the  S.S.  Etruria,  the  ship  encountered  a  disastrous 
gale,  in  which  it  almost  foundered,  two  of  the  passengers  being  in 
such  panic  that  they  jumped  overboard. 

After  the  death  of  his  older  brother,  James,  in  1916,  Mr. 
Emison  carried  on  the  management  of  the  business  until  1919,  when 
he  sold  the  Atlas  Mills  and  finally  the  Baltic  Mills  in  1924. 

On  Jan.  25,  1941,  Mr.  Emison  passed  av/ay  at  the  age  of  86, 
after  a  long  and  eventful  life. 

In  Masonry  Mr.  Emison  was  a  Knight  Templar;  a  charter  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Pastime  Club;  and  an  active  supporter  of  the  First  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church. 

REBECCA  ESTELLE  EMISON  (F61) 

Miss  Rebecca  Estelle  Emison,  eldest  daughter  of  James  and 
Hulda  M.  (McClellan)  Emison,  was  born  on  July  17,  1873,  at  the  hand¬ 
some  home  built  by  her  grandfather,  James  Madison  Emison,  near  Emi¬ 
son  Ts  Mill,  Indiana. 

Here  she  learned  to  do  the  things  which  all  country  child¬ 
ren  know;  To  drive  a  horse;  to  harness  and  unharness  a  horse;  and 
to  ride  horseback. 

The  first  step  in  her  education  was  the  attendance  at  the 
subscription  school  taught  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Sartor,  who  later  mar¬ 
ried  John  Scott,  son  of  Martin  Scott.  When  the  family  of  James 
Emison  moved  to  Vincennes  in  1882,  Estelle  and  her  sister,  Maud, 
attended  the  public  schools  in  Vincennes  until  the  fall  of  1886, 
when  they  transferred  to  the  Vincennes  University. 

In  the  fall  of  1892,  Estelle  entered  Indiana  University  at 
Bloomington,  as  a  junior,  where  she  was  a  member  of  the  Kappa  Kappa 
Gamma  Sorority,  and  graduated  in  June,  1894.  While  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity,  she  took  an  active  part  in  campus  activities. 

In  August,  1894,  Miss  Emison  entered  the  office  of  her 
father’s  firm,  J.  &■  S.  Emison,  which  owned  and  operated  Atlas  Mills 
and  Baltic  Mills  at  Vincennes.  Shortly  thereafter,  she  became  the 
private  secretary  of  her  uncle,  Scott  Emison.  Much  of  the  office 
work  of  the  mills  was  under  her  supervision  and  responsibility. 

After  the  sale  of  these  mills  in  1919  and  1924,  respectively,  she 
continued  as  Mr.  Scott  Emison’ s  secretary,  and  from  1934  until  his 
death  in  1941  she  looked  after  the  management  of  his  property  and 
business  interests  in  a  successful  and  capable  manner. 

Miss  Emison  has  travelled  extensively  throughout  the  United 
States,  seeking  to  broaden  her  outlook  on  life  through  understand¬ 
ing  of  others.  She  is  a  Presbyterian  in  faith  and  a  loyal  worker 
in  church  organizations.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Vincennes  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  interested  in  civic  improvements.  She  is  an  earnest 
believer  in  the  ideals  of  the  Democratic  party.  She  has  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  EU3inesa  and  Professional  Womens  Club  of  Vincennes,  and 
has  served  as  Secretary  of  the  Girl  Scouts  at  Vincennes  for  five 
years.  Miss  Emison  is  an  enthusiastic  member  of  the  Francis  Vigo 
Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  served  as  Regent 
of  this  chapter  in  1932-33.  She  encouraged  the  Chapter  in  its  work 
of  genealogy  and  called  the  first  meeting  to  list  the  graves  in  all 
the  cemeteries  of  Knox  County.  She  assisted  in  placing  a  number  of 
valuable  books  on  genealogy  in  the  Indiana  State  Library  and  the 
National  Library  of  the  D.A.R.  in  Washington,  D.C.  She  was  on  the 
Committee  for  the  restoration  of  the  William  Henry  Harrison  house, 
built  in  1804,  which  is  owned  by  and  is  the  present  home  of  the 
D.A.R.  Mi3S  Emison  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Fortnightly  Club  of 
Vincennes,  an  outstanding  organization  for  women  in  Vincennes;  the 
Emeritus  Club  of  Indiana  University  (composed  of  retired  profess¬ 
ors  and  graduates  past  their  fiftieth  class  anniversary);  and  of 
the  American  Association  of  Vincennes  Woman. 
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Samuel  McClellan  Emison,  son  of  James  and  Hulda  (McClellan) 
Emison,  was  born  on  August  8,  1879,  at  the  handsome  home  built  by 
his  grandfather,  James  Madison  Emison,  near  Emison  Mills,  on  Marla 
Creek,  Knox  County,  Indiana. 

His  mother  died  March  15,  1881,  while  he  was  still  an  Infant 
and  he  was  taken  to  the  home  of  his  maternal  grandmother,  the  widow 
of  Sterrltt  McClellan,  where  he  remained  through  the  early  years  of 
his  life.  Aunt  Phoebe  Ann,  as  his  grandmother  was  kiown,  was  recog¬ 
nized  as  the  community  leader  and  this  association  proved  most  for¬ 
tunate  to  him  In  shaping  the  character  and  Ideals  of  the  grandson. 

On  reaching  school  age,  he  became  a  pupil  at  the  Old  Simpson 
School,  a  one  room  structure  located  near  his  grandmother’s  farm. 

In  which  his  mother  had  taught  prior  to  her  marriage,  and  he  re¬ 
mained  here  until  reaching  the  fourth  grade. 

The  flour  mill  had  been  moved  to  Vincennes  In  1879,  and  in 
1885  his  father  moved  the  family  to  Vincennes  and  established  a 
residence  there.  At  Vincennes,  Mr.  Emison  entered  the  Vincennes 
University,  ompleting  his  grade  work,  preparatory  school  and  two 
years  of  junior  college,  where  he  became  a  member  of  the  Cadet 
Company  and  distinguished  himself  by  being  the  first  and  only  fresh¬ 
man  to  win  the  competitive  award  known  as  the  Joseph  Medal.  He 
graduated  from  the  Vincennes  University  in  1897,  when  he  entered 
Indiana  University,  where  he  majored  in  history  and  economics.  Two 
years  later.  In  1899,  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  he  graduated  from 
Indiana  University  with  a  degree  of  A.B.. 

Mr.  Emison  returned  to  Vincennes  where  he  took  up  the  study 
of  law  In  the  office  of  his  cousin,  James  Wade  Emison,  who  was  a 
leading  member  of  the  Republican  party  in  the  State.  Mr.  Emison  was 
admitted  to  the  Bar  and  commenced  the  practice  of  law  in  1900.  He 
was  of  the  opposite  political  faith  to  his  cousin  and  sought  and 
won  the  nomination  for  Prosecuting  Attorney  on  the  Democratic  ticket 
over  a  large  field  of  opponents.  He  was  elected  Prosecuting  Attorney 
in  1902  and  reelected  in  1904. 

On  June  5,  1907,  he  was  united  In  marriage  with  Emily  Adams, 
daughter  of  John  C.  Adams  and  Sarah  E.  (Culbertson)  Adams.  Mr.  Adams 
had  served  as  Prosecutor  in  1886-1888  and  was  a  prominent  and  suc¬ 
cessful  lawyer  at  Vincennes.  Her  mother  was  the  daughter  of  Colonel 
James  L.  Culbertson  of  Edwardsport,  who  was  likewise  a  well  known 
lawyer.  Mrs.  Emison  is  a  graduate  of  Vincennes  University  and  later 
attended  and  graduated  from  Butler  College  and  Chicago  University. 
They  have  similar  tastes  and  background  and  their  marriage  has 
proven  especially  happy. 

It  was  through  the  presence  of  an  Indian  Mound  on  land  ac¬ 
quired  by  Mr.  Emison  that  he  developed  his  Interest  in  anthropolog¬ 
ical  research  and  so-called  Indian  relic  hobby,  which  has  led  him 
to  the  making  of  the  famous  Emison  collection  of  pre-historic  ob¬ 
jects. 

Mr.  Emison  has  diligently  practiced  law  and  has  had  a  long 
and  successful  career  in  his  profession,  having  practiced  law  at 
Vincennes  continuously  for  over  forty-seven  years. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Masons,  Vincennes  Lodge  No.  1,  the 
Knight  Templars,  and  the  Shrine  at  Indianapolis. 

Mr.  Emison  now  owns  the  home  in  which  he  was  born  near  where 
the  Mills  were  located  on  Maria  Creek.  Across  the  old  stage  road 
(now  an  Indiana  highway)  Is  a  one  hundred  year  old  pasture  (never 
broken  or  plowed) of  a  fine  quality  of  native  bluegrass.  He  manages 
his  land  and  spends  his  summers  at  the  home  of  his  birth.

(D-21)  OBITUARY  OP  HUGH  ASH  EMISON,  By  JAMES  WADE  EMISON,  SR. 

(Prom  "Vincennes  Sun^  Jan.  10,  1900) 

"One  by  one  they  are  falling  as  did  the  giant  trees  of  the 
mighty  forests  they  have  cleared  away. 

On  Sunday  January  7,  1900,  at  his  home  in  the  city  of  Trenton 
in  the  State  of  Missouri,  Hugh  Ash  Emison  passed  away  after  a  very 
short  sickness  of  pneumonia.  He  had  been  in  the  enjoyment  of  unusual 
health  for  one  of  his  years,  until  some  three  or  four  day  before  his 
death. 

Hugh  Ash  Emison  was  born  in  Knox  County,  on  what  is  now  known 
as  the  William  Heberd  farm  some  three  miles  east  of  the  city  on  the 
19th  day  of  July  1815. 

His  life  has  covere#d  a  mighty  span  of  years.  He  was  born  one 
year  before  the  territory  of  Indiana  was  admitted  as  a  State  into 
the  Union.  He  has  lived  almost  three-fourths  of  the  years  of  our  nat 
-ional  existence.  He  has  seen  the  great  State  of  Indiana  spring  up 
out  of  an  unbroken  wilderness.  He  has  seen  Knox  County,  which  he 
loved,  and  with  his  fellow  laborers  helped  to  make  what  it  now  is, 
denuded  of  the  primeval  forests  which  covered  it  in  the  days  of  his 
boyhood,  and  brought  to  its  present  high  state  of  cultivations;  he 
has  seen  its  few  scattered  settlements  grow  into  its  present  rich, 
enlightened,  prosperous  and  progressive  population. 

He  had  seen  the  city  of  Vincennes,  of  which  he  was  for  a  quar 
-ter  of  a  century,  an  honored  citizen,  grow  from  an  insignificant 
borough  into  its  now  splendid  proportions. 

He  had  seen  the  old  stage  coach  line  which  had  its  headquar¬ 
ters  here,  and  with  which  he  was  connected  for  a  third  of  a  century, 
gradually  supplanted  and  driven  out  of  existence  by  our  present  rail 
-way  system. 

Hugh  Ash  Emison  was,  at  the  date  of  his  death,  the  oldest  mem 
-ber  of  one  of  the  oldest  families  in  Knox  County. 

The  family  name  was  originally  that  of  Emerson,  (possibly  true 
before  family  left  Ireland,  but  subsequent  migrations  of  Eraisons  from 
there  tend  to  disprove  this  family  hearsay) . 

(In  1761-2,  James?)  Hugh  and  Ash,  sons  of  Sir  Thomas  (Emerson) 
Emison  of  Ireland,  came  to  America,  arriving  at  Jamestown,  after  a 
long  and  disastrous  voyage. 

In  company  with  the  McClure  and  Baird  families,  who  were  the 
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ancestors  of  the  old  and  highly  respected  McClure  and  Baird  fami¬ 
lies  of  this  county,  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison  traveled  (  in  1775  from 
Cumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  to  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  where  they  served  during  the  Revolution;  and  from  thence  in 
1780)  overland  to  the  headwaters  of  the  Ohio  River,  where  they  cons¬ 
tructed  a  flat  boat,  and  floated  down  the  Ohio  to  (Limestone)  a 
point  opposite  Georgetown,  Kentucky. 

Here  the  group  of  homeseekers  separated---.  (In  Cumberland 
County,  1771)  the  Emison  and  Baird  families  had  been  united  by  the 
marriage  of  Hugh  Emison  and  Mary  Baird.  (Ash  Emison  and  Mary  Mitch 
-ell  were  believed  to  have  married  during  this  migration) . 

Hugh  Emison,  and  his  wife  Mary,  and  Ash  Emison  and  his  fam¬ 
ily  found  a  home  for  themselves  (north  of)  where  the  city  of  George 
-town,  Kentucky  now  is,  and  the  McClures  and  Bairds  found  their  way 
to  (Louisville,  and  Ba( i)rdstown,  and  later)  to  Knox  County,  Ind. 

Mary  Baird  was  the  aunt  of  the  late  Joseph  Baird  of  Bruce- 

ville. 

Of  the  children  who  were  born  to  Hugh  and  Mary  Emison,  Thomas 
John  and  Samuel  Emison,  came  to  Knox  County  in  1804. 

Martha  Emison,  the  youngest  daughter  of  Hugh  and  Mary  Emison, 
was  the  mother  of  Mrs.  William  Heberd  of  this  city. 

Hugh  Ash  Emison  was  married  to  Mary  Katherine  Harper,  Febru¬ 
ary  15,  1865.  Five  children  were  born  to  them,  namely  Mary  Hugh,  now 
the  wife  of  James  Emison,  Sr.,  Martha  H.,  now  the  wife  of  Jefferson 
Sloat  of  Trenton,  Missouri,  John  Emison,  Sr.,  now  a  resident  of 
Elgin,  Iowa,  Thomas  Emison,  now  a  resident  of  Trenton,  Mo.,  and  Sam¬ 
uel,  who  died  in  infancy. 

Mr.  Emison  left  surviving  his  two  sisters,  namely  Mrs.  Marga¬ 
ret  Beckes  of  this  city,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Pomeroy,  of  Ralls  County,  Mo. 

Hugh  Ash  Emison  was  a  man  of  stalwart  proportions,  and  ster¬ 
ling  character,  and  of  gentle  and  kindly  ways.  He  had  the  respect 
and  friendship  of  all  who  knew  him.  He  lived  a  long  eventful  and  use 
-ful  life,  and  measuring  it  throughout  with  the  golden  rule.  He  is 
coming  back  home  to  find  a  lastlong  resting  place  beside  his  faith¬ 
ful  and  beloved  wife  in  the  beautiful  cemetery  of  the  Upper  Indiana 
Church. 

The  funeral  will  take  place  from  the  residence  of  James  Emi¬ 
son,  Sr.,  at  10  o'clock  A.M.,  Wednesday.

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The  following  information  was  contained  in  a  letter 
from  Mrs.  Mae  Emison  Dinelli  Jones  of  Lexington,  Kentucky, 
November  19,  1938. 

"Hugh  Ash  Emison  was  born  December  16,  1810,  and 
died  October  28,  1874.  He  was  the  son  of  Hugh  and  Elizabeth 
(Marshall)  Emison.  In  1830  he  married  Jane  Pearson  of  Owenton, 
Kentucky,  who  was  born  December  8,  1812,  and  died  February 
9,  1873.  Her  father  was  of  English  descent. 

Hugh  Ash’s  father  gave  them  (as  he  did  with  all  of 
his  other  children)  200  acres  of  land  near  Georgetown.  He 
built  a  home  for  them,  and  stocked  the  farm  well.  According  to 
Cousin  Martha  Moore,  daughter  of  Samuel  Moore  of  Georgetown, 
Hugh  Ash’s  father  gave  them  many  slaves,  among  whom  were  Nancy 
and  Leebow,  children  of  old  Ann. 

Hugh  Ash  Emison  and  Jane  (Pearson)  Emison  had  the 
following  children:-  John  Ash  Emison;  Mary  Davie  Emison;  Lucy 
Ann  Emison;  and  Martha  Jane  Emison. 

My  mother,  Lucy  Ann  Emison  Pierrie,  came  to  Lexing¬ 
ton  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  to  Joseph  Dinelli. 

Grandfather,  Hugh  Ash  Emison  was  very  prosperous 
until  after  the  War  between  the  States.  He  was  a  Union  Sym¬ 
pathizer,  determined  to  stand  by  the  Union,  and  was  certain  that 
the  Government  Intended  doing  the  right  thing  by  reimbursing 
the  south  for  her  slaves.  His  only  son  joined  the  Union  Army. 

During  the  War  his  farm  was  devastated  by  Morgan, 
and  his  men,  who  drove  off  all  of  the  stock  they  had  failed 
to  butcher.  They  rifled  the  pantry  and  storehouses,  leaving 
little  food  for  the  family,  boon  after  this  his  slaves  were 
freed  at  the  end  of  the  war.  But  he  had  been  a  very  kind  mas¬ 
ter,  and  many  of  his  slaves  refused  to  leave  him.  He  assisted 
his  neighbors  in  rebuilding  their  homes  and  barns  destroyed 
by  the  marauding  bands. 

Hugh  Ash  and  his  wife  Jane  Pearson  Emison,  were 
buried  at  the  cemetery  in  Lexington,  Kentucky. 

Doctor  Joseph  Emison  was  one  of  the  best  beloved 
doctors  in  Scott  County.  The  night  was  never  too  dark  or 
weather  too  bad  for  him  to  answer  a  call.  He  would  probably 
have  been  a  wealthy  man  had  he  collected  all  owing  him,  but 
he  gave  his  services  freely  to  the  poor.  His  wife,  Caroline, 
was  my  favorite  great  aunt. 
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INFORMATION  CONTAINED  IN  LETTER  OF  JULIAN  EMISON , 
BROWNWOOD,  TEXAS,  OCT. 6,  1938 

A  book  published  some  time  ago,  entitled  "History 
of  Texas,"  contains  a  biography  of  my  father  David  Emison,  and 
my  grandfather  Hugh  Emison. (Parts  of  this  historical  sketch 
follow.-  J.W.E.) 

"----Hugh  Emison  was  a  native  of  Ireland,  and  belonged  to 
a  prominent  family  of  the  land,  that  furnished  many  representatives 
to  the  military  of  the  government.  (He) — was  a  yong  man  of  17  when 
he  came  to  this  country." (It  is  believed  that  he  came  from  Co.  Cork) 

(After  the  death  of  his  first  wife  Mary  Baird  Emison  in 
Scott  County,  Kentucky,  "Hugh"  married) ----"Elizabeth  Marshall, 
cousin  of  Thomas  Marshall,  who  served  as  one  of  the  Supreme 
Judges  of  Kentucky." 

(He) - "Was  an  Episcopalean  In  religious  faith,  and  his 

wife  a  Methodist." 

,fHe  died  at  the  age  of  82  years,  and  his  wife  was  63 
years  of  age"  at  the  time  of  her  death. 

David  Emison,  son  of  Hugh,  was  born  in  Scott  County, 
Kentucky,  November  29,1820.  "When  a  young  man  of  27  he  married 
Elizabeth  Brown  belonging  to  a  good  family  of  Kentucky,  Daughter 
of  Samuel  and  Dorcas  Brown,  natives  of  Virginia.  David  had  four 
children,  namely  Frank,  Julian,  Sally,  and  Margaret,  the  latter 
being  the  wife  of  the  Reverend  Frank  Wagnon." 

"In  February  1875,  David  Emison  removed  with  his  family 
to  Texas,  taking  up  his  residence  in  Brown  County,  locating  on 
a  wild  piece  of  land  amid  the  mountains.  he  went  to  the  surveyor 
to  survey  his  land.  But  that  official  said  the  Indians  were  too 
numerous  among  the  mountains  and  would  not  consent  to  undertake 
the  task.  Mr.  Emison  then  borrowed  the  surveyors  instruments, 
surveyed  his  own  land,  and  also  that  of  several  of  his  neighbors." 

"David  Emison  ----during  the  War  was  all  on  the  side  of 
the  Union,  and  In  opposition  to  secession,  which  would  destroy 
the  nation." 

"In  1896  he  suffered  the  loss  of  his  beloved  wife  who 
died  on  May  the  10th." 

"When  I  (Julian)  was  traveling  all  over  Texas  and  old 

Mexico  some  years  ago,  I  met  - David  Emison  who  lived  in 

Victoria,  Texas.  But  he  is  now  dead." 

"Some  of  the  Emisons  went  to  the  Mission  Valley,  Brewster 
County,  Texas  in  1850.  There  was  one  A. T. Emison,  who  is  now  dead. 

And  I  saw  a  man  out  there  who  told  me  there  was  a  Ben  Emison, 
a  stock  man." 

"I  have  before  me  a  "Review  of  Texas  Wild  Life  and 
Conservation"  which  states  A. T. Emison  gave  6251  acres  of  land 
known  as  a  game  sanctuary." 

(Signed)  Julian  Emison. 

P.S.  I  have  a  razor  hone  that  has  been  handed  down  to  me.  It 
has  been  in  the  Emison  family  for  at  least  200  years.  It  Is  a 
hone  of  petrified  wood,  being  placed,  and  allowed  to  remain  for 
5  years  in  the  Loughneagh  River(County  Tyrone,  Ulster,  Ireland). 
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Volume  II,  pages  45  to  51,  and  586,  of  the  church  records 
contain  the  information  that  this  Church  was  organized  by  Reverend 
John  R.  Moreland  and  Reverend  William  H.  Forsythe. 

After  holding  services  in  the  woods  for  three  days,  near 
Hugh  Beard* s  home,  some  twelve  or  more  pioneers  professed  their 
faith,  and  they  proceeded  or  organize  a  Presbyterian  Church  on  Sept¬ 
ember  12,  1828.  Hugh  Beard  (possibly  the  nephew  of  Hugh  and  Mary 
(Baird-Beard)  Emison)  donated  ten  acres  of  his  land  for  this  pur¬ 
pose  located  on  an  elevation  near  the  Straight  Fork  of  Eagle  Creek. 

Hugh  Beard  and  Franais  Adams  were  unanimously  elected 
as  Ruling  Elders  .of  the  congregation.  And  they  were  ordained  by 
the  Reverend  J.  R.  Moreland.  In  1830  the  congregation  built  a  log 
Church  40  feet  deep  and  35  feet  wide,  capable  of  seating  three  to 
four  hundred  members,  and  It  was  dedicated  by  Reverend  Nathan  B. 

Hall  on  a  Sabbath  In  May  1830.  Thereafter  it  came  to  be  known  as 
the  Beard  Presbyterian  Church. 

William  Emison,  son  of  Ash  Emison,  had  been  elected  as 
Clerk  of  the  Sessions,  as  well  as  one  of  the  Trustees.  And  he  re¬ 
corded  the  formal  deed  for  the  land,  dated  some  nine  years  later, 
part  of  which  follows.  "This  indenture  made  and  entered  into  this 
7th  day  of  June  1839  between  Hugh  Beard  of  the  County  of  Scott  and 
State  of  Kentucky,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  Adam  Pack,  James 
Cavendar  and  William  Emison,  Trustees  as  herein  set  forth,  all  of 
the  County  of  Scott  and  State  aforesaid,  parties  of  the  second  part, 
Witness,  that  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  for  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  one  dollar,  have  this  day  aliened,  bargained,  and  sold---- 
unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  as  Trustees  of  the  Beard 
Church,  a  Presbyterian  Church  in  Scott  County,  the  following  tract 
or  piece  of  land  upon  which  Is  situated  the  Beard  Church  Meeting 
House,  and  which  Is  limited  and  bounded  as  follows.  Beginning  at 
a  hicory  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Straight  Fork  of  Eagle  Creek--." 

Following  are  some  of  the  records  in  the  Church  Register. 
Page  30:-  "William  Emison,  received  by  examination  July  19,  1833." 
"Nancy  Hanna  Emison  (his  wife)  received  by  letter  from  Georgetown 
Church  on  same  date." 

Francis  Adams,  one  of  the  original  Ruling  Elders  had 
died,  and  the  List  of  Elders  in  the  Register  contains  the  follow¬ 
ing  information.  "William  Emison  ordained  and  installed  August  30, 
1834"  as  one  of  the  Ruling  Elders,  and  Clerk  of  the  Sessions.  He 
continued  as  a  Ruling  Elder  for  41  years,  until  his  death  on 
March  11,  1875.  "Sarah  Martha  Emison  (daughter  of  William  and  Nancy 
Emison)  received  by  examination  October  18,  1847.”  "Sarah  Martha 
Emison  married  Richard  F.  Pack,  April  4,  1848."  See  page  106-7. 

The  Church  records  were  kept  by  William  Emison,  as  Clerk 
of  the  Sessions  until  August  30,  1863.  Before  relinquishing  this 
work  Mr.  Emison  had  copied  all  the  principle  records,  in  a  first 
volume  (covering  the  organization  of  the  Church,  September  12,  1828 
to  August  24,  1863) .  And  then  he  copied  them  Into  a  second  volume 
which  was  later  used  from  August  24,  1863  to  August  29,  1907.  The 
second  volume  Is  now  lodged  at  Montreat,  N.  C.,  and  the  first  vol¬ 
ume  has  been  lost. 

After  William  Emison  died  on  March  11,  1876,  the  congreg¬ 
ation  of  the  Beard  Church  met  on  March  28,  1875,  under  the  guidance 
of  Rev.  E.  Foreman,  Moderator.  And  a  magnificent  eulogy  of  Mr.  Emi¬ 
son  was  spread  on  the  records.  He  was  buried  at  the  new  cemetery  in 
Georgetown,  to  which  also  In  1943,  were  transferred  the  tombstones 
and  earthly  remains  of  his  father  and  mother.  Ash  and  Mary  (Mit¬ 
chell)  Emison,  as  well  as  his  older  brothers  James  and  Hugh,  (see 
elsewhere) 

N.B.  In  connection  with  the  above.  It  is  of  some  inter¬ 
est  to  relate  that  James  Edward  ("Jim  Bob")  Emison,  son  of  Will¬ 
iam,  remained  a  bachelor  during  his  life  time  because  of  a  blighted 
romance  with  Miss  Forsythe,  daughter  of  Bishop  W.  H.  Forsythe,  In¬ 
volving  sympathies  toward  the  north  and  south  during  the  War.

James  A.  Emison  ---(is)  living  on  Section  3,  Township  49, 
Range  28,  Lafayette  County,  Missouri.  He  is  the  son  of  Benjamin 
Emison,  a  native  of  Scott  County,  Kentucky.  The  latter,  who  was 
born  November  18,  1800,  was  a  son  of  Ash  Emison,  a  native  of  Ire¬ 
land,  whose  wife  was  Mary  (Mitchell)  Emison,  a  Scotch-bred  woman. 
Ash  Emison  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  left  for  his 
children  the  record  of  a  worthy  and  brave  man. 

The  mother  of  our  subject  (James  A.  Emison)  was  Cather¬ 
ine  (Briscoe)  Emison,  a  daughter  of  James  M.  and  Mary  (Brunaugh) 
Briscoe,  and  a  native  of  Maryland.  She  married  Benjamin  in  Kentucky 
in  1818,  and  died  May  6,  1846.  After  her  death  the  husband  again 
married,  in  1848,  taking  his  second  wife  Mrs.  Bethany  Elgin.  In 
the  year  1860  Benjamin  Emison  moved  to  Missouri,  and  settled  in 
Lafayette  County,  at  Wellington,  where  he  resided  for  35  years, 
when  his  wife  died. 

He  made  his  home  with  his  son  James  A.,  after  the  death 
of  his  wife  and  until  his  own  death  which  occurred  November  18,1886. 
By  his  first  marriage  Benjamin  Emison  was  the  father  of  11  child¬ 
ren,  three  of  whom  are  living,  namely  James  A.;  Martha  A.  McHatton; 
and  Joseph  W.  His  second  wife  bore  him  no  children. 

Benjamin  Emison  and  his  wife  were  both  members  of  the 
Christian  Church,  he  being  known  as  one  of  the  earliest  prose¬ 
lytes  to  Alexander  Campbell* s  doctrines  (where  this  Church  was 
started  at  the  college  In  Georgetown,  Kentucky.)  The  confidence 
of  his  neighbors  led  them  to  make  him  a  justice  of  the  Peace, 
which  office  he  held  for  18  years. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  (James  A.  Emison)  was  born 
January  15,  1824,  in  Scott  County,  Ky.,  where  he  received  his  early 
education,  and  grew  up  to  manhood  on  a  farm.  On  October  2,  1851, 
he  married  Rheubena  S.,  daughter  of  Lawrence  and  Mary  Triplett, 
natives  of  Kentucky.  She  was  born  September  2,  1831,  in  Fleming 
County,  Ky.,  and  was  the  mother  of  three  children,  two  of  whom  are 
living,  namely  Mary  Catharine,  wife  of. Charles  Ragland,  having  two 
children;  and  Fannie  R.,  wife  of  James  Bumgarner,  having  six  child¬ 
ren.  His  first  wife  died  on  January  3,  1860,  and  James  A.  married 
again,  April  11,  1861,.  the  bride  being  Miss  Anna  Mary,  daughter 
of  Dr.  O.H.P.  and  Mary  (Van  Camp)  Stone,  both  natives  of  Kentucky. 

Our  subjects  second  wife  was  born  October  19,  1842,  at 
Lexington,  and  was  educated  there  In  the  public  schools  and  later 
at  Baptist  College.  She  Is  the  mother  of  one  child,  William  B.  Erai- 
son.  James  A.  Emison  came  to  Missouri,  with  his  father  Benjamin, 

In  1850,  and  settled  on  his  present  farm  where  he  has  lived  for 
42  years.  He  Is  highly  esteemed  by  his  brethern  of  the  Christian 
Church,  where  he  has  been  retained  in  the  office  of  Elder  at  Well¬ 
ington  and  Odessa  for  50  years.  An  earnest  advocate  of  education, 
he  has  filled  the  office  of  School  Trustee.  William  B.,  his  son, 
attended  the  Warrensburgh  Normal  School,  and  his  daughters  havs 
also  been  students  at  college. 

James  A.  Emison  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 

He  takes  an  Interest  In  politics,  and  supports  the  Democratic 
ticket.  But  he  has  always  resisted  the  repeated  attempts  of  his 
friends  to  Induce  him  to  hold  office.  Two  of  his  brothers  served  In 
the  Civil  War,  and  one  of  them  John  B.,  was  killed  at  Westport, 
leaving  a  widow  and  two  children. 

Martha  A.  (Emison)  McHatton,  the  sister  of  James  A.  Emi¬ 
son,  Is  the  wife  of  Rev.  James  A.  McHatton,  a  minister  in  the 
Christian  Church  here,  who  came  from  Kentucky  In  1848.  The  latter 
was  born  May  7,  1804,  and  died  June  30,  1887.

NOTES 

(James?),  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison,  sons  of  Thomas,  of  County 
Cork,  Ireland,  came  to  America,  arriving  at  " Jamestown.”  Hugh  was 
”17  when  they  first  came  to  this  country."  This  established  the 
date  of  landing  as  1761-2,  or  some  8  years  earlier  than  understood 
from  another  source.  At  present  it  is  believed  that  the  "James¬ 
town"  mentioned  was  in  Maryland,  at  one  of  several  places  with  sim 
-ilar  designations,  on  the  eastern  shores  of  Chesapeake  Bay. 

The  one  pertinent  record  of  a  Thomas  Emison  in  America  was 
in  the  First  Federal  Census  of  Frederick  County,  Virginia  in  1782. 

The  correct  spelling  of  the  name,  as  well  as  the  area  and  time  in 
which  he  lived,  indicate  that  he  could  have  been  the  father  of 
Hugh  and  Ash. To  date  no  further  trace  of  this  Thomas  can  be  found. 

The  eldest  sons  of  Hugh  and  Ash  were  each  named  James.  And 
it  is  possible  that  James  might  have  been  the  father  of  Hugh  and 
Ash.  However,  it  is  more  probable  that  he  was  the  older  brother, 
and  guardian. 

After  the  date  of  arrival,  the  earliest  actual  record  con¬ 
cerns  James.  On  April  27,  1757,  he  made  application  to  the  Pennsyl 
-vania  Land  Court  in  Philadelphia,  for  a  patent  on  185  acres,  sev¬ 
eral  miles  south  of  Chambersburg .  In  1773,  Hugh  conveyed  what  was 
evidently  a  half  interest  in  this  land.  At  this  time  Hugh  changed 
his  residence  from  Chester  County  to  what  is  now  Franklin  County, 
Pennsylvania.  However,  in  1771,  he  had  previously  married  Mary 
Baird,  daughter  of  his  neighbor  Thomas  Baird,  who  lived  several 
miles  east,  at  Falling  Spring.

Possibly  his  par¬ 
ents  were  living  then  on  185  acres  of  land,  several  miles  south 
of  Chamber sburg,  now  Franklin  County,  formerly  part  of  Cumber¬ 
land.  ^ee  platt  of  land  elsewhere  herein. 

in  1775,  his  family  moved  to  Westmoreland  County,  Pa.,  for 
five  years.  V.hen  James  was  seven  years  old,  in  1780,  this  fam¬ 
ily  joined  the  large  party,  under  Capt.  Lytle,  from  Pittsburg 
down  the  Ohio  River  to  Limestone  iMaysville),  then  overland  to 
their  new  lands,  north  of  mcClelland*  s  Fort  (Georgetown)  Ky. 

In  1804,  James,  with  his  younger  broth- rs  Thomas,  John 
and  Samuel  migrated  to  nnox  County,  Indiana  Territory.  He 
assisted  his  brothers  in  building  a  mill,  near  the  present  vil¬ 
lage  of  Emison,  Ind.  And  in  1807,  he  bought  640  acres  of  land 
in  uibson  County,  near  the  A'abash  River.  Sometime  later  he  de¬ 
cided  to  return  to  Kentucky,  where  he  remained  until  after  the 
death  of  his  father  Hugh. 

in  1828,  accompanied  by  the  family  of  his  brotner-ln-law 
Mathew  oarkley  and  others,  James  migrated  to  Ralls  County,  Mis¬ 
souri,  where  he  purchased  nis  f3rst  land  In  April,  1828,  some 
three  miles  west  of  New  London,  most  of  tne  early  lunisons  are 
buried  at  the  family  cemetery  on  his  homestead.

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JOHN  EMISON,  the  original  member  of  his  branch  of  Emi- 
sons  In  America,  was  born  in  Ireland  about  the  year  1802.  His  par¬ 
ents  died  when  he  was  quite  young,  iind  he  was  adopted  by  an  aunt 
named  McKnight,  who  brought  him  from  Ireland  to  Moore  County,  North 
Carolina  in  1809,  when  he  was  about  seven  years  of  age. 

In  1820,  John  Emison  married  Margaret  (Boals)  Bowles  of 
North  Carolina,  who  was  born  in  1799.  Two  sons,  James  and  William, 
were  born  to  them  In  Moore  County,  North  Carolina. 

This  family  moved  to  eastern  Tennessee  In  1823,  and  sett¬ 
led  near  the  community  of  Cotton  Grove.  In  1832,  they  moved  to  Cro¬ 
ckett  County  in  western  Tennessee,  where  this  growing  family  reach¬ 
ed  the  number  of  six  sons  and  six  daughters,  seven  of  whom  were 
still  living  In  1887.  In  1844,  the  father  died,  leaving  the  sons 
James  and  William  to  help  their  widowed  mother,  who  lived  to  the 
advanced  age  of  75,  in  the  year  1874. 

JAMES  EMISON,  eldest  son  of  John  and  Margaret  Bowles  Emi¬ 
son,  was  born  in  Moore  County.  N.C.,  in  1821.  In  December,  1846, 
he  married  Sarah  Bowlton  of  Haywood  County  (now  Crockett),  Tenn. 

Of  this  union  they  had  eight  cnildren,  five  of  whom  were  still  liv¬ 
ing  in  1887,  namely  William  R;  Thomas  J;  John  S;  J.  Henry;  and 
J.  Hardy  Emison.  James  Emison  resided  in  the  Third  District  of  Crock¬ 
ett  County  during  most  of  his  life,  and  during  this  time  he  owned 
considerable  land.  After  assisting  his  children  in  procuring  their 
own  land  and  homes,  he  still  possessed  over  a  hundred  acres.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South;  a  Mason; 
and  a  Democrat  In  politics. 

JAMES  WESLEY  EMISON,  son  of  the  above  mentioned  William 
Emison,  and  grandson  of  the  original  John  Emison,  was  born  in  Mad¬ 
ison  County,  Tenn.,  near  the  village  of  Alamo,  on  March  2,  1853. 

On  December  2,  1875,  he  married  Lucy  ^nn  Williams.  Of  this  marriage 
they  had  five  children,  namely.  Colon  Hunter;  Berry  Carl;  Benjamin; 
Arthur;  Hattie;  and  Mattie.  'The  latter  two  sisters  were  twins  who 
died  in  Infancy,  shortly  after  the  death  of  their  mother  in  1885. 
During  later  years,  the  father  remarried  twice.  In  his  life  time, 
James  Wesley  served  as  Justice  of  the  Peace;  Clerk  of  the  Crockett 
County  Court;  Clerk  of  the  Crockett  County  Circuit  Court;  Clerk  and 
Master  of  the  Chancery  Court;  and  Postmaster,  ^e  was  a  member  of 
the  Baptist  Church. 

There  are  members  of  this  branch  of  the  EMISON  family  in 
North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Arkansas.  They  understand  that  the 
name  originally  was  spelled  EMERSON  in  Ireland.  £>ut  there  is  as 
yet  no  available  proof  of  this,  nor  in  the  case  of  the  other  branch 
of  the  EMISON  family,  represented  by  the  two  brothers  Hugh  and  Ash 
Emison,  who  came  from  Ireland  in  1762.  However,  according  to  the 
family  legends  in  both  of  these  branches.  It  Is  believed  that  they 
came  from  the  same  area  in  County  Cork.

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THE  FOLLOWING  INFORMATION  WAS  OBTAINED  FROM  "BEARD-BAIRD  FAMILY? 

BY  F.B.CATCHINGS:  AND  OTHER  SOURCES. 

Thomas  Baird  of  Falling  Spring,  Cumberland  (now  Franklin) 
County,  Pennsylvania,  was  understood  to  have  been  the  son  of  John 
and  Rebecca  Baird.  The  parents,  John  and  Rebecca,  came  from  the 
north  of  Ireland  to  Christiana  Hundred,  New  Castle  County,  Delaware, 
and  later  to  New  London  Township,  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania. 

Thomas  Baird  was  born  In  1724.  He,  with  his  brother 
John,  came  to  Falling  Spring  about  1747,  and  took  up  292  acres  of 
land  in  what  is  now  Guilford  Twp.,  Franklin  (then  part  of  Lancaster) 
County,  Penn.  This  plantation  was  southeast  of  and  near  the  present 
city  of  Chamber sb erg.  Thomas  Baird  was  taxed  in  Guilford  Twp.,  in  1751. 

He  was  a  prominent  man  in  his  township,  and  filled  &  number  of  pub¬ 
lic  offices.  About  the  time  he  came  to  Falling  Spring,  he  married 
Mary  Douglas  by  whom  he  had  a  large  family.  He  died  there  about  June, 
1775.  And  his  plantation  of  568  acres  amounted  to  1250  Pounds.  After 
the  death  of  Thomas,  the  widow  Mary  accompanied  some  of  her  children, 
their  husbands  and  wives  to  Hempfield  Twp ., Westmoreland  County,  Penn., 
and  later  to  Kentucky.  The  children  of  this  family  were:- 

1.  James  Baird  was  bora  in  1748  within  a  year  after  his 
parents  had  come  to  Falling  Spring.  When  comparatively  young  he  came 
west  to  Bedford  (later  Westmoreland)  County  in  1771,  and  assisted 
Captain  James  Potter  to  resurvey  the  John  McMillan  land  on  the  Monon 
-gahela  River.  In  1772-3  he  was  on  the  assessment  list  of  Hempfield 
Twp.,  for  two  300  acre  tracts  of  land  there.  And  it  was  to  this  are* 
that  his  mother  and  other  members  of  the  family  came  in  1775  after 
the  death  of  his  father.  In  the  spring  of  1779,  James  and  his  brother 
Thomas  went  down  the  Ohio  River  to  the  Falls  of  the  Ohio  (Louisville) 
where  they  were  present  at  the  first  sale  of  lots  there,  drawing  No. 

25  and  No.l  respectively  on  April  24,  1779.  In  1885,  A. B. Baird  of 
Hartford,  Kentucky,  the  grandson  of  James  Baird,  indicated  that 
James  apparently  returned  to  Redstone  Fort,  Penn.,  in  1783.  In  1785 
he  again  came  down  the  Ohio  to  Louisville.  On  this  trip, he  and  sever¬ 
al  of  his  companions  were  wounded  by  Indians.  Shortly  thereafter,  with 
his  younger  brother  William,  he  founded  Bairdstown,  now  known  as  Bards- 
town,  in  Nelson  County.  He  represented  Nelson  County  in  the  conven¬ 
tions  which  resulted  in  Kentucky  becoming  a  new  state.  Some  time 
before  this  he  had  married  Mary  Potter,  daughter  of  Captain  John 
Potter,  the  first  sheriff  of  Cumberland  County,  Penn.  In  Capt .Potter' s 
Will,  he  mentions  one  son  of  this  marriage,  James  Potter  Baird.  There 
was  probably  another  son,  Thomas;  and  two  daughters,  who  married 
John  Shields  and  William  Wilson.  The  son  Thomas, died  without  issue, 
near  Bairdstown  in  1791.  The  father,  Thomas,  lived  there  until  1790, 
after  which  his  family,  with  his  younger  brother  William,  went  to 
Hartford,  where  Thomas  remained  until  his  death  in  1826. 

2.  Elizabeth,  eldest  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Baird, 
married  Archibald  (Mecham)  Mossman.  And  after  his  death  she  married 
Hugh  Gibbs,  who  survived  her.  They  lived  in  Litterkenny  Twp.,  Cumber¬ 
land  County.  On  Jan.  2,  1778  Thomas  Baird  sold  his  brother- in- law ( Gibb) 
his  share  of  the  old  Baird  estate.  Later  Hugh  Gibb  went  to  Kentucky 
with  other  members  of  the  Baird  family. 

3.  Mary  Baird  was  bora  about  1751.  She  married  Hugh  Bnison 
in  Cumberland  County  in  1771.  Hugh  Emison,  born  1744,  and  Ash  Emison, 
bora  1753,  were  sons  of  Thomas  Emison  of  Ireland.  They  came  to  this 
country  in  1762.  Hugh  was  a  resident  of  Chester  County  on  April  7,1773. 
However,  he  evidently  moved  to  Cumberland  County  shortly  after  dis¬ 
posing  of  185  acres  of  land  a  few  miles  southwest  of  Chambersberg, 

an  interest  in  which  land  had  been  obtained  through  (his  older  brother?) 
James  Emison.  After  the  death  of  her  father,  Hugh  and  Mary  paird  Emison 
went  to  Westmoreland  County  with  other  members  of  the  Baird  family 
about  July,  1775.  And  in  1780,  Hugh  Emison' s  family  (including  the 
brother  Ash)  accompanied  a  large  migration  of  settlers  under  Gaptain 
William  Lytle,  down  the  Ohio  River,  where  they  settled  in  what  is 
now  Scott  County,  Kentucky.  Mary  died  about  1804.  See  Emison  Family 
History. 
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4*  Thomas  Baird,  second  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Baird,  was 
born  In  Falling  Spring  (near  Chambersburg) ,  Pa*  In  1749*  Along  with 
his  elder  brother,  James,  he  acquired  300  acres  of  land  In  Hempfleld 
Twp*,  Westmoreland  County,  Pa*,  where  he  was  assessed  for  this  land 
In  1772*  In  1776,  he  bought  from  his  brother,  John,  a  part  of  the 
old  Baird  plantation,  which  John  had  bought  under  the  settlement 
proceedings  of  Orphan* s  Court*  He  was  in  Falling  Spring  during  part 
of  the  Revolution,  as  a  Company  Clerk  of  William  Long*s  Company  of 
Cumberland  County  Associators*  Later  he  was  Second  Lieutenant  of 
Capt*  James  Calderwood* s  Independence  Company  and  Col*  Sam  Culbert¬ 
son^  Regiment  in  1777*  Lt.  Baird  went  to  Kentucky  with  his  older 
brother,  James,  where  he  drew  Lot  No*  1  in  the  first  sale  of  lots 
at  Louisville,  April  24,  1779*  In  Pa*  Thomas  had  married  Esther  Kil¬ 
gore,  by  whom  he  had  a  son  named  Charles*  This  son,  Charles,  married 
Catherine  Tyler,  sister  of  Jbhn  Tyler,  President  of  the  U.S*  After 
the  death  of  his  first  wife,  in  Kentucky,  Thomas  married,  in  1791,  a 
widow  named  Jane  (Johnson)  Handley,  who  was  born  in  1764.  From  the 
second  marriage  they  had  six  children,  in  addition  to  six  children 
by  Thomas*  former  marriage  and  three  by  Jane*s  former  marriage*  In 
1795,  this  family  was  living  in  Shelbyville,  Kentucky.  In  1801, 
Thomas  and  his  family  migrated  to  Knox  County,  Indiana,  near  Bruce- 
ville,  where  Thomas  died  in  1834  and  his  wife,  Jane,  died  in  1850* 

5*  John  Baird,  third  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Baird,  was  bora 

at  Falling  Spring  in  1756.  He  married  Agnes _ •  At  the  time  his 

father's  estate  was  settled,  he  was  appointed  Administrator,  and  in 
1775  he  bought  the  family  homestead,  his  older  brothers  James  and 
Thomas  having  renounced  in  his  favor.  He,  like  Thomas,  enrolled  in 
Captain  William  Long*s  Company  of  Cumberland  County  Associators  in 
1779;  and  served  a  tour  of  duty  under  Lt.  Adam  Harmony.  Late  in 
life  he  moved  to  Allegheny  County,  and  later  to  Beaver  County,  Penn, 
where  he  died.  The  children  of  John  and  Agnes  Baird  were  Mary,  Eliz¬ 
abeth,  Margaret,  Martha,  John,  Hugh,  James,  and  Thomas* 

6*  Samuel,  fourth  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Baird,  was  born  at 
Falling  Spring  1757.  He  became  a  surveyor,  and  was  interested  in 
coal  mines  on  the  Skuykill  with  Col*  Thomas  Potts  in  1784*  He  sold 
his  interest  in  the  mines  in  1788*  Within  a  year  or  two  he  went 
west  to  what  is  now  Vincennes,  Knox  County,  Indiana*  At  Vincennes, 
he  was  appointed  Territorial  Surveyor  of  the  Northwest  Territory. 

And  in  1801  he  was  the  first  Clerk  of  the  Territorial  Court  at  Vin¬ 
cennes*  In  1804  (through  his  attorney  Daniel  McClure)  he  sold  his 
nephew  Thomas  Enison,  400  acres  of  land  on  Maria. Creek  about  9  miles 
north  of  Vincennes*  It  was  on  this  site  that  the  first  Emison  mills 
were  built.  However,  prior  to  this  date  William  Baird  had  already 
returned  to  Montgomery  County,  Penn.,  where  he  died  at  Pottsville  in 
1820.

He  went  to  Cin¬ 
cinnati  where  he  served  in  the  Indian  campaigns  under  this  famous 
leader.  William  then  returned  to  Pennsylvania  where  he  married  the 
sister  of  Captain  Joseph  Kinkead,  and  died  there,  after  raising  a 
large  family.

a  state  of  Widowhood,  And  in  case  she  should  enter  into  a  second 
Marriage , Then  I  will  and  desire  that  all  my  Property  then  remaining 
shall  be  divided  into  three  parts.  One  of  which  Parts  to  be  my  said 
Wife  Sally1 s  and  the  Other  two  thirds  to  be  equally  divided  between 
ALL  THE  CHILDREN  we  may  have,  both  Male  and  female.  And  in  as  much 
as  I  have  many  old  Accounts  unsettled,  proof  of  which  may  be  Diffi¬ 
cult  to  produce  by  either  Party,  I  hereby  Authorise  My  Executors 
aforesaid,  or  either  of  them  to  settle  any  or  all  my  accounts  (with 
or  without  Proof  by  either  side  as  the  Parties  may  agree,  in  the 
same  manner  that  I  might  do  were  I  living)  As  may  appear  to  be  at¬ 
tended  with  least  difficulty,  and  equal  Justice,  according  to  their 
Judgment  —  And  I  further  will  and  desire.  That  in  Case  land  hith¬ 
erto  in  Law,  lying  in  Cumberland  County  Pennsylvania  should  have 
been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  Decreed  to  the  Heirs  of  JOHN  DUNNING, 
Deceased,  one  of  whom  I  am.

Mark  Dunning,  son  of  John  Dunning,  deceased  of  Cumberland 
Co*,  Penna. ,  and  his  wife,  Sarah  "Sally”  (Ruby)  Dunning,  daughter 
of  Peter  Ruby,  came  to  Vincennes,  Ind.,  prior  to  June  9,  1809,  at 
which  time  he  purchased  the  half  block  bounded  by  Second,  Third, 
and  Church  Streets.  Knox  County  Circuit  Court,  Deed  Bk."A"  Pg.  156* 
There  he  erected  his  home  on  the  east  corner,  and  his  place 
of  business  on  the  north  corner.  He  was  a  wagonmaker,  and  from  his 
estate  papers,  appears  to  have  been  prosperous.  Knox  Co.Ct.Box  11. 

His  son,  John  Brooks  Dunning,  assisted  the  widow,  Sally 
Dunning  in  the  administration  of  the  estate.  It  was  closed  3/16/1827. 

On  March  3,  1823,  the  daughter,  Margery  conveyed  "all  of  her 
business  property  to  John  B.  Dunning.  Deed  Bk."F"  Pg.  191, 

The  widow,  who  had  a  life  estate  under  the  Will,  died  in  1828. 
On  Dec.  11,  1828,  John  B.  Dunning  was  appointed  guardian  for 
the  minor,  "SPENCER  S.  DUNNING,  son  of  Mark  Dunning,  deceased,  age

PETER  RUBY 
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The  Will  of  Peter  Ruby,  who  died  In  1822  at  Vincennes, 
Indiana,  was  probated  March  18,  1822,  and  Is  as  follows,  towlt: 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen,  I  Peter  Ruby  Sr.  of  the  Borough  of 
Vincennes  do  constitute  and  ordain  this  to  be  my  last  will  and  tes¬ 
tament,  And  first  I  will  and  desire  that  all  my  debts  be  paid  with¬ 
out  any  unnecessary  delay.  Secondly,  In  consideration  (though  an 
inadequate  one)  of  my  living  with  her  and  the  many  xind  attentions 
and  favours  I  have  received  from  her  in  sickness  and  health,  and  the 
infirmities  .of  old  age,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  Daughter  Sarah 
Dunning  all  the  remainder  of  my  worldly  estate  of  every  description 
whatsoever,  hoping  that  she  will  accept  the  same,  as  it  is  all  the 
recompence  it  is  in  mytpower  to  make.  Lastly  I  constitute  and  ordain 
Mark  Dunning  to  be  my  Executor,  and  my  said  Daughter  Sarah  Dunning 
Executrix  to  see  that  this  my  last  will  and  testament  be  duly  exe¬ 
cuted,  Signed  with  my  hand  the  6th  day  of  October  1820 
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PHILIP  REILY  OR  REILEY  AND  HIS  FAMILY 


Philip  Reily,  his  wife,  Emelia,  and  children  came  from  Pennsy¬ 
lvania  to  Vincennes,  Indiana  about  1812  after  the  Battle  of  Tippe¬ 
canoe.  Two  children  were  born  after  arriving  at  Vincennes, Philip  Jr. 
and  Emily  E.  the  latter  on  February  24,  1816. 

The  numerous  signatures  of  the  four  sons  John  C.,  David  B., 
Martin  and  Joseph, in  Knox  County,  Indiana,  uniformly  spell  the  name 
"Reileyy  as  do  the  records  relating  to  them  and  the  other  children. 
The  one  signature  of  the  father  found  at  the  Court  House,  Vincennes, 
Knox  County,  Indiana  is  spelled  "Philip  Reily" 

Philip  Reily  was  a  merchant  and  silversmith  at  Vincennes,  He 
served  as  administrator  of  the  estate  of  his  son  David  B.  Reiley  in 
the  Court  at  Vincennes;  and  Elihu  Stout,  Editor  of  the  Western  Sun 
and  for  many  years  Postmaster  at  Vincennes;  and  the  son  John  C.  Rei¬ 
ley  were  the  sureties  on  the  bond.  Philip  died  while  so  acting  in 
May,  1821;  and  a  son  Martin  Reiley  succeeded  as  administrator. 

David  B.  Reiley  was  a  jeweler.  He  built  a  home  facing  Broadway 
on  the  north  corner  of  Fourth  and  Broadway  Streets  on  a  lot  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  Court  House  then  located  on  the  west  corner  of  Fourth  and 
Buntin  Streets  at  Vincennes.  He  died  at  Vincennes  in  the  Fall  of  1820 

The  son  John  C.  Reiley  was  a  Justice  of  Peace  at  Vincennes  in 
1820,  serving  at  the  same  time  with  General  W.  Johnston,  a  distingu¬ 
ished  citizen  of  Vincennes,  a  Justice  of  Peace  during  that  period. 

Between  1824  and  1834  all  of  the  Reiley  children,  except  David 
3.  Reiley  then  deceased,  moved  acrossed  the  Wabash  River  to  Lawrence 
County,  Illinois  of  which  Lawrenceville  was  the  county  seat. 

The  Illinois  Historical  and  Lawrence  County  Biographical  Volume, 
1910,  years  later  said;  "John  C.  Reiley  was  a  great  business  man  of 
his  day.  In  addition  to  carrying  an  immense  stock  of  dry  goods,  gro¬ 
ceries  and  a  general  mercantile  line,  he  established  a  factory  in 
which  the  finest  quality  of  furniture  in  that  day  were  manufactured 
from  Black  Walnut  and  Cherry  lumber.  Much  of  this  furniture  is  still 
in  this  vicinity  in  as  good  a  condition  as  when  new.  He  converted 
silver  coins  into  tea  and  table  spoons.  He  built  flat  boats  and 
loaded  them  with  corn,  hops,  pork  and  other  Lawrence  County  products 
and  sent  them  to  the  New  Orleans  market"  The  store  was  located  on 
the  north  side  of  the  Square.  About  1830  John  C.  Reiley  built  a 
large  brick  house  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Tenth  Street,  two  blocks 
north  of  the  Court  House  Square,  which  was  a  residence  for  over  one 
hundred  years.  Reiley  Brothers  owned  and  operated  a  distillery  and 
packing  house  on  Tenth  Street  near  the  Embarras  River. 

Martin  Reiley  who  died  in  Lawrenceville  in  1831, and  Joseph 
Reiley  who  died  in  or  near  Lawrenceville  in  1855, were  engaged  in 
business  with  their  brother,  John  C.  Reiley.  Joseph  Reiley  was  also 
a  farmer.  His  children  were:  Henry,  Philip,  Mary  E.,  Samuel,  Will¬ 
iam,  Elizabeth  and  Katherine. 

David  Bishop  who  married  Rebecca  Reiley  owned  and  resided  on  a 
large  farm  on  Allison  Prairie  on  the  west  side  of  the  Wabash  River 
south  of  Vincennes  and  Lawrenceville  road  now  U.S.  #50. 

Janes  Gadd,  who  came  from  Ohio,  married  Mary  Ann  Reiley  aid 
had  three  children  named  Emily,  Philip  and  Mary  Jane.  They  owned  and 
lived  on  a  large  tract  of  land  three  miles  northeast  of  Lawrenceville 

William  M.  Small  (son  of  John  S.  who  came  to  Vincennes  in  1785) 
married  Elizabeth  Reiley  in  1827.  He  owned  a  large  tract  of  land  and 
operated  the  mill  at  Smallsburg  five  miles  south  of  Lawrenceville  on 
the  Embarras  River  on  the  Great  Road.  (Vincennes  to  Kaskaskia). 

Robert  Ramsey  who  married  Margaret  Reiley  in  1833  owned  and  re¬ 
sided  on  a  farm  about  four  miles  south  of  Bridgeport. 

Emily  E.  Reiley  married  Spencer  Spear  Dunning  of  Vincennes  at 
Lawrenceville,  Illinois  on  May  30,  1838  and  they  located  at  Bruce- 
ville  in  Knox  County,  where  he  was  a  merchant  and  t ail or* dying  in 
1846.  The  widow  remarried  Squire  Andrew  C.  Dunn  and  after  his  death 
she  moved  back  to  Vincennes  and  resided  at  327  North  Third  Street 
where  she  died  September  30,  1900.

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According  to  Mrs.  Kate  Milner  Rabb  of  Indianapolis,  Ind., 
and  Mrs.  Julia  Rabb  Ferger  of  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  the  first  ances¬ 
tors  of  this  RABB  family  in  America,  were  John  and  Alexander  ROBB. 
They  were  Presbyterian  Elders  who  came  from  the  North  of  Ireland. 
This  information  is  confirmed  in  part  by  " Records  of  the 
Presbyterian  General  Synod  of  Ulster,  1691-1820,'*  found  in  the 
Presbyterian  Historical  Society,  Philadelphia.  Page  190:-  "At  a 
Synod  in  Belfast  on  June  21,  1710,  ALEXANDER  ROBB  and  REV.  ARCHIBALD 
DIC(K)S0N,  were  among  those  representing  County  Down.  Page  289:- 
ALEXANDER  ROBB,  a  Ruling  Elder,  and  REV.  ARCHIBALD  DIC(K)S0N,  and 
other  delegates  *  represented  County  Down  at  a  Synod  in  County  Antrim, 
June  23,  1713. 

The  names  of  JOHN  and  ALEXANDER  ROBB  were  among  those  on  a 
petition,  in  1718,  to  Governor  Shute  of  Pennsylvania,  regarding 
migration  to  that  Province.  And  it  is  understood  they  did  migrate 
to  York  County,  Penna.,  during  the  period  1720-30. 

JOHN  ROBB  was  believed  to  be  the  father  of  the  following 
children:-  John,  Alexander,  William,  Joseph,  Andrew,  George,  Samuel, 
James  and  two  daughters,  names  unknown.  Later,  members  of  this  family 
moved  to  "Old  Redstone  Fort" (now  Brownsville)  in  southwestern  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  The  son,  GEORGE,  eventually  moved  to  Virginia  some  time 
prior  to  1770,  but  it  is  not  known  whether  he  had  previously  accompan 
-ied  other  members  of  the  family  to  Old  Redstone  Fort.  The  various 
descendants  have  spelled  the  name  ROBB;  ROB;  RABB;  RAB;  ROBE. 

GEORGE  ROBB:-  York  County  (Chanceford  Twp.)  Penna.,  Feb.  6,  1753:- 
Warrant  No. 36  for  111  acres.  From  records,  Penna.  State  Land  Office, 
Harrisburg.  Other  names  in  this  locality  were  William  and  Joseph  Robb.

First  I  direct  my  body  to  be  decently  buried  and  as  to  such 
worldly  estate  as  God  has  been  pleased  to  Interest,  me  widi  I  dis¬ 
pose  of  the  same  a3  follows. 

First  I  direct  that  all  my  debts  shall  be  paid  as  soon  as 
possible  after  my  decease,  of  the  first  money  that  comes  into  the 
hands  of  my  executors.  I  also  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  David 
G.  Rabb  one  note  of  Three  thousand  Dollars  bearing  date  August  25, 
1837  A.D.  which  note  I  now  hold  on  my  son  D.G.Rabb,  which  note 
shall  be  cancelled  at  my  decease  and  I  also  give  unto  my  son  David 
G.  Rabb  my  share  of  the  farm  known  by  the  name  of  the  Speakman  farm, 
and  for  which  the  said  D.G.Rabb  shall  pay  to  my  beloved  wife  Four 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually,  and  also  at  the  decease  of  my 
wife  the  said  D.G.Rabb  shall  pay  to  my  son  James  Rabb  three  thous¬ 
and  dollars.  I  also  give  &  bequeath  my  son  James  Rabb  one  note  of 
the  sum  of  Twenty  eight  hundred  and  thirty  eight  dollars  bearing 
date  of  20th  Augt.  A.D. 1837,  by  him  the  said  James  Rabb  paying  my 
wife  anually  the  sum  of  One  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  I  also  be¬ 
queath  unto  my  three  grandsons  to  wit  Huron  Marsh,  John  Marsh  &  George 
Marsh,  each  of  the  aforesaid  grandsons  the  sum  of  Five  hundred  dol 
-lars  with  interest  from  my  decease  as  they  severally  become  21 
years  of  age,  and  also  after  my  estate  is  finally  settled,  I  give 
unto  my  beloved  wife  Elizabeth  Rab  all  my  money  on  hand,  notes, 
book  accounts,  and  all  my  house  hold  property  3c  for  her  own  proper 
use  (&)  benefit,  and  further  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my 
sons  James  Rabb  and  David  G.Rabb  as  my  lawful  executors  with  full 
power  to  execute  this  my  last  will  and  testament.

(By  J.W.Emison,  Aug .23, 1939 The  foregoing  will  and 
signature  indicate  clearly  that  the  father,  George, Jr.,  was  the 
last  to  spell  the  name  RAB,  and  the  children  spelled  it  RABB. 

The  old  Rabb  home  is  still  in  existence,  about  a  mile 
north  of  Rising  Sun,  on  the  road  to  Cincinnati.  A  Mr.  Bedgood, 
the  ferry  master  at  Rising  Sun,  informed  me  that  during  the 
Civil  War,  the  people  of  the  community  had  the  prearranged  sig¬ 
nal  of  firing  a  cannon,  and  all  of  them  were  to  hide  in  the 
"RABB  WOODS"  in  case  Morgan  and  his  raiders  were  successful  in 
crossing  the  Ohio  River. 
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JOHN  HENRY  BABB,  M.D. 


John  Henry  Rabb,  eldest  son  of  James  and  Prances  Weaver 
Rabb,  was  born  at  Lawrenceburg,  Indiana,  on  April  6,  1830. 

The  father,  James  (Rab)  Rabb,  was  born  at  Staunton, 
Virginia,  on  December  11,  1805.  And  on  March  12,  1829,  he  married 
Prances  Weaver  (July  27,  1812  -  October  10,  1869)  in  Staunton. 

James  Rabb  was  a  Virginia  gentleman  of  the  old  school,  and  dis¬ 
tinctively  belonged  to  that  type  of  men  all  his  life. 

In  his  early  childhood  John  H.  Rabb  accompanied  his 
parents  on  their  removal  to  Warsaw,  Kentucky. 

He  was  educated  at  Hanover  College,  Indiana,  and  there¬ 
after  at  the  Louisville  Medical  College  in  Kentucky.  After  grad¬ 
uation  he  began  the  practice  of  medicine  in  dfaat  locality. 

On  January  10,  1853,  he  married  Susan  Eleanor  Sinclair, 
at  Aberdeen,  Ohio,  daughter  of  Nimrod  H.,  and  Sally  Randall  Sinclair 
of  Lexington  and  Covington,  Kentucky. 

In  1854  this  young  couple  removed  to  Russelville,  Illinois 
which  then  seemed  a  promising  river  port  to  the  Illinois  country. 

However,  in  1859  they  again  moved  to  the  historical  old  French 
center  at  Vincennes,  where  Dr.  Rabb  was  closely  identified  with 
the  business  interests  and  development  and  progress  of  that  city 
until  his  death. 

In  Vincennes,  he  soon  became  known  as  a  particularly 
able  physician.  He  was  known  for  his  charitable  and  benevolent 
service.  And  on  one  occasion  he  was  called  from  his  home,  then 
in  Russelville,  to  attend  a  very  sick  man  near  Oaktown,  Indiana. 

At  that  time,  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Wabash  lowlands 
were  infected  with  various  forms- of  swamp  fevers.  Upon  that 
occasion  Dr.  Rabb  stopped  at  every  house  on  his  return  from  his 
patient  to  his  home,  and  administered  to  the  ill  in  six  or  seven 
instances.  Finally  near  the  bank  of  the  riyer  he  came  upon  a  des¬ 
titute  woman  with  a  sick 'baby  in  her  arms.  She  had  heard  that  he 
would  come  that  way,  and  had  walked  more  than  a  mile  to  seek  his 
help.  Dr.  Rabb  thought  that  the  child  was  dying  but  administered 
medicine,  and  gave  more  for  the  mother  to  take  home.  However, 
several  months  afterward  the  happy  mother  came  to  his  office  to 
^xpress  her  gratitude  for  saving  her  child's  life.  And  he  always 
said  the  recollection  of  this  incident  was  the  happiest  moment  of 
his  many  charitable  deeds. 

In  Vincennes,  Dr.  Rabb  was  looking  after  a  large  and 
lucrative  practice,  when  a  fall  from  his  horse  so  crippled  him 
that  he  could  no  longer  pursue  his  profession.  He  then  started  as 
a  merchant  in  a  large  store  on  Main  Street  just  east  of  the 
building  in  which  he  afterward  became  the  President  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Vincennes.  He  carried  on  a  large  and  profitable 
business  from  1859  until  1872,  in  which  year  he  was  elected  to  the 
presidency  of  the  First  National  Bank.. 

With.  Dr.  Rabb  as  head  of  this  bank,  during  the  twenty 
six  remaining  years  of  his  life,  it  became  one  of  the  most  reli¬ 
able  financial  institutions  in  southern  Indiana.  During  this  same 
period  he  became  President  of  the  Citizens  Gas  Light  Company,  and 
a  stockholder  in  many  other  enterprises  to  which  he  gave  his 
energies  as  an  officer  and  director. 

Though  his  people  had  come  from  Virginia,  Dr.  Rabb  was 
a  vigorous  and  staunch  defender  of  the  Union.  His  younger  brother, 
James  David,  was  a  graduate  of  West  Point  in  1861,  who  died  as  an 
officer  of  the  Union  forces  in  New  Orleans.  His  uncle,  David 
Guilkerson  Rabb,  with  two  sons,  were  also  officers  in  the  Union 
forces.  Although  incapacitated  for  active  duty.  Dr.  Rabb  gave 
greatly  of  his  resources  and  energies  to  the  Union  cause. 

In  1898,  at  his  funeral  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  the 
Trustees  and  Cadet  Corps  of  the  Vincennes  University,  acted  as 
pallbearers  and  the  guard  of  honor  respectively,  in  gratitude  for 
his  help  rendered  to  that  institution. 


DAVID  GUILKERSON  RABB 
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Following  Information  taken  from  "A  Biographical  History  of 
Eminent  and  Self  Made  Men  of  the  State  of  Indiana",  By  Western  Bio¬ 
graphical  Publishing  Co,,  Cincinnati,  1880* 

"David  Guilkerson  Rabb,  an  eminent  citizen  of  Rising  Sun, 
Indiana,  was  bom  In  Staunton,  Virginia,  1812.  When  he  was  but  4 
years  of  age  his  parents  removed  to  Dearborn  County,  Indiana,  and 
he  ever  after  remained  a  resident  of  that  section  of  country.  In 
1824  he  was  attacked  with  bronchitis,  so  affecting  his  voice  that  he 
was  subsequently  unable  to  follow  any  calling  which  required  public 
speaking-—".  "He  obtained  his  early  education  In  the  schools  of 
Hardintown  and  Lawrenceburg,  but  in  1828  went  to  Cincinnati,  where 
there  was  then  an  excellent  classical  and  mathematical  school— 
later  known  as  Woodward  College." 

"After  school  he  entered  the  service  of  the  American  Fur  Com¬ 
pany,  which  transacted  most  of  its  business  with  the  Indians.  In 
this  work  he  travelled  over  the  Missouri  plains,  into  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  and  among  the  headwaters  of  the  Missouri  River.  After  six 
months,  he  returned  to  Cincinnati  where  he  was  employed  in  the  mer¬ 
cantile  business,  and  also  worked  for  a  while  in  the  shop  of  his 
father,  who  was  a  wagon  maker.  Later  he  bought  some  land  below 
Laughery  Creek  in  what  is  now  Ohio  County* 

"In  the  year  1833  he. married  Miss  Abigail  Scoggin,  of  Hamil¬ 
ton  County,  Ohio,  and  made  his  home  at  the  Laughery  Island  farm.  His 
wife  died  soon  aftwr  the  death  of  their  Infant  child,  George.  Later 
he  married  Miss  Margaret  Jelley,  of  Rising  Sun.  In  the  year  1847  he 
bought  the  famous  Maple  Grove  farm.  Here  his  second  wife  died  later, 
leaving  six  children,  three  of  whom  were  still  living  in  1880. 

"In  1856  he  was  married  to  Miss  Rachael  A.  Fitch  of  Bedford, 
Mass*,  and  had  by  her  five  children,  all  of  whom  were  still  living 
with  their  mother  in  1880. 

Mr.  Rabb  was  a  successful  farmer,  and  he  was  fortunate  in  his 
boating  experience  on  the  Ohio.  In  Rising  Sun  he  became  active  in 
aiding  the  Churches,  schools,  and  civic  enterprises.  He  was  active 
in  Masonic  work,  and  was  one  of  the  oldest  Knights  Templar  at  his 
death. 

"For  several  years  he  was  engaged  in  the  dry  goods  business 
with  J.H. Jones,  and  in  1868  he  opened  an  office  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  to  the  produce  commission  business ." 

"He  was  a  patriotic  man— and  during  the  Black  Hawk  War  he 
acted  as  a  scout.  For  the  Mexican  War  he  raised  a  Company  of  Artil¬ 
lery,  receiving  his  commission  as  Captain---*  "On  August  5,  1861  he 
received  a  commission  of  Captain  of  the  2nd  Indiana  Battery-—.  They 
were  removed  to  St.  Louis  where  Capt.  Rabb  was  attached  to  the  staff 
of  General  Fremont-— and  made  the  celebrated  100  days  march  through 
Missouri*  On  the  24th  of  November,  with  two  other  officers  he  was 
taken  prisoner  by  Si  Gordon* s  guerilla  band,  while  on  his  way  back 
from  St.  Louis  to  his  command  at  Ft.  Leavenworth*  He  suffered  many 
indignities  from  the  rebels  in  possession  of  Ft.  Leavenworth  then, 
and  finally  made  his  excape.  For  four  months  he  was  in  command  of 
the  paroled  prisoners  camp  at  Camp  Chase,  Columbus,  Ohio. 

"He  hated  slavery,  and  this  was  an  inherited  antipathy,  for 
it  was  the  cause  why  his  father  left  Virginia,  and  began  life  again 
in  a  free  state.  Although  he  was  active  in  church  and  Sunday  school 
work,  and  attended  the  Methodist  Church  when  young,  he  did  not  Join 
a  Church  until  at  the  age  of  60,  he  became  a  member  and  a  ruling 
Elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

"Although  Captain  Rabb  had  planned  several  times  to  move  to 
California,  his  life  was  finally  cut  short  on  October  7,  1874.  He 
was  survived  by  his  wife  and  children,  two  of  whom  served  with  dis¬ 
tinction  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  He  was  burled  at  Rising  Sun, 
Indiana." 
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Prom  "A  Biographical  History  of  Eminent  &  Self  Made  Men?  1880. 

John  W.  Rabb,  son  of  David  Guilkerson  and  Margaret  H.  Jelley 
Rabb,  was  born  in  Ohio  Gounty,  Indiana  on  August  6,  1838. 

"He  graduate! from  Wabash  College,  afterwards  studying  law.  He 
began  his  practice  in  Rising  Sun,  and  at  the  same  time  became  the 
editor  of  a  newspaper  there* 

When  the  call  for  soldiers  was  made  in  1861,  he  at  once 
responded,  enlisting  in  April.  He  was  mustered  in  as  Captain  of 
Comoany  "In,  7th  Regiment  of  Indiara  Volunteers.  This  was  under 
the  three  months  call,  and  his  command  participated  in  most  of  the 
battles,  Philippi,  Cheat  Mountain,  Garrick' s  Ford,  etc.  Their 
Colonel  was  John  Dumont.  When  their  term  expired  he  entered  his 
father's  battery,  the  2nd  Indiana,  as  First  Lieutenant,  and  when 
his  father  was  captured,  was  promoted  to  his  place.  In  the  Army 
he  was  under  the  command,  successively,  of  Generals  Fremont,  Hunter, 
Halleck,  and  Lane,  and  was  In  the  battle  of  Round  Grove,  Hartville, 
Cane  Hill,  Prairie  Grove,  and  Van  Buren.  He  served  as  Inspector- 
General  on  General  McNeil's  staff  at  Springfield,  Missouri,  and  was 
on  the  road  with  him  through  Missouri  and  Arkansas,  after  the 
rebel  Generals  Joe  Shelby,  Coffee,  and  Campbell.  He  recruited  and 
organized  the  2nd  Regiment  of  Missouri  Light  Artillery  in  December 
1863,  and  was  commissioned  its  senior  Major.  Stationed  at  New 
Madrid,  he  commanded  the  Southeastern  Sub-District  of  Missouri 
until  after  the  Fort  Pillow  Massacre,  when  he  was  ordered  to  St. Louis 
He  was  at  Pilot  Knob  when  it  was  attacked  by  General  Price  in  1864, 
and  was  forced  to  blow  up  the  caissons  of  Battery  rtHn  of  his  command. 

He  took  part  in  the  raid  after  General  Price  through  Missouri, 
Kansas,  and  Indian  Territory,  in  1864,  as  part  of  the  16th  Army  Corps 
under  command  of  General  A. J .Smith. 

After  the  Battle  of  Nashville,  he  was  ordered  to  Johnsonyille, 
Tennessee  where  he  was  in  charge  of  the  port  artillery,  afterwards 
becoming  commander  of  the  port.  He  was  mustered  out  of  service,  with 
the  four  batteries  of  his  Regiment  at  St.  Louis,  on  September  27,1865 

After  the  close  of  the  War,  he  went  to  Lafayette,  Indiana,  be¬ 
ginning  the  practice  of  law  there.  In  a  short  time  he  was  compelled 
by  his  failing  health  to  return  to  Rising  Sun,  where  he  died  in  his 
thirty  first  year,  leaving  a  wife  and  two  sons. 

GEORGE  JELLEY  RABB. 

George  Jelley  Rabb,  son  of  David  Guilkerson  and  Margaret  H. 
Jelley  Rabb,  was  born  In  Ohio  County,  Indiana,  Cn  January  1845. 

"He  was  a  student  of  Miami  University,  Oxford,  Ohio,  when  the 
war  began,  and  immediately  enlisted  In  the  90  days  service,  in  the 
Company  commanded  by  Professor  R.W. McFarland.  In  this  Company  "A?  of 
the  60th  Indiana  Volunteers,  he  became  a  Captain.  They  saw  active 
service  in  West  Virginia.  On  the  expiration  of  his  term,  he  enlisted 
as  private  in  the  2nd  Indiana  (Rabb's)  Battery  (of  his  father)  in 
August  1861?  / 

"He  was  made  a  Second  Lieutenant  of  Battery  "I'J  2nd  Missouri 
Light  Artillery,  Februrary  18,  1865,  which  Regiment  was  organized 
and  commanded  by  his  older  brother  John  W.  Rabb,  as  Senior  Major. 

He  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  In  September  27,  1865,  and 
turned  to  the  study  of  medicine,  graduating  at  the  Medical  College 
of  St.  Louis *  Missouri.  In  1880  he  was  practicing  medicine  at 
Marshall,  Illinois. 

Mr.  Rabb  died  some  nine  years  later  In  1889,  and  was  buried 
with  those  of  his  family  who  had  gone  before  him,  in  the  cemetery 
at  Rising  Sun,  Indiana. 
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JOHN  ROBB,  who  with  his  brother  Alexander,  were  Elders  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Ulster  in  Ireland.  During  the  period 
1720-30  they  migrated  to  York  County,  Pennsylvania.  Of  these  two 
brothers,  John  Is  believed  to  have  been  the  father  of  the  follow 
ing  children. 

1 .  J  ohn  Robb . 


2.  Alexander  Robb,  who  moved  to  Fairfield  County,  South 
Carolina  in  1753,  where  he  later  took  up  a  land  grant  of  200 
acres  in  the  year  1762.  His  descendants  spell  the  name  RABB. 


3.  William  Robb,  born  about  1730.  He  also  moved  to  Fairfield 
County,  South  Carolina,  with  his  brother  Alexander  in  1753,  and 
took  up  a  land  grant  of  100  acres  adjoining  Alexander  on  Sept.  6, 
1768.  There  he  married  _ Thompson.  Later  he  was  a  lieut¬ 

enant  in  the  Revolution,  and  died  in  1814.  Their  children  were:- 
John;  William;  James;  Elizabeth; and  Mary.  They  spell  the  name  RABB. 


4.  Joseph  Robb. 


5.  Andrew  Robb.  This  Andrew  is  believed  to  have  married 
Mary  Scott,  Apr.  15,  1769.  And  he  was  a  Captain  In  the  3rd  Bn., 
Westmoreland  County  Militia  in  Penna.,  during  the  Revolution.  His 
descendants  in  Kentucky  spell  the  name  Rabb. 


6.  George  Robb-Rab,  who  married  Dorothea _ .  Some  time 

prior  to  1770  he  moved  to  Sheperds town,  W.Va.  After  the  death  of 
his  first  wife,  he  married  Barbara  Eckhart,  and  died  in  1811.  His 
children  were:-  John;  George,  Jr.,  Solomon;  Jacob;  Sophia;  Eliza¬ 
beth;  Sarah;  Hannah;  and  Juliana.  The  spellings  are  ROB :RAB :RABB . 

George, Jr.,  moved  to  Staunton,  Va.,  and  then  to  Dearborn  Co.,Ind. 


7.  Samuel  Robb-Rabb,  was  born  in  1738,  and  later  moved  to 
Old  Redstone  Fort  in  southwestern  Pennsylvania  with  other  members 
of  the  family.  In  1801  he  moved  to  Franklin  County,  Ohio,  and  died 
in  1829.  His  children  were:-  Samuel;  Andrew;  Joseph;  John;  William; 
Johnson;  another  son,  and  two  daughters ;names  unknown.  The  son 
Johnson  had  a  son  Levi,  who  moved  to  Fountain  County,  Indiana.

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John  Sinclair,  Sr,,  the  founder  of  this  branch  of  the  Sin¬ 
clair  family,  came  from  Scotland  to  the  American  Colonies  in  1747, 
with  the  families  of  Douglas,  McDonald,  Shepherd  and  others.  They 
were  political  exiles  who  had  united  their  destinies  with  the  house 
of  Stuart.  When  the  fortunes  of  that  family  went  down  in  defeat  on 
the  field  of  Culloden  Moore,  April  16,  1746,  their  native  country 
was  no  longer  safe  for  them. 

Mr.  Sinclair  settled  in  Leesburg,  Virginia,  near  the  Potomac 
River.  He  was  a  planter  who  led  a  life  of  quietness  and  sobriety. 

He  died  upon  his  estate  about  the  year  1800.

On  Nov.  5,  1842,  the  Western  Sun  and  General  Advertiser  (on 
file  at  the  Vincennes  Public  Library)  carried  the  following  obitu¬ 
ary  on  James  Scott* -  "Died  -  On  Sunday  the  23rd  of  October  1842,  at 
his  residence  in  Knox  County  (Indiana)  Mr.  James  Scott,  aged  87 
years  -  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  and  among  the  first  settlers 
of  the  County.  He  had  not  an  enemy  in  the  world,  and  has  left  a  mo¬ 
mentous  wave  of  friends  to  mourn  his  exit."

SIMPSON  FAMILY 
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Patrick  Simpson  was  the  son  of  George  and  Janet  (Strlnage) 
Simpson  of  Glasgow,  Scotland,  where  Patrick  was  horn  Dec.  3,  1761. 

At  an  early  age  he  emigrated  from  Scotland  to  one  of  the  Carolines . 
It  took  him  thirteen  weeks  to  cross  the  ocean  in  a  sailing  vessel, 
during  which  time  he  read  through  the  Bible  twice. 

After  landing,  he  proceeded  westward  to  the  lower  end  of  the 
wilderness  Trail,  thence  up  through  Cumberland  Gap,  into  Kentucky, 
where  he  built  a  home,  and  lived  for  a  time  at  Red  Horse  (near  Crab 
Orchard).  He  moved  on  to  Vincennes,  at  the  age  of  21,  in  February 
1783,  just  after  the  Revolution. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  first  Grand  Jury  of  the  Northwest 
Territory,  convened  at  Vincennes,  July  14,  1790,  and  was  also  a 
member  of  the  first  Grand  Jury  of  Indiana  Territory,  March  3,  1801. 
In  1790  he  is  recorded  as  a  Private  in  the  Militia  of  the  Northwest 
Territory,  belonging  to  Capt.  Pierre  Gamelin’s  Company,  and  was  in 
several  "brushes"  with  the  Indians.  On  two  occasions  he  swam  the 
Ohio  River  -  once  with  his  rifle  in  hand  -  with  the  Indians  after 
him.  For  his  military  service  the  Government  of  the  Northwest  Terr¬ 
itory  gave  him  100  acres  of  land  on"MIll  Creek." 

Patrick  Simpson  was  one  of  the  early  members  of  the  (upper 
Indiana  Presbyterian  Church,  between  Vincennes  and  Bruceville .Later 
he  transferred  to  the  (Lower)  Indiana  Church,  between  Vincennes  and 
Monroe  City,  (organized  about  1806).  Before  the  meeting  houses  were 
built,  services  were  sometimes  held  at  his  large  log  house,  which 
was  equipped  with  port  holes  through  which  defenders  could  fire  at 
the  Indians  when  necessary.  During  these  troublous  times  it  was  of¬ 
ten  necessary  for  the  congregation  to  be  guarded  by  the  soldiers 
from  Ft.  Knox.  On  July  31,  1815,  Patrick  Simpson  deeded  (without 
charge)  to  the  Indiana  (Lower)  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  "encour¬ 
agement  of  the  Presbyterian  religion  within  the  said  Territory,  and 
towards  the  support  of  a  Presbyterian  minister, "one  hundred  acres 
of  land  "to  be  taken  off  of  No.  4  In  the  old  Donation,  which  by  deed 
---dated  2nd  Sept.  1790,  Honore  Dany  and  wife  conveyed  unto  Patrick 
Simpson."  This  original  deed,  from  which  the  above  quotations  were 
taken,  together  with  another  original  deed  (dated  1797)  for  all  of 
Donation  No.  4  from  the  government  of  the  Northwest  Territory  to 
Patrick  Simpson,  Is  still  in  possession  of  the  Simpson  family. 

Patrick  Simpson  was  a  large  land  owner,  having  at  one  time 
about  7,300  acres  in  the  Miami  River  Valley  (Ohio),  and  in  1806  is 
recorded  as  owning  4,427  acres  in  Knox  County,  Ind.  At  one  time  he 
held  a  deed  to  the  square  in  Vincennes  on  which  the  City  ^all  now 
stands  and  traded  it  for  a  negro  slave. 

For  a  short  time  Patrick  kept  a  store  in  Vincennes  but  lived 
as  a  farmer  most  of  his  life  on  Donation  No.  4.  His  house  was  built 
of  very  large  hardwood  logs  and  was  still  standing  until  about  1905. 
At  the  "log-rolling"  when  his  home  was  erected,  fourteen  rattle¬ 
snakes,  that  had  made  their  home  under  the  log  heap,  were  killed. 
Until  a  few  years  ago  this  old  homestead  always  belonged  to  one  of 
the  family  descendants. 

The  following  Is  taken  from  page  51  of  the  "Hoosier  Horti¬ 
culture",  April  1924;  In  1808 - Patrick  Simpson  planted  a  seedling 

apple  orchard  on  Donation  No.  4  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Henry  Bezy. 
This  was  one  of  the  first  orchards  In  the  county  and  was  planted 
near  his  two  story  log  house.  This  house  had  six  rooms,  one  chimney 
and  five  fire  places.  The  chimney  was  made  of  brick  laid  on  clay 
mortar.  In  1863  a  few  of  the  above  apple  trees  were  still  in  good 
condition,  and  were  all  loaded  with  fruit.  Some  of  the  trunks  of 
these  trees  were  two  and  a  half  to  three  feet  in  diameter.  It  Is  in¬ 
teresting  to  note  that  Archibald  Simpson,  son  of  Patrick,  was  one 
of  the  first  nurserymen  In  this  part  of  the  state.  Harry  D.  Simp¬ 
son,  Robert  A.  Simpson  and  w.  C.  Reed,  all  of  whom  are  now  engaged 
in  the  nursery  and  orchard  business  in  Knox  County  are  great  grand¬ 
sons  of  Patrick  Simpson.

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1608  THOMAS  EMERSON.  During  the  years  1608-25,  he  was  granted  the 

income  from  various  parcels  of  land,  confiscated  by  King  James 
1st.  He  died  in  England,  leaving  debts  of  ^6,000/-/-,  assumed 
by  his  son  Edward.  Edw.  petitioned  the  "protection  of  the  Court ■' 
to  lengthen  the  period  in  which  to  pay  off  the  debts. 

King  James  1st,  issued  a  proclamation,  forbidding  duels.  And 
the  names  of  some  duelists  punished,  were  mentioned.  But  no  Em- 
isons  were  listed.

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As  Stated  previously,  (James?),  Hugh  and  Ash  Emison, 
sons  of  Thomas,  came  from  Ireland  to  America,  arriving  at  ” James¬ 
town  . "  The  date  has  been  reasonably  established  as  1761-2.  However, 
the  legend  does  not  reveal  that  the  place  of  landing  was  at  James 
-town,  Virginia.  Even  at  that  early  date,  this  original  island 
settlement  in  the  James  River  had  come  into  the  possession  of  a 
private  family,  and  was  more  or  less  a  deserted  community.  After 
extensive  research,  there  is  no  evidence  to  indicate  that  the  Em¬ 
ison  family  landed  there,  notwithstanding  the  following  record  on 
Thomas  Emerson  in  Goochland  County,  on  the  north  side  of  the  James 
River,  in  1765. 

In  mentioning  the  original  Jamestown  settlement,  it  is 
a  curious  coincidence  to  note  that  there  was  also  another  small 
settlement,  with  a  Post  Office,  by  the  name  of  Jamestown  In  Prince 
Edward  County,  Virginia,  located  2  miles  east  of  •Farmville,  on  the 
south  bank  of  the  Appomattox  River.  According  to  the  '’Gazetteer, 
U.S.A.,  1840”  by  Haskel  Sc  Smith,  this  village  then  contained  one 
Church,  free  to  all  denominations;  2  stores;  and  several  dwellings. 

It  is  also  an  Emison  family  legend  In  Kentucky,  that 
they  owned  the  land,  in  the  early  days,  upon  which  the  original 
Appomattox  Court  House  was  later  erected.  This  particular  site  was 
formerly  In  the  extreme  western  tongue  of  Prince  Edward  County 
which  now  forms  part  of  Appomattox  County.  The  writer,  J.W.  Emison 
examined  an  old  county  map  in  Farmville,  which  shows  the  early 
land  owners  of  that  area.  No  Indication  of  the  Emison  family  was 
found.  But  it  did  show  the  Marshall  and  Webb  families,  two  names 
prominent  in  early  Scott  County,  Kentucky.  Elizabeth  Marshall,  his 
second  wife,  married  Hugh  Emison  in  Scott  County,  Oct.  23,  1806. 

In  1763,  one  year  after  the  Emison  family  landed  in  Amer 
-ica,  is  the  following  record.  Virginia  State  Land  Office,  Rich¬ 
mond,  Land  Patents  Book  35,  Page  141:-  "George  the  Third,  etc..  To 
all,  etc..  Know  Ye  that  for  divers  and  good  causes  and  considera¬ 
tions,  but  more  especially  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
25  Shillings  of  good  and  lawful  money,  for  our  use,  paid  to  our 
Receiver  General  of  our  Revenues  in  this  our  Colony  and  Dominion 
of  Virginia,  We  have  given,  granted  and  confirmed,  and  by  these 
presents  for  us  and  our  successors,  do  give  grant  and  confirm  un¬ 
to  THOMAS  EMERSON,  one  certain  tract  or  parcel  of  land  containing 
240  acres,  lying  and  being  in  the  County  of  Goochland,  on  the  north 
side  of  the  James  River,  among  the  branches  of  the  Byrd,  and  bound 
-ed  as  followeth;"  (description  of  land,  bounded  partly  by  land  of 

Massie)  " - witness  our  trusty  and  welbeloved  Francis  Fauquier, 

Esq.,  our  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  our  said 
Colony  and  Dominion  at  Williamsburg,  under  the  seal  of  our  said 
Colony  this  23rd  day  of  May  1763,  in  the  third  year  of  our  Reign." 

Virginia  State  Land  Office,  Richmond,  Land  Patent  Book 
41,  Page  229:-  This  patent,  with  similar  wording  to  that  above, 
was  issued  to  tHOMAS  hMERSGN  of  Albermarle  County,  for  400  acres, 
at  a  consideration  of  40  Shillings.  Signed  John,  Earl  Dunmore, 
"Trusty  and  welbeloved  Lieutenant  and  Governor  General  of  Virginia, 
this  1st  day  of  iviay  1773.  "

(Note  by  the  writer,  J.W.E:-  This  THOMAS  EMMERSON  or  EMERSON  later 
became  prominent  in  the  public  life  of  Washington  County,  Tennessee, 
and  the  western  part  of  that  State.  He  died  about  the  year  1825.  In 
the  absence  of  more  specific  data,  it  is  indicated  that  this  man 
had  no  connection  with  the  THOMAS  EMISON  in  the  following  records. 

THOMAS  EMISON  (FATHER  OF  HUGH,  ASH,  and/or  WILLIAM)? 

In  the  same  County  of  Frederick,  in  Virginia,  the  "First 
Federal  Census,  1790"  shows  THOMAS  EMISON  on  the  tax  list  of 
Elisha  Williams,  1782.  According  to  the  other  names  on  this  list, 
THOMAS  EMISON  then  lived  about  ten  to  twelve  miles  southeast  of 
Winchester,  near  the  county  border,  on  the  road  to  Leesburg,  seat 
of  Loudoun  County.  No  further  trace  of  this  THOMAS  EMISON  could  be 
found  In  Virginia  or  elsewhere.  At  the  same  time,  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind,  no  other  records  have  been  found  showing  definite  proof  of 
the  father  (supposedly  Thomas)  of  Hugh  and  Ash  EMISON,  in  America. 

The  above  THOMAS  EMISON,  however,  did  live  at  a  time,  and 
in  an  area  indicating  that  he  might  have  been  the  father  of  Hugh 
and  Ash  Emison;  and  also  the  grandparent  of  William  and  Margaret 
Emison  mentioned  below.  This  theory  is  reinforced  by  the  true 
spelling  of  the  name  EMISON  in  each  instance. 

WILLIAM  and  MARGARET  EMISON  (DESCENDANTS  OF  THOMAS)? 

Not  far  from  the  locale  of  THOMAS,  records  reveal  the 
history  of  WILLIAM  EMISON,  his  sister  MARGARET  and  their  mother, 
in  Loudoun  and  Culpeper  Counties  in  Virginia.  Margaret  first 
married  John  Cummings,  a  widower,  on  April  12,  1813  at  her  home 
in  Loudoun  County,  and  went  to  live  with  him  at  his  plantation, 
adjoining  that  of  her  brother  William  (and  their  mother)  in 
Culpeper  County.  After  the  death  of  Margaret’s  husband  John,  she 
later  married  **  John  Smallwood.  And  this  family  moved  to  Fayette 
County,  near  Connersville ,  Indiana,  sometime  during  1846-9. 

William  Emison,  apparently  a  bachelor,  was  a  prominent 
man  in  the  public  affairs  of  Culpeper,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Masonic  Lodge.  During  the  years  1838-46,  he  was  treasurer  6f  the 
County  School  Commiss ion ( then  known  as  "Directors  of  the  Literary 
Fund").  In  the  years  1847-9,  he  was  the  "Superintendent  of  Schools'.' 

However,  Virginia  then  had  no  "Public*  Schools"  as  we  know  them 
until  after  the  Civil  War.  During  this  same  time  he  had  long  been 
Commissioner  of  the  Court,  and  later  one  of  the  "Gentlemen  Justices." 

His  mother's  death  occurred  shortly  before  that  of  William's  which 
was  in  October  1849.  And  his  only  heir  was  his  sister  Maragret.

4th.  I  constitute  and  appoint  my  beloved  mother  and  my  bro¬ 
ther  in  law  John  Smallwood,  to  be  my  Executrix  and  Executor  of  this 
my  last  will  and  that  they  shall  be  free  to  act  without  giving  any 
security.  This  is  written  with  my  own  hand,  and  as  it  is  well  known 
in  Culpeper,  a  witness  to  attest  it  is  unnecessary.  Witness  my 
hand  and  seal  this  11th  day  of  March  1846.

Since  the  enclosed  will  was  written,  my  sister  Margaret 
Smallwood,  wife  of  John  Smallwood,  has  removed  with  her  husband  and 
their  family  to  Fayette  County  in  the  State  of  Indiana, near  Conners- 
ville.  The  intention  and  meaning  of  the  enclosed  instrument  of  writ¬ 
ing  is  that  my  sister  shall  have  for  her  own  use  and  the  remainder

In  Maryland,  old  gazetteers  show  a  "Jamestown"  in  Somerset 
County,  near  the  village  of  Manokin;  Also  "Jamestown"  in  Cecil 
County,  on  Sassafras  Creek,  west  of  Frederick  Town;  Also  James 
Point,  on  James  Island,  Dorchester  County,  In  Chesapeake  Bay. 

CONCLUSIONS:-  A  comprehensive  search  of  the  Delaware- 
Maryland  records  has  been  made  in  the  state  Archives  at  Dover 
and  Annapolis;  in  the  Counties  of  Newcastle  and  Kent,  Del; 
and  in  the  Counties  of  Cecil,  Dorchester,  Somerset,  Baltimore 
and  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

However,  other  than  the  above  "James  Emson"  on  Little 
Pipe  Creek,  Frederick  Co.,Md.,  no  trace  has  been  found  of 
Hugh,  Ash,  Thomas  or  James  Emison  or  Emerson,  before,  during 
or  after  the  period  1761-1775.  And  if  they  landed  in  this  area, 
the  stay  was  comparatively  transitory.  See  Henry  Emison,  1678, 
and  James  Emison,  1707,  shown  in  Md.  Calendar  of  Wills  elsewhere.

It  was  the  Bible  of 
her  girlhood,  and  later,  instead  of  using  the  regulation  family 
Bible  of  the  period,  she  wrote  down  the  dates  of  her  children^ 
births  wherever  there  was  room.  Her  writing  is  remarkably  clear 
and  she  uses  the  long  "s"  of  the  18th  century."
